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VERY so often in the course of our reading we come 

across an article or a passage in an article which, 

because of its literary beauty, its depth of thought 
or its inspirational appeal, makes a deep impression 
upon us. 

Of such a nature is the editorial article from the pen 
of the gifted writer, Dr. L. F. Tice, Editor of the “Ameri- 
can Journal of Pharmacy,” the September, 1952, issue 
of which is dedicated to Dr. Freeman P. Stroup, servant 
of American pharmacy and the Philadelphia College of 
Pharmacy and Science for over fifty years. 

Written with emotion, obviously inspired by the life 
of a great and good man, Dr. Tice deplores the lessening 
of respect for the teacher, unhappily apparent in some 
places in these days. He says: “Time was when teachers 
were revered and respected, for it was realised that 
in them rested the hope for a better future with peace 
and good will toward men .. . history reminds us 
that great teachers of the past were given such recog- 
nition that they could, and often did, defy kings and 
potentates with impunity.” 

The story of pharmacy is rich in examples of great 
men, called to the vocation of teaching in our schools, 
our universities and our colleges. Our short history in 
this country is not lacking in examples of notable men 
who have devoted their lives, their gifts and their special 
abilities to the task of teaching, in the sure knowledge 
that there is no more important work in all the earth. 

The teacher imbued with the true ideals and con- 
scious of the privileges and responsibilities of his calling 
cannot give less than his best. More than other men, 
he realises that within the limitations of human achieve- 
ment, his words and deeds must be beyond reproach 
and that he must at all times remain master of the 
specialised subjects allotted to him to teach. 

Many such men are today working and toiling in our 
midst, sometimes inadequately rewarded or recognised. 

Dr. Tice recognises this when he says that fortu- 
nately, there are still schools and still teachers wherein 
and in whom the philosophy of true education may still 
be found. Their light is like that shining in a wilder- 
ness, and it shall not be extinguished. Here men and 
women toil, often unsung and unpraised, to carry on 
their mission regardless of opposition and the scorn of 
others. Only they and those, who as their disciples will 
some day succeed them, understand why it is worth 
doing, for it shall surely bring no great material reward. 


How full of meaning is this statement! What an 
understanding of the altruism directing the lives of 
those who have come to recognise that “the time will 
come when we shall have pursued that elusive and 
chimerical happiness and success offered by those who 
preach the doctrine of materialism to its bitter and 
terrible end.” 

Thoughts such as these are timely, for in this issue 
of the Journal is published a report of a very important 
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The Role of the Teacher 


meeting, held in Adelaide, to discuss problems of 
pharmaceutical education. There the leaders of phar- 
maceutical organisations gathered together in earnest 
endeavour to find solutions to problems which, in the 
changing order, have long concerned us: 


The conference was notable for the frankness of the 
discussion and the respect shown at all time by all 
delegates for the opinions of other individuals, no 
matter how far these departed from their own, or fyom 
more orthodox or traditional views. 


Particular emphasis was laid on the responsibility 
of the master pharmacist in relation to the training of 
the apprentice in pharmacy, and it was gratifying to 
note the interest of the Federal Council of the Guild 
in this important aspect of student training; also to 
record the Federal Council’s intention to stand behind 
the teaching institutions in their attempt to remedy 
what admittedly has been a weakness in the past, 
namely, failure adequately to supervise practical train- 
ing outside of teaching institutions. 


Due emphasis was given also to the cultural aspect 
of pharmaceutical training. The introduction of studies 
in the humanities, social science, history of thought, 
etc., as advocated by the South Australian team, led by 
the veteran teacher, Mr. E. F. Lipsham, received serious 
consideration and acceptance in principle. 


Without detracting from the recommendations and 
decisions in this regard, we would point out the sig- 
nificance of the fact that whenever the question of 
broadening our courses of instruction, injecting of “cul- 
ture” into the syllabus or achieving uniformity of 
standards is under discussion, the conclusion inevitably 
reached is that, no matter what is set down in the formal 
curriculum or standard, its application is in the hands 
of the teacher and according to his interpretation is 
the end result determined. 


There is a danger in attempting “to teach” culture 
or to expect it to follow as a logical consequence the 
introduction of any specified subjects into the curricu- 
lum. 


The first requirement of any culture is that the ground 
shall be properly prepared and fertile. In this phase of 
preparation the gardener, or teacher, plays a most impor- 
tant role. 


Let us then place high in our programme the vital 
subject of education of the pharmacist of the future; 
let us also give due recognition to the fact that the 
teacher occupies a key position; that the selection of 
the right teacher is of paramount importance, and 
that when the right man has been installed, he shall 
have the complete backing, all the that 
can be given and frequent and full consultation with 
the representatives of the men and women actually 
practising the profession. 
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Guild Faces Many Problems 


good reason for being thankful for the presence 
of the Guild. 

In handling negotiations concerning the many Govern- 
ment medical and pharmaceutical schemes that operate, 
the Federal Council of the Guild, with the Public Rela- 
tions Secretariat, has given service, the value of which 
could not be computed. Reflection as to what might 
have been the fate of pharmacy without this aggressive 
leadership and representation presents a gloomy picture. 

Ever since the introduction of the Pharmaceutical 
Benefits Scheme, difficulties and problems have been 
meg ey in constant succession, and today these are no 
ess than in the past. 

At the moment problems press heavily but this 
apparently tends only to strengthen the determination 
of the Guild to stand firmer than ever in its fight for 
the rights of its members. 

The road ahead has many obstacles. These will not 
be easily overcome—indeed, without the strength de- 
rived from the unity brought about by the Guild, they 
might be insurmountable. 

Guild negotiators are at present facing something in 
the way of an ultimatum from the Commonwealth 
Government in regard to dispensing fees for phar- 
maceutical benefits. Temporary respite has been gained, 
but the matter is far from being settled. 

Much negotiation and possibly a great deal of difficult 
bargaining are in store. The outcome, however, cannot 
be doubted. Pharmacy can never cede the right to 
receive adequate payment for the professional service 
given by its members to governments or individual 
members of the public. This is a fundamental plank 
in the policy on which all agreements have been based, 
and one which cannot be abandoned. 

The well-being of pharmacy as well as the smooth 
functioning of Government plans, depend upon reason- 
able settlement of such matters, and we have no doubt 
that in the further discussions which must take place, 
reason will prevail, 

Dissatisfaction exists also in regard to the Pensioner 
Medicine Service—another matter which the Federal 
Council has on its hands at the moment, 

Ever since the introduction of this service, chemists 
have objected to the pons arrangement and have 
consistently voiced such objections to their represen- 
tatives on Guild councils. It has become quite appa- 
rent that the averaging system which operates does 
not work satisfactorily and that without safeguards 
against loss from unusual or abnormal prescribing, the 
threat of serious loss to individuals will remain. 
Members have objected also to the interim payment 
system which in some cases operates inequitably. 

It has always been accepted in Government circles 
that the Federal Council of the Guild acts as the 


gr pharmacists in recent years have had 


mouthpiece of retail pharmacists in Australia, and that 
all negotiations in regard to Government schemes would 
be with Guild representatives. It has therefore been 
somewhat of a shock to learn that chemists have been 
visited by officers of the Commonwealth Department 
of Health and interrogated by them in regard to certain 
aspects of the Pensioner Medicine Service. 

The current issue of the Secretariat’s “Pharmacy News 
Bulletin” refers to correspondence with the Director- 
General of Health on this subject, and representatives of 
the Guild have protested strongly to the Acting Director- 
General in the absence of the Director-General himself. 
A letter from the Director-General to the Guild went so 
far as to convey opinions allegedly expressed by indi- 
vidual chemists who were visited. it stated, for example, 
that whilst most of those interviewed agreed that some 
change in the amount paid for pensioner prescriptions 
was necesSary where more expensive drugs were pre- 
scribed, they were unanimous in that they did not want 
any method of pricing which would involve additional 
clerical work. It was further alleged that the majority 
had stated that they would prefer continuance of the 
present average-ounce prices, with a special group being 
created for prescriptions containing more expensive 
drugs such as codeine, bismuth, senega, cocaine, etc. 
An amazing proposal was put forward that a plebiscite 
of chemists on the question of turning to a pre-pricing 
system should be taken by the Department. 

So seriously did the Federal Council regard the action 
of the Director-General, that a special circular was sent 
to every member in the Commonwealth, pointing out 
the dangers of expressing individual views on a subject 
affecting the whole profession. The Federal Council 
rejected summarily the idea of a Government-conducted 
plebiscite of chemists. 

In voicing its resentment, the Federal Council main- 
tained that it had always been ‘recognised as the nego- 
tiating body for pharmacy and was fully representative 
of the views of all chemists in the Commonwealth. 

Its view was that the action complained of struck at 
the foundations of Guild authority to discuss pharmaceu- ' 
tical benefits on behalf of the chemists of Australia. 

Some satisfaction is derived from assurances given to 
Mr. Scott by the Acting Director-General of Health that 
no affront was intended, and that there was no chal- 
lenge to Guild authority, which statement Mr. Scott 
said he accepted completely. 

An outcome of the discussions which took place on 
the subject of the Pensioner Medicine Service is that it 
has been suggested that the present system should be 
modified as soon as possible to overcome objection 
raised by chemists, without departing materially from 
the present pricing agreement. 

The Federal Council of the Guild is examining this 
suggestion.

THE FEDERATED PHARMACEUTICAL SERVICE 
GUILD OF AUSTRALIA FEDERAL COUNCIL 


A special meeting of the Federal Council was held in 
Melbourne on March 30 and 31, 1953, to hear a report 
on the negotiations with the Government on the agree- 
ment for the payment of Pharmaceutical Benefits. 


The Federal President (Mr. Eric Scott) reported that 
negotiations over the past three months had been under- 
taken by the Guild negotiating committee as members 
of the Minister’s Advisory Committee comprising three 
Guild representatives and three Government experts. 
Several meetings of the Advisory Committee were held 
in Sydney and Canberra, and the conclusion drawn by 
the Government representatives from the statistical 
material available was that there was an unanswerable 
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case for a substantial cut in the return to pharmacy 
for dispensing Government prescriptions. 


This was strongly rebutted by the Guild representa- 
tives’ counter proposals which maintained that a chemist 
should receive a fair and reasonable payment for his 
services under the Government scheme. The Advisory 
Committee having reached a stalemate, therefore, pre- 
sented itself in a body to the Minister and reported its 
failure to draft a new agreement. The Minister, after 
hearing the report, postponed making a decision until 
July 1, 1953. 


Federal Council, after hearing the report by Mr. Scott, 
resolved that the negotiating committee should seek 
another meeting with the Minister and ask him to 
expedite the Government’s decision upon the Guild’s 
counter proposals to the suggested reductions in the 
pricing structure submitted by the departmental officials. 


Guild Building. 


Following the decision of Federal Council to proceed 
with the erection of a building at Melbourne, the Build- 
ing Sub-committee reported that tenders had been 
received by the architect from fourteen building con- 
tractors. It was resolved that the tender submitted by 
Messrs. Simmie & Co. for the erection and completion 
of a seven-storey concrete and steel framed building be 
accepted. 


Federal Council also decided that the building should 
be commenced at the earliest possible date.

The Director-General of Health, Canberra, has re- 
quested us to advise chemists that recent sampling 
carried out by the Department has revealed that many 
chemists are not making any effort to obtain a receipt 
for benefits supplied under the Pharmaceutical Benefits 
Act and the Medicines for Pensioners’ Regulations. It 
is further alleged that in regard to medicines for pen- 
sioners, appropriate action is not being taken to ensure 
that the person for whom the medicine is prescribed 
is a pensioner within the meaning of the Regulations. 

We have further been requested to state the inten- 
tion of the Health Department to take more drastic 
action in future where such breaches occur.

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LYSOL 


(An Editorial Note, The Pharmaceutical Journal, 
January 24, 1953.) 

Ever since it was discovered that phenol will kill 
bacteria, the search has continued for a disinfectant 
which at a reasonable concentration has a lethal effect 
on all micro-organisms, but has no corrosive or other 
deleterious action on the skin of the user. New disin- 
fectants have had new claims made for them, but as 
Professor H. Berry pointed out to the Harrogate meeting 
of the British Pharmaceutical Conference in 1951, the 
older products should not be discarded lightly. Such 
phenolic preparations as lysol and the black and white 

uids, have been good servants in hospital practice, and 
Professor Berry has shown that because of their wide 
non-specific bactericidal action they provide a greater 
margin of safety in use than do many of the newer pre- 
parations. What hospitals require is a phenolic disin- 
fectant which is as economical in use as lysol, which 
possesses a wide and quick kill, makes a clear dilution 
with water, has a detergent action on grease, and yet is 
non-toxic and non-irritating to the skin. 

It is inevitable that the economics of disinfection 
should enter into the problem of the use of any particu- 
lar preparation in general hygiene—enormous quantities 
are used in the disinfectant treatment of drains, floors, 
walls, benches and utensils, sinks, etc. For this reason 
it would appear to be uneconomical to isolate chemically 
pure phenols or chlorinated derivatives and then to for- 
mulate them for use as general disinfectants if a simple 
coal-tar fraction were found to be satisfactory. It 
would be interesting to know what effects, if any, the 
newer disinfectants, such as solutions of chloroxylenol 
and the quaternary ammonium compounds have had 
on the consumption and use of lysol in hospital prac- 
tice, and it would surprise no one to learn that lysol is 
as much in demand as eVer in spite of its obvious dis- 
advantages of toxicity and irritating action on the skin. 
The only serious challenge to its use as a bactericide came 
from Colebrook, who condemned it in midwifery prac- 
tice, but its value as a general disinfectant has never 
been questioned. 

It is, therefore, interesting to note that a new coal-tar 
preparation has been suggested in which a fraction just 
above the cresols fraction has been employed. Appa- 
rently this “cut” will formulate in a soap solution in a 
manner similar to that of cresol, will produce a clear 
dilution with distilled water, has the same bactericidal 
characteristics as lysol, and yet, it is claimed, is much 
less irritating to skin. The preliminary evidence sub- 
mitted would appear to justify its trial as a substitute 
for lysol in the field of general disinfectants. Pharma- 
cists would welcome such a substitute, for lysol itself is 
not a preparation which they care to entrust to the public 
because of its dangerous characteristics. 


HANBURY MEMORIAL MEDAL, PHARMACEUTICAL 
SOCIETY OF GREAT BRITAIN 


Prof. Gésta Edman, Professor of Botany and Pharma- 
cognosy in the Royal Pharmaceutical Institute, Stock- 
holm, has been awarded the Hanbury Memorial Gold 
Medal of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain, 
given periodically for “high excellence in the prosecu- 
tion or promotion of original research in the natural 
history and chemistry of drugs.” He was presented with’ 
the medal at a meeting of the Society at 17 Bloomsbury 
Square, London, on February 9, when he delivered a 
lecture on “Ash Pictures in the Identification and Assay 
of Vegetable Drugs.” 

The medal is awarded by a committee consisting of 
the Presidents of the Chemical, Linnean and Pharma- 
ceutical Societies, the Chairman of the British Pharma- 
ceutical Conference and one pharmaceutical chemist. 


ROLE OF ANTI-HISTAMINE COMPOUNDS IN 
CLINICAL MEDICINE 


Abstract of paper read before the Nottingham Section, Society of 
Chemical Industry, by R. Gwyn Evans, M.B.E., M.D., and 
reported in “Chemistry and Industry,” January 24, 1953. 


Before describing anti-histamine compounds and their 
mode of action, it is essential briefly to consider the 
significance of histamine and its probable role in ana- 
phylaxis and allergy. 

The term ove gem? shock was first introduced by 
Portier and Richet in 1902, who described the pheno- 
menon of sudden death occurring in dogs which had 
been re-inoculated with poison extracted from the sea 
anemone. Anaphylactic shock can similarly be pro- 
duced in certain other experimental animals by re- 
inoculation with selected foreign proteins; fortunately it 
is a rare occurrence in man, but does arise occasionally 
when hypersensitive patients are injected with horse 
serum. 

Allergy —Allergy is a much abused term, which has 
now come to have a multiplicity of meanings. In 
general, allergy is a state of hypersensitivity induced as 
a result either of infection or more commonly by con- 
tact or treatment with some foreign substance. There 
are certain similarities between anaphylactic shock in 
experimental animals and allergy in man, and there is 
considerable experimental evidence to show that hista- 
mine plays a role in the production of both. 

Dale and Laidlaw in 1911 first showed that injection of 
histamine into animals can cause symptoms similar to 
anaphylaxis. It was not until 1927, however, that Best 
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was first able to demonstrate the presence of histamine 
in normal animal tissue. Subsequently it was shown 
that a histamine-like substance could be extracted from 
the blister fluid present in urticarial wheels; this sub- 
stance injected into animals produced symptoms of 
anaphylactic shock. 

Dale in 1929 described anaphylactic shock as the result 
of cellular injury due to reaction within the cell be- 
tween an antigen and an aggravating antibody. Whe- 
ther this reaction is localised to certain tissue cells or 
whether it be generalised, it results in release of hista- 
mine and its effects will be predominant in the resulting 
reaction, imposing a general resemblance to the syn- 
drome produced by injection of histamine itself in each 
particular species. The cell injury, however, is not 
limited to the degree required to produce release of 
histamine, but involves other and more indirect results. 

Increasing evidence has been brought forward to show 
the role played by histamine. Watanabe and Dragstebt 
and others were able to demonstrate the liberation of 
histamine during anaphylactic reaction in the intact 
animal, and to show a striking increase in the histamine 
content of the blood after anaphylaxis sufficient to 
explain the shock. In man, however, the amount of 
histamine liberated appears to be on a proportionately 
lower scale and is certainly insufficient to explain all the 
symptoms produced. There seems to be little doubt that 
in the human species other mechanisms are also at work, 
of which heparin activity is an important factor. 

Histamine,—Histamine is f#-aminazolylethylamine, a 
decarboxylation product of the amino-acid histidine, 
which is present in most animal proteins. Several bac- 
teria can accomplish this decarboxylation process. 
Pharmacological actions of histamine do vary slightly in 
different experimental animals, but the main effects are: 

(1) Capillary dilatation.—Local injection of histamine 
causing extravasation of plasma producing a urticarial 
wheel surrounded by an area of dilated capillaries pro- 
ducing skin reddening. 

(2) Gastric stimulation.—Histamine is the most potent 
gastric stimulant known, and there is some evidence to 
indicate that it is similar to, if not identical with, the 
secretagogue gastrin. 

(3) Involuntary muscle.—Histamine is a powerful 
uterine stimulant. In some species and in certain aller- 
gic disorders in human subjects it will cause spasm of 
the bronchioles. 

Histaminase——Histaminase is a naturally occurring 
enzyme first demonstrated by Best in 1929, which has the 
power of destroying histamine. Its presence can be 
demonstrated in any normal tissue—particularly lung, 
and also in pregnancy serum where it has a silatively 
high level. It is also present in the kidney where it 
contributes to the inactivation of histamine during 
excretion of the latter. 


Theoretical Approaches to Control of Allergic Reactions. 

(1) Reduction of histamine available for liberation. 
So far attempts on these lines have not been successful. 

(2) The prevention of histamine liberation. This has 
been attacked mainly by attempts to desensitise against 
histamine. Clinically, and in experimental animals, 
histamine desensitisation is ineffective, apparently be- 
cause histamine does not stimulate the production of 
any specific antibody. Recent work, however, does show 
that this line of approach has met with some success in 
two syndromes—histamine cephalgia and in selected 
cases of Meniere’s syndrome, which have been proved 
to be hypersensitive to histamine. The present indica- 
tions are that this line of attack is not likely to have any 
wide application. In some cases, however, where it is 
possible to demonstrate clinically a specific individual 
reaction to hypersensitivity to one or more sensitising 
agents or “allergens,” it may be possible to institute 
specific desensitisation. Hay fever is the best example 
of this desensitisation being accomplished by the injec- 
tion of increasing doses of the allergen in the form of a 
suitable extract of pollen solution starting with minute 
amounts. Normally two solutions are used, the first ten 


injections comprise graduated doses of a standard solu- 
tion, followed by similarly increasing doses of a stronger 
solution. Injections may be given as frequently as alter- 
nate days, but are normally given at intervals of five to 
seven days. Longer intervals are not so convenient, nor 
do they give such satisfactory results. In more severe 
cases have are two methods of follow-up treatment:— 

(a) By the regular administration of a maintenance 
dose of the stronger solution of allergen equal to the 
last dose given at weekly intervals; these may be given 
at fortnightly and finally at monthly intervals. 

(b) By repeating the full course of injections at yearly 
intervals if there is an indication that further treatment 
is necessary. Two or three successive yearly courses 
may protect the patient for a considerable time. 

(3) The use of compounds to inactivate histamine 
which has been released and of compounds to decrease 
the effects of histamine. 

Theoretically a true anti-histamine compound should 
inactivate histamine which has been released. The 
natural enzyme histaminase will do this in the living 
animal, but is only effective if available at the site of 
histamine production at the actual time of histamine 
release. Attempts to use histaminase clinically have 
been unsuccessful. 

“Anti-histamines.”—-Anti-histamine compounds are not 
in fact true anti-histamines, but rather a special catepe 
of spasmolytics which have an extraordinary hig 
specific action in antagonising the physiological effects 
of histamine. 

The first_anti-histamine compound produced was re- 
ported by Fourneau and Bovet in 1933, when they found 
that certain phenolic ethers could inhibit or counteract 
the effects of histamine. The original compounds em- 
ployed were too toxic for general use, but following this 
work a spate of chemical compounds has been developed 
and marketed. Broadly they fall into three main 
groups:—- 

1, The ethylenediamine derivatives: these include 
Antergan, Phenergan, Diatrin, Pyribenzamine. 

2. Ethanolamine derivatives, of which Benadryl is one 
of the most popular. 

3. Miscellaneous group, including Antistin, Thephorin 
and Histantin. 

General Actions of the Anti-histamines, 

These compounds are all mild local anaesthetics. They 
are also for the most part mild sedatives, but in some 
the sedative action almost approaches that of the barbi- 
turates. “Thephorin” alone has a mildly stimulant 
effect. Most of them are gastro-intestinal irritants and 
produce symptoms of nausea, colic and diarrhoea if 
taken in large doses, “Benadryl” is the notable excep- 
tion to this being a gastro-intestinal relaxant. Intra- 
venous injection produces hypotension, tachycardia and 
respiratory stimulation, These compounds have no im- 
munological effect, that is to say, they do not modify 
antibody prgduction or influence immunisation proce- 
dures in general. 

Clinical Uses of Anti-histamine Compounds, 

Hay fever. 

Allergic asthma, 

Urticaria and angioneurotic oedema. 

Contact eczema. 

Atopic dermatitis (eczema). 

Pruritus, 

Allergic conditions of the eye. 

Travel sickness, 

Radiation sickness. 

Allergic diseases of the nervous system. 

Selection of the Anti-histamine Compound. 
1. Weaker and short-acting compounds:— 
Antistine. 
Thephorin. 
2. Moderately strong but short-acting compounds:—~ 
Benadryl. 
Pyribenzamine. 
3. Long-acting anti-histamines:— 
Histantin. 
Phenergan. 
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In many cases a combination of drugs such as Bena- 
dryl with Thephorin is more useful than a single pre- 
paration. 

The anti-histamines have undoubtedly constituted a 
useful advance in progress and management of certain 
allergic disorders and other manifestations due to hista- 
mine action. Their maximum benefit has undoubtedly 
been in seasonal hay fever, urticaria and angioneurotic 
oedema. They are, however, essentially of sympto- 
matic benefit only, and should be used in addition to 
existing methods of treatment and over short periods of 
time. 

There is general agreement that histamine action is 
not the sole mechanism involved in allergy, and indeed 
may be of little importance in many types of hyper- 
sensitivity. The primary factors in management of 
allergy are still those of diagnosis and identification of 
any specific sensitivity, followed by attempts at desensi- 
tisation and removing the patient from environmental 
contact with the sensitising factors. While anti-hista- 
mine drugs greaiy assist in controlling the distressing 
symptoms, they are merely an aid to existing sympto- 
matic treatment, and not in themselves a specific line of 
treatment or a cure. There is still room for further 
work on the possibility of disarming histamine action 
by other methods, such as enzyme destruction of hista- 
mine preventing the liberation of histamine from its 


precursors, 


TERRAMYCIN FOR BURNS AND EAR INFECTIONS 


Severely burnt and scalded children, in danger of the 
serious infections which often occur once the skin is 
broken, and children with discharging infections of the 
middle ear and the mastoid area behind the ear, have 
been dratiatically aided with the antibiotic terramycin, 
physicians of two famous United Kingdom research in- 
stitutions have reported. 

Terramycin completely prevented local infection from 
developing in 50 children suffering from burns and 
scalds who were treated at the a Hospital for Sick 
Children, Edinburgh, by Drs. H. D. Ritchie and A. B. 
Wallace. Comparing the series of burn cases treated 
with this antibiotic with a group of 230 similar cases 
treated with injections of penicillin, these workers re- 
ported in the current issue of Antibiotics and Chemotherap) 
that in 15 per cent. of the patients receiving penicillin 
local infections developed, while in the group receiving 
terramycin no infections occurred. 

Burns and scalds which break the skin and expose 
the body to invading organisms often result in local 
infections which not only retard healing but may spread 
through the blood stream and become generalised infec- 
tions. Average healing time reported by the Edinburgh 
investigators was 26 days, during which antibiotic pro- 
tection was maintained. In handling the children, Drs. 
Ritchie and Wallace report: “Terramycin has the advan- 
tage that it can be given moog oreover, the irrita- 
tion which may be caused by repeated hypodermic 
injections of penicillin is avoided. Ider children were 
given the terramycin in milk, and children under two 
years of age received it in a special flavoured liquid 
form, called oral suspension. 

In the treatment of middle ear infections and infected 
mastoid areas, ear specialists, P. E. H. Rutter and J. C. 
Ballantyne, in a study carried out at St. Mary’s Hospital, 
London, compared the effectiveness of four antibiotics 
and found terramycin gave the most satisfactory results. 

Of 54 patients—the majority of them children—in- 
cluded in the study reported by Drs. Rutter and Ballan- 
tyne in a recent issue of the British medical publication, 
The Lancet, 41 received terramycin. In 83 per cent. 
treatment was successful, while the best results with the 
other antibiotics tested gave only a 47 per cent. cure 


rate. 
One of the difficulties in the treatment of infections of 


the ear and mastoids, physicians point out, is the variety 
of organisms which can cause these infections. In the 
study conducted by Drs. Rutter and Ballantyne, a num- 
ber of different disease-causing agents were found, which 
varied widely in their sensitivities in the test tube to 
the antibiotics tested. In 14 cases the drug most suc- 
cessful in test tube runs failed to help the patients. In 
complete contrast, terramycin was used successfully in 
10 cases, even though the germs isolated from these 
cases did not appear to be sensitive to it in the labora- 
tory tests. In addition, the investigators noted, “in a 
selected group of 14 cases in which the organisms 
isolated from the discharging ears were sensitive to both 
chloramphenicol and terramycin, 12 cases responded to 
terramycin after chloramphenicol had failed.’ 

Drs. Rutter and Ballantyne concluded: “Terramycin 
has given results so much superior to those obtained by 
any of the other antibiotics that we feel it is worthy of 
further extensive trials.’.—Med. and Pharm. Informa- 
tion Bureau, New York.

N-ALLYL-NORMORPHINE IN THE TREATMENT 
OF MORPHINE POISONING 


The rapid intravenous injection of 5 or 10 mg. of 
N-allyl-normorphine into patients who had received 20 
to 90 mg. of morphine sulfate or 150 to 600 mg. of 
Demerol (ethyl 1-methyl-4-pheny]l-isonipecotate) brought 
about a marked respiratory and circulatory stimulation. 
However, the compound had only a slight awakenin 
effect. Eckenhoff, Elder and King reported in Am. J. 
Med. Sci. (223: 191 (1952)) that morphine overdosage in 
two patients was successfully treated with N-allyl-nor- 
morphine. The drug was not effective against the de- 
pression poem by Pentothal, cyclopropane or ether. 
In normal subjects the drug was found to produce respi- 
ratory and circulatory depression similar to that 
produced by morphine.—Am. Profess. Pharmacist. 


HYDROCORTISONE ACETATE 


Hydrocortisone acetate has been metered by the Coun- 
cil of Pharmacy and Chemistry of the erican Medical 
Association for New and Non-Official Remedies (J. Amer. 
Med. Ass., 1952, 150, 1601). The compound (17-hydro- 
corticosterone-2l-acetate) is stated to have the same 
qualitative metabolic and therapeutic effects as cortisone 


' acetate, with the advantage of causing less irritation and 


giving a more prolonged effect when injected intra- 
articularly in rheumatoid and osteoarthritis. The amount 
injected by this route varies according to the size of the 
joint and the degree of inflammation. For small joints, 
the quantity suggested is 5 to 10 mgm., and for larger 
joints, 15 to 37.5 mgm., repeated when symptoms recur. 
The compound, which is manufactured in America by 
Merck & Co. Inc., is supplied in 5-mil vials of suspension, 
containing 25 mgm. hydrocortisone. A small quantity 
has been given to the Medical Research Council for con- 
trolled trial, but otherwise the drug is not at present 
available in Great Britain——Pharm. J., January 10, 1953. 


Dinitro-orthocresol, widely used as an insecticide in 
agriculture and horticulture, is a cumulative poison, 
causing an increase in metabolism which may lead to 
death through heat stroke. It may be absorbed through 
the skin or by inhalation or accidental ingestion. In- 
formation on the symptoms and treatment of cases of 
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poisoning, together with abstracts of relevant literature, 
is given in the Extra Pharmacopoeia, Vol. I, 23rd edition, 
p. 1020. Since the early symptoms of poisoning are 
unobtrusive, operators exposed to the chemical must be 
examined regularly. Yellow discolouration of the sclera 
indicates absorption of significant quantities, and fatigue, 
insomnia, thirst and loss of weight are indicative of 
poisoning. Treatment éonsists in the use of barbiturates, 
oxygen, cold sponging and fluid replacement. Intra- 
venous injection of 10 mils. of a 2.5 per cent. solution 
of sodium methylthiouracil rapidly reduces the basal 
metabolic rate. Workers should wear protective cloth- 
ing and masks, and, having once been treated for poison- 
ing, should be removed from any further risk of absorp- 
tion for at least six weeks. It has been advised that all 
persons coming into contact with DNOC should have 
blood levels tested regularly, 20 «gm. per gm. indicating 
the need to avoid the chemical for several weeks.— 
Pharm. J., January 10, 1953. 


ETHYLENE GLYCOL POISONING 


A case of acute poisoning by ethylene glycol, com- 
monly used in anti-freeze preparations, which was 
treated by large doses of calcium intravenously, is 
described by A. P. Grant in The Lancet, December 27. 
Ethylene glycol has an effect similar to that of alcohol; 
it has a sweet, pleasant taste, and gives a warm sensa- 
tion when ingested. In the body it is oxidised to oxalic 
acid, calcium oxalate being deposited in crystalline form 
in the kidney and brain. The minimal lethal dose of 
ethylene glycol has been estimated as 100 mils., although 
survival after 240 mils. has been reported. It is about 
twice as toxic as propylene glycol and about half as 
toxic as diethyleneglycol. 

The patient, who had drunk about three-quarters of a 
tumbler of “anti-freeze,” arrived home apparently drunk. 
Later he was admitted to hospital, where the treatment 
included intravenous injection of calcium gluconate. 
Fluids with glucose were given copiously and calcium 
lactate was administered by mouth. Recovery was 
gradual and the patient was discharged, apparently 
cured although still shaky, after three weeks. Two and 
a half years later he complained of general weakness, 
loss of weight and appetite, and peculiar sensations in 
his abdomen. No abnormality was found, however, 
other than a peculiar yellow pigmentation of the face 
and arms, pronounced tremour, some loss of postural 
sense in the legs, and accentuation of the deep reflexes. 
He was depressed, weak and very sensitive to cold. 

The author sugeeets that the administration of cal- 
cium may have changed oxalic acid to calcium oxalate, 
thus preventing the destructive action of oxalic acid on 
the brain; although, as later re-examination indicated, 
cerebral damage was not prevented.—Pharm. J., January

THE “DEEP FREEZING” OF LIVING MATTER 


Interesting American Work. 
By L.G.D. 


In recognition of their fundamental discoveries relat- 
ing to the survival of cell life under freezing conditions, 
two American scientists, Reverend Basile J. Luyet, 
director of the Institute of Cy) yen St. Louis Univer- 


sity, St. Louis, Missouri, and Ivan W. Brown, Junr., 
of Duke University School of Medicine, Durham, North 
Carolina, were jointly honoured with the top award of 
1000 dollars given by the Glycerine Producers’ Associa- 
tion, New York. The award, given for the first time 
this year, will be an annual event to honour scientists 
for outstanding achievement in the field of glycerine. 
Presentation to the first winners was made at the asso- 
ciation’s 26th annual convention in New York City, 
January 28. 


The scientists were honoured for their research, which 
may have far-reaching beneficial effects on human health 
by making it possible through “deep freezing” to sus- 
pend tissue and cell life for indefinite periods of time 
and then revive it unharmed. Working independently 
of each other, Dr. Brown devised a successful method 
for preserving live blood cells which may pave the way 
for blood cell banks similar to present plasma banks. 
Rev. Luyet’s discovery comprises a treatment by which 
it is possible to preserve life within cell tissue even 
when it is frozen solid. 

The principal contribution of Dr. Brown’s research 
was the development of a technique to preserve red 
blood corpuscles for use in blood transfusions just as 
blood plasma is now preserved. Described as the closest 
approach yet made to a practical solution of this prob- 
lem, his method utilises glycerine as a deep freeze 
medium. Blood cells, when mixed with glycerine and 
stored at sub-zero temperatures, are still alive when 
subsequently thawed. After another treatment to re- 
move some of the glycerine absorbed in the process, 
these same cells can be transfused into patients. 


According to Dr. Brown, further refinements of the 
method are necessary to make it less cumbersome for 
practical use. The stockpiling of blood cells, which this 
work may eventually make possible, however, would be 
of immeasurable value in both peacetime clinical medi- 
cine and in national medical defence during emergen- 
cies. 

Rev. Luyet, who for many years has been studying 
the complexities of death and survival of living cells 
under various conditions, centred his research around his 
discovery that glycerine has the unique ability to pre- 
—_ cell tissue life even after the tissue has been frozen 
solid. 

As a result of previous research, he roncluded that of 
all the sub-zero temperature effects on living cells, the 
most damaging is internal formation of ice crystals. 
Knowing that glycerine protects blood and sperm cells 
against freezing, Dr. Luyet decided to see if glycerine 
had similar protective properties toward tissue cells. 

Using small pieces of embryonic chick heart, he dis- 
covered that the cells survived freezing and continued 
to grow and reproduce after thawing if the tissue were 
first immersed for a short time in glycerine. Tissues 
frozen in the same way, in control tests, but not treated 
with glycerine, were destroyed by freezing. 

The award winner then worked out a series of experi- 
ments to determine how and why glycerine had this 
protective effect. In the course of this work he found 
that glycerine serves a four-fold purpose: (1) It de- 
hydrates the tissue and lowers its freezing point; (2) it 
delays the formation of ice crystals; (3) it retards the 
advance of the ice front through the tissue; and (4) it 
reduces the amount of ice formed at a given temperature. 

In addition, Rev. Luyet found that glycerine-treated 
tissues were able to survive even when ice formed in 
them. This latter finding leads him to believe that the 
most important factor in glycerine’s preservation action 
is that it binds some of the water in the tissues in such 
a way that it cannot freeze. Thus, it reduces the amount 
of damaging ice crystals formed in the cells. 

While Rev. Luyet’s work at the present time remains 
in the realm of pure research, it is held to have con- 
siderable significance in the eventual practical develop- 
ment of methods for controlling the effects of freezing 
in plants, animals, food products and possibly even man 


himself. 


MINIMUM AMINO-ACID NEEDS OF THE BODY 


The minimum daily requirements of each of the eight 
esséntial amino-acids were announced by Professor 
William C. Rose, biochemist at the University of Illinois 
(Urbana, Illinois), at a recent dinner at te Fi he re- 
ceived the Willard Gibbs Medal of the Chicago Section 
of the American Chemical Society. 
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In the 1930's, Professor Rose discovered and isolated 
the amino-acid, threonine; and this achievement en- 
abled him subsequently to determine which of the 20 
known acids were essential—that is, which acids had to 
be obtained from the diet—and to measure the quanti- 
ties necessary to sustain normal life. 

His announcement of minimum requirements, a deve- 
lopment of far-reaching significance to the sciences of 
nutrition, medicine and biochemistry, was the climax 
of more than 20 years of research on the nutritive value 
of the amino-acids. Ten years of studies on human 
beings, following preliminary experiments involving 
hundreds of rats and other laboratory animals, have 
shown that the amino-acid needs of the human body are 
surprisingly small, the medalist reported. 

“The possibility that anyone in the United States 
would experience an amino-acid deficiency is very re- 
mote, unless it be among some of the many groups of 
dietary faddists,” he declared. 

Surve => Half-Century of Amino-Acid Investiga- 
tions,” Dr. Rose said that by 1914 animal-feeding experi- 
ments had proved that certain of these acids were neces- 
sary to life. However, the composition of proteins was 
so complex, and the methods of analysis were so diffi- 
cult, that it became evident that the only way to deter- 
mine which amino-acids are essential and which are not, 
was to make up diets in which protein was replaced by 
mixtures of pure amino-acids. 

In 1930, after several years of activity, sufficient quan- 
tities of all the known amino-acids had been prepared 
at the University of Illinois to begin animal-feeding 
experiments on such synthetic diets. The diets proved 
to be totally incapabie of meeting the needs of growth, 
and the animals died unless natural proteins were intro- 
duced into their food. The conclusion was that proteins 
contained some indispensable components besides the 
then known amino-acids. 

Dr. Rose said that by 1936 the new amino-acid, threo- 
nine, was isolated and identified, and “the addition of 
this compound to a ration containing the repens 
known amino-acids rendered the whole capable of sup- 
porting excellent growth.” 

It was then possible to eliminate from this sustaining 
diet one amino-acid at a time, and thus to determine 
which of the acids were necessary components in the 
diets of laboratory rats. As is now generally known, 
10 amino-acids were found to be essential. e exclu- 
sion of any one of these led to nutritive failure, loss of 
weight, diminished appetite and eventual death. One 
exception was the amino-acid, arginine, the exclusion 
of which merely caused a decrease in the rate of growth. 
The investigations on human subjects were begun in 
the autumn of 1942, and were completed this spring. 
During this 10-year period experiments were conducted 
upon a relatively large number of individuals. The data 
now appear to be sufficiently numerous and consistent to 
warrant positive conclusions. 

Healthy male graduate students were fed on a diet 
containing no | egos material except the mixture of 

ure amino-acids which had successfully supported the 
ife and growth of experimental rats. Other dietary 
needs were met with vitamin pills and wafers made of 
starch, corn oil and salts, spread with butter from which 
the protein had been removed. 
ter it had been proved that such a diet would sup- 
port human health, single amino-acids were removed 
from the diet, one by one. When the acid removed was 
one of the essential materials, scientific measurements 
showed some of the same symptoms of malnutrition as 
had occurred with the laboratory animals. Appetite 
began to fail, and the students had a sensation of ex- 
treme fatigue and a marked increase in nervous irritabi- 
lity—even when the subjects did not know that a dietary 
substitution had been made. When the missing amino- 
acid was returned to the diet the symptoms promptly 
disappeared. 

Arginine, which is necessary for maximum growth in 

rats, and one other amino-acid, histidine, which is indis- 


penaabte for rats, were found unnecessary for normal 
uman adults. This discovery about histidine was un- 
expected, since histidine is essential for all species of 
animals thus far tested. However, no reasonable doubt 
can exist as to the validity of the conclusion, since 48 
different individuals have been kept healthy upon diets 
which were devoid of histidine. us only eight amino- 
acids are essential to normal man. Although all 20 of 
the amino-acids occur in human tissue, only the essential 
ones need to be supplied in the diet, since the body is 
capable of synthesising the others. 

_The Illinois experimenters had now refined their tech- 
niques to the point where ped could determine the 
actual amounts of each of the eight essential amino-acids 
required by the normal human being. Though the indi- 
vidual’s requirements remained fairly constant at all 
times, different individuals seemed to vary considerably 
in their requirements, Dr. Rose reported, and the varia- 
tions apparently were not related to body weight or to 
any other observable characteristics. Thus it may be 
that some individuals will have requirements higher 
than those found for the limited group studied. 

Dr. Rose said, however, “Statistical analyses of our 
data reveal the fact that the odds are overwhelmingly 
against the possibility that any normal adult would have 
minimum requirements in excess of twice the observed 
values,” 

The minimum daily requirements for the eight acids 
were listed by Dr. Rose as follows:— 

L-phenylalanine 
L-threonine ... ... 
L-valine ... . 

L-methionine . 

The L in each case refers to the laevorotatory form of 
the acid, which is the only form the body can use. The 
recommended daily intakes were listed as exactly twice 
these amounts, to take care of individuals who might 
have’ higher-than-average requirements.—Chemistry 
Newsletter, U.S. Dept. Information. 


THE METRIC SYSTEM 


The issue of The British Medical Journal of February 7 
contains an article on “The Metric System in Medicine 
and Pharmacy,” ~~ W. C. W. Nixon, M.D., F.R.CS., 
F.R.C.O.G., and T. D. Whittet, B.Sc, Ph.C., A.R.LC. 


The main objections to the metric system, they say, 
are the fear of a misplaced decimal point leading to 
gross overdosage and the difficulty of memorising doses 
in fractions of a gramme. Both of this disadvantages 
could be overcome by the use of milligrammes, centi- 
grammes, etc. On the whole, the few disadvantages of 
the metric system would be greatly outweighed by the 
abolition of the present confusion and general simplifi- 
cation of measurements which would result from its 
exclusive adoption in medicine.and pharmacy. The 
change they advocate would mean a certain amount of 
hardship to those who had to change their prescribing 
habits with the older drugs, but they consider the even- 
tual result would justify this. The change would cause 
no more disturbance than the introduction of a new 
British Pharmacopoeia or British Pharmaceutical Codex. 

On the whole, they favour an “overnight” change 
(after due notice had been given) rather than the gradual 
change suggested by the Board of Trade Committee, and 
they urge that the General Medical Council, the British 
Medical Association, the Pharmaceutical Society, and the 
universities and other examining bodies should take 
action to implement this change, otherwise the present 
confusion is likely to continue indefinitely and we shall 
be the sole country out of step with the rest of the 
world.—Pharm. J., February 14, 1953.

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DISPENSING BOTTLE CAPACITY 


Manufacturers’ Tolerances. 


In reply to an inquiry by the West Sussex Pharma- 
ceutical Committee regarding the degree of reliability 
that may be placed on the nominal capacity of a dispens- 
ing bottle, the secretary of the Glass Manufacturers’ 
Federation (Great Britain) supplied the following infor- 
mation:— 

“To begin with, no single bottle must be taken as a 
measure in itself, and whilst I think we can say that 
glass containers are remarkably accurate on the average 
in capacity, at the same time no individual bottle can be 
guaranteed because it:is impracticable to measure and 
verify each bottle which is manufactured by mass pro- 
duction means. The capacity of most glass containers 
is specified as a capacity to a given filling point with a 
plus and minus tolerance, but the capacity is assessed 
on the average of a number of bottles and not on indi- 
vidual bottles. 

“So far as medical bottles are concerned, there is no 
standard relationship between the nominal capacity and 
the actual capacity to the root of the neck, but it can be 
said that probably the bulk of the medical bottles which 
are supplied are supplied to the following table:—

“It will be seen that the minimum capacity in each case 
is slightly abeve the nominal capacity, and this presum- 
ably has been specially arranged to allow room for shak- 
ing when the bottle is correctly filled. In the case of 
panels, we are told that the minimum capacity to the 
filling point is the nominal capacity. Tolerances for 
panels would be approximately the same as medicals, or 
perhaps slightly more because panels are more difficult 
to manufacture.”’—-Pharm. J., January 17, 1953. 


SUCCINYLCHOLINE AS MUSCLE RELAXANT

A new synthetic drug, succinylcholine, discovered in 
1949 by a European researcher, Dr. D. Bovet, is speed- 
ing up the time it takes to prepare patients for certain 
surgical operations in which muscle relaxation is im- 
portant. Addressing the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Society of Anaesthesiologists at the Bellevue-Strat- 
ford Hotel, Philadelphia, Pa., two Yale University anaes- 
thetists, Drs. L. Jennings Hampton and David M. Little, 
said that the drug has been used successfully in nearly 
1000 abdominal, thyroid, heart and chest, and neck and 
head operations of many types. The drug’s most marked 
success is in relaxing muscles of the jaw and throat so 
that tubes may be inserted into patients’ windpipes to 
facilitate breathing during surgery. Succinylcholine is 
the last of several drugs tested since 1942 when curare 
was introduced to speed muscle relaxation. ; 

Chief advantage of suecinylcholine over curare is that 
it reaches its maximum effect in about a minute and its 
paralysis wears off in from two to three minutes. Curare 
takes up to three minutes to reach its maximum effect, 
and the partial or complete bodily paralysis it affords 
lasts from 15 to 20 minutes. Since the lungs are also 
paralysed, the long effects of curare require anaesthetists 
to administer artificial respiration for a considerable 
time during the early stages of the operation. 

The reduction 1n time is an extremely important step 
forward in the use of muscle relaxants, Dr. Hampton 
said, adding that thus far there has been no evidence 
of any untoward after-effects in gf of the patients on 
whom the drug was used. Used in intravenous drip 


fashion, the drug has also demonstrated its effectiveness 
in the continuous relaxation of muscles during long 
operations or births. 


p-AMINOSALICYLIC ACID—A NOTE ON ITS 
PHARMACOLOGY 


p-Aminosalicylic acid is now well established as an 
antitubercular drug and its disadvantages are fairly 
well known. The chief of these is the high dosage re- 
quired and the degree of nausea it produces in patients 
who take it over long periods. there has, however, 
been little published on the pharmacology of the com- 
pound. Bavin and James have reported their findings 
in a survey of the animal pharmacology in a paper to 
the British Pharmaceutical Conference. In particular, 
they have investigated the effect of ageing solutions. 
The investigation included toxicity tests, effect on blood 
pressure and respiration, therapeutic activity, effect on 
eosinophils, trypanocidal action and thyrotoxie action. 
It is shown that prolonged administration of sodium 
p-aminosalicylate whether fresh solutions or old (up to 
six months) caused hyperplasia of the thyroid gland in 
rats and retarded growth. Histological evidence of this 
hyperplasia is shown in photographs. Toxicity to mice 
increases with age of the solution, but there is no 
evident correlation between toxicity and anti-thyroid 
activity. Ageing of the solution is correlated with an 
increase in a pressor substance in rabbits and cats. The 
wressor activity is not reversed by the usual antiadrena- 
in compounds. It was thought that m-amino phenol, 
which increases in old solutions, may he responsible 
for the pressor activity, but-a tria) using fresh PAS, to 
which m-arino plienol had been added, failed to give 
the pressor response. The therapeutic activity esti- 
mated by mouse survival tests was not reduced by 
ageing. No trypanocidal effect was demonstrated.

PURE ACTH ISOLATED 
By L.G.D. 

Climaxing three years of intensive work, a team of 
chemists in the Armour Laboratories Division of 
Armour & Company, Chicago, Illinois, has sueceeded in 
isolating pure adrenocorticotropic hormone (ACTH) for 
the first time. This pituitary hormone, which stimu- 
lates the growth and function of the adrenal cortex, 
was first introduced for medical use by the company 
in 1949. Since then it has revolutionised the treatment 
of many complex diseases such as arthritis, asthma, 
allergy, rheumatic fever, nephrosis, and others. Samples 
of the pure material have been distributed to clinics 
for testing purposes. Preliminary reports indicate that 
its effects are exactly the same as those of the form of 
ACTH now used in therapy. 

Pure ACTH is a white powder, soluble in water. It 
is a protein with a molecular weight of about 3500, 
much smaller than originally estimated, and appears 
to consist essentially of a single chain of amino acids. 
It has 150 to 200 potency units per milligram. As is 
the case with most proteins, there is little likelihood 
that chemists will be able to synthesise it. 

In addition to providing a firm standard against 
which to measure therapeutic preparations of ACTH, 
the pure substance is seen as opening the way to 
research on the underlying mechanisms by which the 
hormone exercises its remarkable effects in providing 
protection against the shock of disease, poisoning or 
other damage to body cells. 

The chemists’ principal problem in the isolation 
process was finding a way to handle the substance so 
that it remained stable. Adding to the difficulty was 
the need to adapt chemical techniques to quantitative 
work involving amounts as small as a millimicrogram, 
which is one one/billionth of a gram (there are 453.6 
grams in a lb.).

Bentonite may also be used to stabilise oil-in-water 
emulsions and water-in-oil emulsions. We have since 
been using 10 grains of Bentonite to the ounce, and 
the prescriber is very pleased with the result, which 
never gives any trouble. 

Sieve the Bentonite with the powders and rub up 
with the oil. 

I make up 12 oz. at a time in a tared mortar, using 
two drachms of Bentonite.

The new edition of the A.P.F. requires Eye Drops 
to be prepared in conformity with modern practice. 
Details of the requirements are set out here for the 
interest of pharmacists. 

GUTTAE OPHTHALMICAE. 
(Gutt. Ophthal.) 
Eye Drops. 


Ingredients: 

(1) Eye Drops shall be prepared extemporaneously 
with first quality ingredients. 

Where no vehicle is specified, recently boiled and 
cooled distilled water shall be used. 

(2) Stock solutions of active medicaments shall not 
be used. 

Apparatus: 

(3) Apparatus used in the preparation of Eye Drops 
and the container in which the product is dis- 
pensed shall be well washed and immersed in a 
boiling water bath for ten minutes before use. 

(4) Eye Drops shall be dispensed in dropper bottles 
to minimise contamination during use. 


Filtration: 

(5) Eye Drops shall be filtered through fine grade 

filter paper or sintered glass. 
Heat Treatment: 

(6) After distribution into the final container the 
Eye Drops shall be immersed in a water bath at 
100 deg. for 30 minutes. 

(7) When the active ingredient will not withstand 
such heat treatment without decomposition, or 
when it is in suspended form, the solution shall 
be prepared by aseptic methods, using a vehicle 
containing a suitable bacteriostatic, e.g. one of 
the Ophthalmic Vehicles A.P.F. The dispenser 
shall endorse the prescription with the name of 
the vehicle used. 
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_ Conference on Pharmaceutical Education 


Every State in the Commonwealth was represented 
at a Conference on Pharmaceutical Education held in 
Adelaide on February 9 and 10, 1953. 


This Conference was the result of discussions which 
took place in Sydney during the meetings of Section 
“O” Australia and New Zealand for the Advancement 
of Science, in August, 1952. At that meeting an invi- 
tation was issued by the South Australian representa- 
tives to the other States to come to Adelaide early in 
1953 for further discussions on aspects of pharmaceu- 
tical education and ae requiring study, and to 
prepare the way for full-scale discussion on the subject 
which is listed for the Agenda of the meeting of the 
Pharmaceutical Association to be held in Sydney in 
August, 1953. 


At the Adelaide meeting each State, through its re- 
presentatives, outlined recent developments in the field, 
reported on changes that had or were taking place and 
on plans for the future. 


The report of the New South Wales representatives 
on the radical changes proposed in that State and 
incorporated in the Amended Pharmacy Act figured 
prominently, and first-hand information on the position 
in N.S.W. today was made available to the delegates 
from other States, all of whom expressed great interest 
in the new plans. 


Detailed consideration was given also to a series of 
recommendations issued following discussions some 
months ago between representatives of the Pharma- 
ceutical organisations and teaching bodies in South 
Australia and Victoria. 


A notable contribution of the Adelaide meeting was 


the report of the Federal Guild representative, Mr. 
Nigel C. Manning. In this report was underlined the 
need for impressing upon master chemists their re- 
sponsibility in regard to practical training in pharmacy 


and the affirmation by the Federal Council of the 
Guild to stand behind the teaching institutions in their 
attempts to achieve sound practical and theoretical 
training in pharmaceutics, to which end the co-operation 
of all chemists in retail practice is essential. 


A summary of the proceedings is set out hereunder.

Opening of Conference. 


The Conference was opened at 9.30 a.m. by the Pre- 
= of the Pharmaceutical Association, Mr. W. R. 

utler. 

He welcomed the delegates, and expressed the hope 
that they would give due thought to all the matters 
raised. Resolutions, he suggested, should be broad and 
framed with a view to their practical application; other- 
wise they might be merely pious hopes. He proposed 
to give wide latitude in debate, hoping that something 
tangible would ensue. 

Mr. J. D. Garrett, President of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of South Australia, then extended a welcome 
to the visitors to Adelaide. It was a red-letter day for 
them, and he trusted that their visit would be pleasant 
and their discussions profitable. 


Reports from the States. 


Reports on recent developments and proposed changes 
in the educational programmes in Western Australia 
and Tasmania were called for. (Reports from the other 
States were made at a meeting held in Sydney in 
August, 1952.) 


Western Australia: 

Mr. Fitch said pharmaceutical education in Western 
Australia was undertaken at the Technical College. 
Relationships with the College were most amicable. 
The Leaving Examination in English, Physics, Mathe- 
matics and Biology was accepted in lieu of the Pre- 
liminary Examination. was for four 
years and concurrent with College studies. Examina- 
tions were held at the end of each year. At the end 
of four years students sat for the Final Qualifying 
Examination. On passing, completing the apprentice- 
ship, and reaching 21 years of age, they were eligible 
for registration. 

In the first year students attended the College two 
half-days and one evening, subjects being Pharmaceu- 
tics, Pharmaceutical Latin, Materia Medica, Biology, 
Organic Chemistry and Commercial Pharmacy. 

In the second year two half-days a week were spent 
at the College. Subjects taken were Inorganic Che- 
neti Biology and Pharmaceutics (theory and prac- 
tical). 

In the third roe three half-days and one evening 
were spent at the College. Subjects included Organic 
Chemistry (theory and practicai). In third term one 
hour each week was devoted to Bacteriology. 

Two half-days and one evening per week were de- 
voted to College work in the fourth year, the subjects 
being Materia Medica, Dispensing Theory and Practice. 

Over all, about 1500 hours were occupied at the 
College and 6500 in the pharmacy, making a total of 
about 8000 hours. 

In 1952 a post-graduate course in dispensing technique 
and sterile dispensing was conducted. Three series, 
each with ten pharmacists, were arranged. In response 
to a demand further advanced courses were to be con- 
ducted. 

Mr. Fitch said that the Council had no immediate 
plans for change, but was constantly watching the 
position. The course had been substantially revised 
bese they took over recently the new dispensing labo- 
ratories. 


Discussion: 

Mr. C. G. Gostelow: Does the Technical College pro- 
vide all the teaching in practical pharmacy? 

Mr. F. Avenell: Yes. All the teaching is done at the 
College. 

Professor Thorp asked how many students were in 
the course. 

Mr. Avenell: About 20 in each year. 
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Mr. I, J. Thompson asked what were the reactions 
of staff and students to the evening lectures. 

Mr. Avenell replied that the only evening lectures 
were on commercial pharmacy. Practical pharmacy 
was also done in the evenings. Evening classes were 
from 6.30 to 9.30 Fe 

In reply to Mr, Cutler, Mr. Avenell said students were 
examined in the subject of Commercial Pharmacy. 

Mr. Hall asked if it would not be preferable to take 
the commercial course in the fourth year. 

Mr. Avenell said that the commercial course was 
introduced as an experiment about five years ago. At 
that time it was thought the first year was the most 
convenient time. The Council was considering the 
advisability of transferring it to the third or fourth 
year. 

Mr. Porter said he was interested in the half-day 
periods. How long did the student usually take to 
reach the pharmacy after lectures? 

Mr. Avenell said most of the half-days were from 
9 am. to 1 p.m. Apprentices generally got back to 
the pharmacy about 3.20 p.m. 


Tasmania: 

Dr. J. C. Burgin said he had been associated with 
pharmaceutical education in Tasmania only for 10 or 
11 months. The first step was to arrange for classes 
in Materia Medica and Pharmacy. A new syllabus was 
prepared, and would operate this year. At present 
there were no facilities for practical work other than 
in Chemistry and Botany. ntil finance was available 
they would have to improvise. 

Whilst the Pharmacy Board accepted the Schools 
Board Examination as entrance, students did Biology, 
Physics and Chemistry up to Matriculation standard. 
The reason was that if they later wished to go on 
with a University course, they would not have to go 
back and do those subjects. 

For their own convenience they had divided the 
syllabus for second year into Pharmacy I and Materia 
Medica. One of their aims was to get the student 
acquainted with pharmacy as soon as possible. Phar- 
macy I was showing him the way around. 

In the third and fourth years they did Pharmacy II, 
which included dispensing, pharmaceutical chemistry, 
pharmaceutics, posology, etc. 

To Professor Thorp: We have about 20 students. 

Mr. Attiwill asked if the introduction of the new and 
improved course had solved the problem of the students 
in Launceston. 

Dr. Burgin said the first part of the course would be 
available from Launceston. Moves were in hand for 
getting all students down to Hobart for the two years 
of the Final course. They hoped eventually to have 
all students in Hobart for all years of the course. 

Mr. Callister: Is your Practical Pharmaceutics done 
in the Chemistry laboratories? 

Dr. Burgin: No, we are not going to mix things. 


Queensland: 

Mr. Greig said there was not much to add to the 
report given in Sydney. 

he academic year, instead of commencing in Feb- 
ruary, would commence in July, and apprenticeships 
mull be registered in the first half of the year, thereby 
removing the examination period from the hottest part 
of the year. 

Mr. Porter inquired if there had been any further 
-move or success in having the entrance standard im- 
proved. 

Mr. Greig in reply said that there had been no altera- 
tion to date. They had not been able to induce the 
Government to make any changes. 

Mr. Russell: Training is concurrent 

Mr. Greig: Oh, yes. 

Representatives from Queensland, New South Wales, 
Victoria and South Australia submitted reports supple- 
mentary to those presented at the Sydney 1952 meeting, 
and which were published in the Journal at the time. 
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New South Wales.—The memorandum setting out the 
position in New South Wales was printed in the March, 
1953, issue of the Journal, page 253. Professor Thorp 
elaborated this report, and emphasised the difficulties 
they were facing in relation to accommodation and 
finance. 

He proposed to introduce a course in the economics 
of business practice, and in the second year a broader 
course of lectures (history, economics, etc.). They 
would certainly introduce some teaching of the humani- 
ties into the pharmacy course. 

In reply to a question, Professor Thorp said that if 
pharmacy courses comprised the same number of hours 
as other degree courses, a degree could certainly be 
awarded. It would not be a B.Sc. in Pharmacy because 
some of the subjects that had been discussed could not 
be taken by other Science students. Consequently there 
would have to be a Faculty of Pharmacy and a degree 
in Pharmacy. 

Mr. E. G. Hall, Vice-President of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of N.S.W., outlined a proposed course in Com- 
mercial Pharmacy to be included in the N.S.W. cur- 
riculum. This included lectures in fundamental com- 
mercial principles, business documents, elementary 
bookkeeping, banking, business correspondence, mer- 
cantile law, stocks and shares, commercial principles 
and practice, merchandising, stock control and stock- 
taking, window display, salesmanship, pharmaceutical 
jurisprudence, etc. 


Victoria: 

Mr. Sissons said the amount of new material since 
September last was not great. 

n 1953 the course in commercial pharmacy would 
be increased by approximately 30 per cent. n addi- 
tional series of business lectures would also be intro- 
duced into the fourth year in 1953. 

It had been necessary to convert their Biology room 
into a lecture theatre to accommodate medical and 
pharmaceutical students, who would in future be in 
attendance at the College at the same time under new 
time-tables. 

A new full-time lecturer in Chemistry had been 
appointed, and the Council had approved of the appoint- 
ment of an additional assistant lecturer and demon- 
strator in practical pharmacy. 

In Victoria they had been very much concerned with 
the question of division of time between the pharmacy 
and the teaching institution. They had given conside- 
ration to the suggested establishment of “blocks” of 
time. These blocks might be units of days or terms 
or even years. 

Their — would be simplified when they had a 
new building. 


Practical Training in Pharmacy. 


Mr. Callister distributed copies of a memorandum 
issued by the Council of the Victorian Society on the 
subject of practicai work in the pharmacy. (This is 
published in the March issue of the Journal, page 234.) 
He said copies of this had been sent to all masters and 

he memorandum attempted to show masters how 
they could best instruct their apprentices in practical 
pharmaceutics. It set out a series of graded exercises, 
and emphasised the personal responsibility of the 
master. Experience had shown that co-operation could 
be obtained and that the exercises could be of material 
i to the apprentice. 

r. Fitch: Is supervision required? 

Mr. Callister: The only supervision is that of the 
master. He must certify to the preparation. 

Mr. Braithwaite informed the meeting that a covering 
letter went out from the Pharmacy Board with each 
copy of the memorandum, and would in future be sent 
out to apprentices and masters when indentures were 
returned after registration. This covering letter pointed 
out that the master was a joint educator. It also 


directed attention to the fact that he had all the neces- 
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sary materials in his pharmacy, and indicated how best 
he could use them for the purpose of training his 
apprentices. It carried forward a way of ensuring that 
they got voluntary co-operation. 


South Australia: 

Mr. Lipsham said that, in accordance with the fore- 
cast of Professor Macbeth in his address at the Sydney 
meeting, they had in South Australia moved towards 
reorganisation of their course. Students entering this 
year (1953) would come under the new system. 

The new system was a complete break from the 
present one. It established the new principle of the 
student being given time for lectures and time for 
studies with freedom from attendance at the pharmacy 
during certain days. 

(Details of the proposed course for each of the four 
years under the new arrangements were published in 
the oy issue of the Journal, page 2.) 

In 1954 the time at the University might be doubled. 
It had not been possible to introduce all of the changes 
for each year at once. The second, third and fourth 
year arrangements were planned for introduction later 
on, but plans might have to be modified according to 
experience. The course had been expanded both in 
Chemistry and Biological Science. Some aspects of 
the humanities had been introduced in accordance with 
the trend to broaden education in specialised courses, 
which was gaining strength. 

Background lectures on the history of thought would 
be included. Further plans were also in mind, but 
had not been developed. Professor Macbeth was of 
opinion that, with the widening of the subjects and 
with some additions whick they had in mind, they 
would be able to extend pharmacy to a degree course. 

The reorganised course would enable students to have 
the groundwork necessary to continue their studies in 
higher degrees if they so wished. 

Mr. Bowey said that under the old course status was 
given in Chemistry. The introduction of Biology and 
the extension of Organic Chemistry now introduced 
would probably result in those subjects being recog- 
nised. When the course is extended to degree status 
it is expected that. additional subjects of a scientific 
nature will be introduced and that five subjects will 
be of degree status. 

Mr. Braithwaite: What provision is made for free 
periods? 

Mr. Bowey: Mondays, Tuesdays and Fridays would 
be spent at the University. en not at lectures, 
students would be able to enter into normal student 
activities as did students of other faculties. 

Mr. Avenell inquired what salaries were paid to 
apprentices in South Australia. 

Mr. Russell said this matter had been under con- 
sideration. It was thought that apprentices would be 
paid according to the number of hours worked in the 
pharmacy. 

Mr. Cotterell said the weekly rate for first year 
apprentices was £1/12/6 at present. 

. Callister asked if it were possible to take the 
subjects to degree standard within the times allotted. 

Mr. Bowey said Organic Chemistry might be accepted 
as of degree standard, but not the other subjects at 
present. It was envisaged that when they reached the 
stage of having a degree, one or two or more subjects, 
which would be Science subjects, might be added, 
thereby putting them in the position of having five 
Science units. 


THE CASE FOR A FULL-TIME FIRST YEAR OF 
STUDIES IN THE BASIC SCIENCES. 

Professor R. H. Thorp read a paper on this subject 

repared by Mr. S. E. Wright, Lecturer in Pharmacy, 
Catenecity of Sydney. This paper is published on page

Mr. A. W. Callister and Mr. A. T. S. Sissons com- 
mended this paper, and suggested that the thoughts 
put forward should receive serious consideration. Other 
delegates spoke in similar terms. 


SOCIAL BIOLOGY, ITS RELATION TO BIOLOGY 
AND PHYSIOLOGY. 


An interesting paper on the place of Social Biology 
in the pharmacy course was prepared by Mr. A. E. 
Bowey, Pharmacy Department, University of Adelaide. 
be paper is published on page 232, “A.J.P.,” March, 
1 


Mr. Fitch inquired if the proposal were for a com- 
pulsory course. 

Mr. Bowey said it was compulsory only for students 
taking the Social Science course at the Universit : 

Professor Thorp expressed objection to the inclusion 
of a number of quotations, small courses in the cur- 
riculum, and suggested that much of the information 
— could be brought out in discussions on seminar 
ines. 


SOCIAL PSYCHOLOGY. 
Paper by Mr. Trevor Jones (S.A.). 


A paper on the contribution of Social Psychology to 
the training of the pharmacist was submitted by Mr. 
Trevor Jones. (See “Australasian Journal of Phar- 
macy,” March 30, page 234.) 

In the discussion which followed, Mr. Avenell asked 
how much time was to be devoted to the course, and 
whether such time would be in addition to that 
occupied by the present course. 

Mr. Lipsham said it was proposed that about 20 
lectures in the subject would be given, and that they 
would be ind of the third year course. 

Mr. Hall asked by how much the South Australian 
course was to be extended. He would like to see Social 
Biology and Social Psychology included. 

Mr. Lipsham said that the course at present occupied 
about 900 hours. The new course would take 1500 
hours. In his opinion the question of hours was not 
so important. They provided their students with all 
textbooks, and that overcame the difficulty about hours. 
The student should have plenty of time for private 
study, and should be taught to read and find for himself. 


IMPORTANCE OF PHARMACOLOGY. 
Statement by Professor R. H. Thorp. 


Professor Thorp contributed a paper on the importance 
of Pharmacology in the Pharmacy course. He said he 
thought the importance of this subject was hardly 
realised in Australia except by possibly two people, 
of which he was one. 

Only Pharmacology could give students an adequate 
knowledge of the safety and the danger of drugs and 
the correct rationale in the use of drugs. ' 

Pharmacology obviously could not be taught without 
a sound biological basis, including a fair degree -of 
physiology, anatomy and bio-chemistry. It must be 
taught by systems and not by drugs. 

From the educational point of view Pharmacology 
had three main virtues: 

1. It taught inventiveness. 

2. It produced a considerable degree of technical and 

manipulative skill. 

3. It stimulated interest in development of new drugs 

and research. 

Mr. Avenell asked if Professor Thorp had suggested 
that dispensing would not last more than the lifetimes 
of those present. 

Professor Thorp replied in the affirmative. He said 
that was a fairly common opinion held by pharma- 
cologists. There was no doubt that the newer drugs— 
the anti-biotics and the synthetic drugs—would be very 
largely manufactured outside of pharmacy. “Look at 
the B.P. and U.S.P.,” he said. “Many of the things we 
have upheld have dropped away. That is one of the 
reasons for concern. about the future of pharmacy in 
Great Britain.” 

Professor Thorp then went on to express the opinion 
that the pharmacist would assume more of the role of 
a prescriber. He envisaged a situation where the 
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doctor would write a memorandum to the ‘ees 
something like this: “This is a clear case of .. . I 
suggest drug so-and-so.” 

nless the pharmacist did something to look to the 
future, there was going to be no future. i 

The future of the pharmacist would lie in his being 
adviser to the medical practitioner. From the practical 
point of view his work would consist of putting tablets 
into bottles and doing a lot of paper work. If new 
methods were to be just passed by, the future would 
be black indeed. 

Mr. Avenell asked who would reward the pharmacist 
for his services in his new capacity. Surely there was 
an economic tie-up to consider. 

Mr. Manning expressed the opinion that Professor 
‘thorp had overstated the case for Pharmacology. In 
his (Mr. Manning’s) experience with the subject, the 
number of drugs handled by the pharmacologist was 
very limited compared with the number the pharmacist 
had to handle in the course of his daily practice. He 
ng Pharmacology must always be a supplement to 
the Pharmacy course, and would never oust Pharma- 
ceutics. 

Professor Thorp strongly disagreed. It was possible, 
he said, to show by means of experiment the mode of 
action of every drug the chemist used. Properties and 
equipment need not be expensive or elaborate, That 
was the sort of Pharmacology he had in mind. 

Mr. Sissons said it appeared to him that if Pharma- 
cology were to be done in a worth-while way, a sub- 
stantial amount of physiology would be required in the 
course. A considerable amount of organic chemistry 
and of bio-chemistry would be wanted, and this work 
would necessarily have to precede Pharmacology. As 
he saw it, a pharmaceutical student would never in 
fact become a pharmacologist. Pharmacology would be 
an ancillary to his pharmaceutical course. 


UNIFORMITY OF EDUCATIONAL REQUIREMENTS. 


A paper on this subject was presented by Mr. A. T. 
S. Sissons. He emphasised the impossibility of reaching 
uniformity, even if syllabuses throughout were iden- 
tical. An agreement on main oe es, however, was 
important, and in this connection the value of Inter- 
state teachers’ conferences had been demonstrated time 
and time again. 

Mr, Attiwill asked if Mr. Sissons would agree that a 
satisfactory alternative for the much over-worked word 
“uniformity” would be “standardisation.” 

Mr. Sissons said he thought that would be substituting 
one abused word for another abused word. As he saw 
the position, the ultirnate objective should be some form 
of reciprocity throughout the Commonwealth of 
Nations. 

Mr. Braithwaite said he thought there was one point 
upon which all could agree, and that was that they 
should strive to reach a uniformly good product in 
the graduate they turn out. He would like to see more 
emphasis on the fact that the aim of all the organisa- 
tions and teaching institutions was to turn out a quali- 
fied person capable of efficiently performing all of the 
functions of a registered pharmaceutical chemist. To 
particularise too much on any stage of the curriculum 
was, in his opinion, wrong. 

Professor Thorp said he agreed too much uniformity 
was a bad thing. He thought they had to keep in mind 
the need for a minimum acceptable standard in accor- 
dance with current practice elsewhere. He himself 
— that in Great Britain the final level of pharmacy 
had n taken to an unnecessarily high standard. 

Mr. Porter said he supported the remarks of Professor 
Thorp and Mr. Braithwaite. In his opinion details of 
the syllabus mattered little. Everything depended upon 
the teacher. Even if syllabuses were uniform, students 
would not get uniform instruction. 

After the discussion the Chairman thanked Mr. 
Sissons for his contribution. 


NOTES TO ASSIST THE APPRENTICE MASTER. 


Paper by Mr. E. F. Lipsham. 

Mr. Lipsham presented 4 paper commenting on a 
document issued by the Pharmaceutical Society of 
Great Britain in May, 1952, and entitled ‘‘Notes to 
Assist the Apprentice Master.” He pointed out that 
these notes for masters of apprentices occupied 40-odd 
foolscap sheets printed on both sides in well-spaced 
paragraphs. 

(Mr. Lipsham’s memorandum as printed in the 
“A.J.P.,” March, 1953, page 229.) 

Mr. Fitch asked, if the full-time course had been 
started in Great Britain, why had these notes been 
formulated and published? 

Mr. Lipsham replied that he thought Mr. Fitch was 
misinformed regarding the full-time course in Great 
Britain. The vast majority of students was still being 
trained under the pharmaceutical chemist system, 
which provided for a period of practical training in 
between two periods of instruction. A very small per- 
centage, he understood, trained as degree men. He 
emphasised that this document was dated May, 1952. 

Mr. Sissons said that for a number of years they had 
been very interested in schemes developed by two 
principal chain companies in Great Britain for the 
training of their apprentices. In both cases they had 
actually set up small departments to supervise, and 
these were in charge of a very qualified person. Definite 
portions of the apprentice’s time were set aside for 
working to a definite programme which was cazefully 
carried out by the manager of the shift, and correlated 
by the central department. 

Mr. Gostelow said that in New South Wales a chain 
company operating a number of pharmacies had a 
special system for training of apprentices. An elemen- 
tary course of instruction was given to prepare them 
for their University work, and the supervision of note- 
books showed better results than was the case in some 
individual chemists. 

Mr, Porter said he thought it was significant to point 
out that the two chains referred to would only take 
students under an apprenticeship system. 

A delegate asked if the speaker (Mr. Lipsham) 
thought Australian pharmacists could carry out the 
programme satisfactorily. 

Mr. Lipsham: No. It is obviously impractical under 
Australian conditions. 

Mr. Greig: It would appear to me that Mr. Lipsham 
is negativing what he has been earnestly advocating, 
i.e. concurrent apprenticeship. 

Mr. Lipsham: I have put before you evidence that 
concurrent apprenticeship is still in force in the Old 
Country. I have always maintained that apprenticeship 
is necessary for retail pharmacy, but the British system, 
as outlined in the notes I have read, is not applicable 
to Australian conditions. 

Mr. Garrett: The average man in this State knows 
where to draw the line—what he can teach himself 
and what he must leave to Mr. Lipsham. 

Mr. Downie said he was concerned with some of the 
implications of the report. It seemed to imply that the 
average chemist was well nigh as competent to teach 
as the lecturers. If he was not, then the whole scheme 
would fall down. 

Mr. Sissons said he would not be nearly as emphatic 
as that. This was a co-operative scheme. There was 
not one of the books referred to in the report that a 
person trained in the last ten years was not already 
familiar with. 

Mr. Bowey asked if the discussion was not getting 
away somewhat from the point. Possibly the people 
in England were not completely satisfied with the alter- 
native full-time scheme which had been inaugurated. 
He was not prepared to say that was so, but it did 
seem to him a logical explanation for the issue of the 
document. 

Mr. Lipsham: That is so. That is why I emphasised 
in my closing remarks that it was issued in May. 1952. 
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Mr. Attiwill: Would it be possible to get any sure 
guide as to pharmacists in Australia in these categories 
—good, bad, indifferent? 

Professor Thorp said the document could be taken in 
another way. Full-time training was now in full swing 
in Great Britain. They could assume, he thought, that 
the apprenticeship system had proved somewhat difficult 
— masters, and they were asking the Society for 

elp. 

Mr. Porter said he thought it could be concluded that 
the new course was not producing the type of phar- 
macist it should be producing. He thought they would 
find evidence of that if they looked at the reports of 
branch representatives’ meetings. It was very evident 
that they were dissatisfied, and he thought they may 
be -looking at a way of making the apprenticeship 
system work properly. 

In reply, Mr. Attiwill said he felt that in South Aus- 
tralia most of the master chemists could be classified 
as good. Many of them came back on Saturdays and 
on Sunday mornings to instruct their apprentices. 

Mr. Sissons suggested that the document may have 
been issued with the object in view of impressing upon 
members the responsibility of the older and more ex- 
perienced men to take an active interest in the juniors. 

Mr. Cutler said that the pharmaceutical chemist’s 
diploma was practically on a par with the proposed 
course in New South Wales. The B. Pharm. course 
was entirely different. This was undertaken only in 
four institutions, and mainly by men training for 
teaching or for higher posts in manufacturing establish- 
ments, etc. 

Mr. Callister said it seemed to him that the new 
course in Great Britain had been so short a time in 
operation that it would be premature to try and form 
any judgment now as to its effects. 


PRACTICAL TRAINING IN THE PHARMACY. 


At the request of the Chairman, the representatives 
of each State presented brief reports on the systems in 
operation for the supervision of practical training of 
apprentices in pharmacies. 

Queensland: 

Mr. Greig reported that each year every apprentice 
was required to make 25 items selected from a list 
given to him and drawn up by the Pharmacy Board. 
The preparations had to be made up in the pharmacy 
under the supervision of the master or manager. 

The list varied very widely, and covered by-and-large 
work which had been done in each of the years of the 
student’s training. 

They were required to note the items they had done, 
quantities they had made, to report on the preparation, 
and ordered to make any comments they desired. 

It was not required that samples be sent to the Board. 

There was no compulsion on the part of the master 
to assess the exercises, but it was becoming more and 
more noticeable that preparations sent in carried com- 
ments from the master. 

Notebooks were submitted to the Board at the end 
of each year, and examined by one of the Board 
members. Sometimes notebooks were sent back for 
correction. 

A student was required to send in a declaration that 
the preparations had been carried out under the super- 
vision of the master before he could proceed with his 
examinations. 

Mr. Greig said the scheme was not 100 per cent. 
satisfactory. They did find evidence of collaboration 
and collusion, but in the main found that students 
carried out the work faithfully. 


New South Wales: 

Mr. Gostelow said that an apprentice did not attend 
the lectures at the University in the first year. During 
first year they were required to work out a few elemen- 
tary exercises, such as calculations which they entered 
in a notebook. This was signed by the master. One 
thing that was a reflection on the system was the 
number of books that are to be rechecked. 


The master was expected to indicate whether the 
calculation was correct or incorrect. 

In the second year and third year the student attended 
the University and was given a list of exercises which 
he had to distribute over the two years. He was not 
compelled to do a particular number in either year. 
He had to submit a notebook in December. These 
notebooks were examined by registered pharmacists. 
Lists were sent to the University of the students who 
did not. 

The same procedure was followed in the third year. 

They were now considering whether all the work 
should not be done in the second year, leaving a com- 
plete third year for University work and no additional 
training in the pharmacy. A list of apparatus and 
textbooks which must be in the pharmacy is issued. 

They were not satisfied by any means with the 
system, and were doing their best to improve it. They 
felt that they had not derived very much benefit from 
the notebook system. 

The chemist, in his opinion, did not have sufficient 
time in the hours when the pharmacy was open 
properly to supervise the work. A considerable number 
were not interested in the training of their apprentices, 
and this was evidenced by the number of exercises 
wrongly signed as correct. 


Victoria: 

Mr. Manning said a total of 8000 hours of yo sory 
ship was required in Victoria, of which 6000 hours had 
to be spent in the pharmacy. During those 6000 hours 
a long list of exercises had to be carried out and 
entered into a notebook. This notebook later on was 
counted as part of the Final Examination. A list of 
exercises was designed to supplement the College work. 

Recently a much wider selection had been made 
available. 

All preparation done in the College should be re- 
peated several times in the pharmacy to give the 
student technical and manipulative competence. A 
memorandum had been issued to all masters and ap- 
prentices to guide them in the type of exercise most 
desirable during each of the four years of the course, 
so that work in the pharmacy and at the College should 
be correlated. 

The regulations provide for each pharmacy having 
an apprentice to be equipped with certain books and 
equipment as minimum requirements. 

The Medical Act 1950 gives much wider power to 
the Board in the matter of making ph ty dealing 
with conditions in pharmacies in which apprentices 
were employed, and the Board was at present con- 
sidering the drawing up of regulations under these 
new powers. 

Properly organised and supervised, each student in 
the country had a pharmaceutical laboratory available 
to him in his master’s dispensary. j 

In Victoria they did not collect samples of the 
students’ work nor handle correction of that work. 

The general opinion was that the number of students 
who evaded their responsibilities in the preparation of 
the exercises was negligible. The Factories and Shops 
Act in Victoria contained a provision that only one 
apprentice should be employed in one pharmacy at 
one time. In some respects this was unsatisfactory, 
and consideration was being given to seeking amend- 
ment of that particular clause. 

In reply to a question, Mr. Callister said Friendly 
Societies and hospitals could take apovenmet under 
the Victorian Act, but manufacturing houses could not. 

Mr, Sissons said he thought they were neglecting an 
important field in not approving manufacturing estab- 
lishments as was done in Great Britain. 


Tasmania: 

Dr. Burgin said that in Tasmania apprentices were 
required to make 15 preparations each year. They 
were given a list of 20, of which some were compulsory. 

These were written up, and had to be certified as 
correct by the master. efore a student was admitted 
to the Final Examination, notebooks containing a record 
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of the exercises had to be submitted to the Pharmacy 
Board. The apprentice had to be trained by the master 
pharmacist, and as far as he knew the ratio of appren- 
tices to qualified was one to one. They were accepted 
in hospital pharmacies and retail shops. The Board 
was considering approval of pharmacies as well as a 
minimum list of textbooks, equipments, etc. 


South Australia: 

Mr. Porter said that before an apprentice commenced 
in pharmacy in South Australia, the premises and 
equipment in the pharmacy had to be inspected and 
approved. There was a clause in the apprentice inden- 
ture that the apprentice should make, under super- 
vision of the master, 50 preparations and dispense not 
less than 1000 prescriptions. In the first year nothing 
was done in regard to such practical work; two sections 
were done in the second year; two sections in the third 
year; and one section in the fourth year. Instructions 
were issued from time to time as to how the prepa- 
rations were to be made. 

In each section it was required that the student make 
about 10 gerne oa which had to be written in 
Book A. The student set out in this book the mono- 
graph and the method he used. When it was completed, 
a declaration had to be written to the effect that the 
preparation was made by the apprentice and had been 
checked by the master chemist who signed it. 

An inspector notified the pharmacy he was calling 
to collect the work. On arrival he first checked Book 
C, which contained the records of the prescriptions dis- 

nsed and stamped it “Accepted by the Pharmacy 

oard of S.A.” e left this book at the pharmacy. He 
also collected (a) Book A and the 10 or 11 preparations 
which had been made; (b) Book B, which contained 
the answers to a number of arithmetical problems 
which were also set. The preparations, Book A and 
Book B, were then examined by a pharmaceutical 
by the Pharmacy Board and stamped 
“Acce ” or “Rejected.” The Board kept adequate 
reco of all work done. 

Rejected or unsatisfactory work had to be sent in 
again with the next set. 

In the fourth year, when only one section was done, 
both the master and the yp ge were required to 
make a declaration that all the exercises had been 
carried out by the apprentice under the personal super- 
vision of the master, 

Mr. Porter said they did experience difficulties in the 
organising of this work, but he thought they had over- 
come them pretty well. 

There has been some dispute about the writing up 
time, whether it was to be done during the student’s 
time or the master’s time. 

They felt that the system was very well worth while, 
and they knew that they were getting more candidates 
through the Final Examinations since it had been in- 
troduced. 

It was most desirable that they should not take in a 
lot of apprentices who would fail to get past the Final 
Examination. There was a potential danger in that of 
building up a mass of unregistered people. 

Mr. Greig: Is the examination of the work visual or 
by analysis? 

Mr, Porter: Generally visual inspection. 

Mr. Avenell: Is the inspector a registered pharmacist 
in the full-time service of the Board? 

Mr. Porter: He is not a registered pharmacist, and 
is employed part time. 

Mr. Garrett pointed out that, when he visited phar- 
macies, the inspector reported on floor space, lino, 
sanitation, etc. 

Mr. Callister inquired if the type of business carried 
on in the pharmacy were taken into account. 

Mr. Porter said there had to be a certain prescription 
volume. 

Mr. Lipsham said it was obvious that the regulations 
had to be administered with due latitude and discretion. 

In discussion it was stated that a chemist who had 
been guilty of illegal practices would not be approved.

Mr. Hall asked: 

1. The average number of apprentices handled each 
year. 

2. Whether country apprentices were taken. 

3. If the pharmacy were not approved by the in- 
spector, had the chemist any right of appeal or 
any redress? 

Replies given by Mr. Porter were: 

1. Between 30 and 40. 

2. The furthest away is 15 miles from Adelaide. 

3. The inspector does not assess the pharmacist’s 
capacity. He only inspects the premises and the 
equipment. The Board made the decision as to 
whether the conditions in the pharmacy com- 
plied with the requirements of the regulations. 

In reply to a question, Mr. Lipsham said the Board 
would be pleased to supply other States with a copy 
of the regulations. 

In reply to Mr. Braithwaite, Mr. Porter said that the 
ratio of apprentices was one apprentice for one qualified 
person; two for three. 

Mr. Cotterell said he thought that under the new 
course it was proposed to alter the ratio to one to two 
qualified persons. 

Western Australia: 

Mr. Fitch said that in Western Australia four years 
of apprenticeship in a retail pharmacy was required. 

Hospitals and friendly societies were not permitted 
to have apprentices. 

Words in the indenture bwund the master to teach 
or cause to be taught the calling of a pharmacist. 

One apprentice was allowed per qualified pharmacist. 

A recent Arbitration award provided that a one-man 
pharmacy might take a second apprentice while the 
first apprentice was in his last year. 

THE VIEWPOINT OF THE FEDERAL COUNCIL 

WITH REGARD TO PRACTICAL TRAINING. 

A paper outlining the views of the Council of the 
Guild on the question of practical training in Phar- 
macy was read by Mr. Nigel C. Manning, and copies of 
the paper were distributed to all the delegates. 

Mr. Manning said he was not a member of the Guild 
Council, but had been detailed to present the Guild 
Council’s views. 

Other points from the paper are set out hereunder: 

(1) Continuous Training: It (The Federal Council) 
would like to express respectfully a preference for 
continuous periods of training rather than intermittent 
training. In this preference it believes, but is open 
to correction, that training would be better in the 
prey and better in the institution if continuous. 
(It is tully aware that this cannot be easily or imme- 
diately obtained.) 

(2) Duration of Practical Training in the Pharmacy: 
It would like practical training in the pharmacy to be 
not less than 4000 hours. Perhaps on this topic, more 
than any other, the views of the Federal Council are 
of value to teachers. 

Commercial Pharmacy: 

On the question of instruction in commercial phar- 
macy, the Council is quite prepared to direct the issue 
of instruction sheets along the lines suggested by Mr. 
Lipsham, if it is the wish of the heads of the various 
departments that this should be done. It will, if re- 
quired, co-operate with the Societies to this end. It 
will also, if required, supply such information to indi- 
vidual lecturers of the several schgols for their own 
use as they so desire. 


ortcomings: 

There had been little attempt by some masters to 
supplement the academic teaching. The Federal Coun- 
cil intended to rectify this with the utmost vigour. It 
felt that this education “in the pharmacy” was a job 
Guild chemists could, and must, do. 


Discussion: 

This paper provoked lively discussion. 

Every member who spoke expressed approval of the 
obvious sincerity of the Guild Council and its expressed 
desire to co-operate with the teaching authorities in 
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their attempts to produce a soundly qualified all-round 
pharmaceutical chemist. After the discussion the fol- 
lowing resolution, moved by Mr. Callister (Vic.) and 
seconded by Mr. Russell (S.A.) was adopted:— 

“That the Executive of the Association expresses its 
thanks to the Federal Council of the Guild for its offer 
of co-operation in matters of Pharmaceutical education, 
and also to intimate that it will be asking the various 
State educationa! bodies for suggestions in regard to 
ways and means of taking advantage of the offer.” 

The’ various recommendations issuing from the 1952 
South Australia-Victoria talks were discussed seriatum. 


Recommendations of the Victoria-South Australia 
Meeting on Pharmaceutical Education. 

8 (a) Entrance Qualification: Entrance qualification to 
be a broad secondary education such as is nor- 
mally obtained at about 17 years of age. This 
is to include at least English and two subjects 
from the Mathematics-Science group. 

Messrs. H. A. Braithwaite, N. C. Manning, A. T. S. 
Sissons, J. D. Garrett, Professor Thorp and Mr. Avenell 
spoke to this recommendation. 

Mr. Cartwright drew attention to the fact that a 
resolution on this subject had been passed at the 
Brisbane Conference. It read: 

“That this Association considers that the exami- 
nation for entrance to Pharmacy be uniform through- 
out Australia and generally of University standard.” 
He asked was it necessary to give any further con- 

sideration to the matter. 

Professor Thorp supported Mr. Cartwright’s conten- 
tion. He saw no need for any change from what had 
been recorded at Brisbane. 

After further discussion, it was resolved on the 
motion of Mr, Greig, seconded by Mr. Gostelow: 

the Brisbane Conference resolution be en- 

orsed.” 

8 (b) Objective of Training: Having regard to con- 
ditions obtaining in Australia, the prim - 
jective of the Pharmacy course is to provide a 
sound training for retail pharmacy. What is 
retail pharmacy? Mr. F. W. Adams, Secretary of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain, has 
emphasised “The buying and selling of goods 
within a special framework of knowledge, skill 
and responsibility.” This, together with the art 
and science of Pharmeceutics, approaches a defi- 
nition of retail pharmacy. 

Mr. Braithwaite suggested using the term “general 
pharmacy” in place of “‘retail pharmacy.” 

Professor Thorp suggested that the words “retail 
pharmacy” be eliminated and replaced by the words 
“pharmacy in all its aspects.” He thought as originally 
worded it could be interpreted as training only for 
the shop. . 

Mr. Cartwright suggested the wording be left as it 
was. 

Mr. Avenell said that, if they provided sound training 
for retail pharmacy, they covered the requirement of 
the great majority of their students. With due respect 
to Mr. Adams, who was quoted in the statement, he 
did not think he was expressing the real meaning of 
retail pharmacy. 

Mr. Cartwright moved that the definition of pharmacy 
be deleted, and that the recommendation be adopted. 
Seconded by Mr. Braithwaite and carried. 

8 (c) Concurrent Studies: The conclusion was reached 
that, unless special problems of a State precluded, 
pharmacy students would be best prepared for 
qualification in Australia by a training system 
that provides concurrent academic studies and 
practical experience. 

Professor Thorp moved that this section be deleted. 
This has been considered very carefully in New South 
Wales over a number of years, and they were quite 
convinced that the system they had adopted was the 
correct one. 

Mr. Braithwaite asked if that was Professor Thorp’s 
view or the view of New South Wales generally. 


Mr. Hall intimated that opinion throughout New 
South Wales had been sounded and was fully behind 
the new set-up. 

Mr. Lipsham suggested that the favourable response 
was due to dissatisfaction with the system that had 
been operating for so long. 

Mr. Sissons said he felt that all of the other States 
regarded the New South Wales plan as an interesting 
experiment, and all would endeavour to learn what 
they could from it. 

In Victoria they believed they could do a better job 
with the current apprenticeship system. He, for one, 
would not be prepared to answer Mr. Hall’s question 
as to whether they would go on under their present 
system ad infinitum. 

Mr. Cutler said he thought any recommendation upon 
these regulations should be of a unanimous nature. 
Therefore he did not propose to put this one to the vote. 

Mr. Sissons said he did not think ay should retract 
behind any legislation. Victoria thought it was doing 
the educationally correct thing. 

Mr. Braithwaite suggested that Mr. Cutler’s ruling 
from the Chair was not logical. All of the States other 
than New South Wales might be wrong. No one, he 
thought, was capable of expressing an opinion of any 
value about a full-time academic course being better 
or worse than the concurrent system, because in no 
part of the British so mag had the full-time courses 
been running sufficiently long for judgment to be 
formed. He and his Victorian colleagues knew the 
type of person they were producing. They wished 
New South Wales well under the new order. No one 
wanted their experiment to fail. If they showed that 
they were producing a better qualified person than 
other States, the others then would have to turn their 
thoughts to new legislation. 

Mr. Cartwright said New South Wales had come to 
the Conference in the hope that they would get some 
help; for example, on such questions as what was the 
best time to give their students training in the open 


shop. 

Mr. Greig said that, in view of what had been stated, 
to prolong the discussion would be futile. He wished 
to say nothing except that in Queensland it was felt 
that the present system of concurrent apprenticeship 
was the best one, but they would be watching events 
in New South Wales. 

Mr. Garrett said he agreed with the Chairman's 
ruling. He thought no practical purpose would be 
served by continuing the debate, as the line of demar- 
cation was evidently clear. Members of both schools 
of thought had but one object in mind, that of turning 
out chemists with the best possible qualifications. 

Mr. Gostelow pointed out that there had been strong 
protests from the student movement in Sydney against 
the old system, and there had been several deputations 
to the Minister seeking a new system. 

Mr. Porter said he thought the discussion this evening 
was most valuable. Bearing in mind that five of the 
six States represented still wanted concurrent appren- 
ticeship, everything Mr. Hall had said this evening was 
absolutely true. 

Mr. Russell asked if the financial aspect had been 
considered. 

Mr. Cartwright said his impression was that, if a 
student came into the pharmacy in the first year, he 
would not get more remuneration than a tram con- 
ductor, but the important thing was that he would 
be learning something of his profession. 

Mr. Greig: What would he be employed as? 

Mr. Cartwright: As an unregistered assistant as at 
present. 

Mr. Hall made a protest against the suggestion that 
pharmacy be regarded as a poor man’s profession. 

Mr. Callister said he and other Victorians were most 
interested in the New South Wales course. He could 
remember going to a conference in Adelaide some years 
ago when the propoes) for a full-time course was first 
propounded, and had been interested in such a pro- 
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position ever since. It was an extraordinarily attrac- 
tive proposition for the students, most of whom would 
welcome’ it. He as a teacher of practical pharmacy 
had spent no little time in trying to assess the value 
of teaching in the institution as compared with what 
could be done in the pharmacy. From his observation 
he had come to the conclusion that they could not do 
as much in the institution as could be done by an 
adequate and concurrent training in the pharmacy. 

That did not prevent him being convinced by results 
which might be achieved. 

Mr. Lipsham said his one point of objection to the 
present proposal of New South Wales was that there 
was ample evidence in the United States and the United 
Kingdom that the three years’ full-time course, with 
only one year of practical experience, had failed to 
turn out satisfactory general pharmacists. There was 
no dispute about that. If they looked at the literature, 
those facts would be confirmed. In Britain they were 
considering plans for taking the subjects from a three 
years’ course and spreading them over four years— 
making an additional year—so as to include more prac- 
tical work and the inclusion of humanities. 

Mr. Fitch said he wished to congratulate New South 
Wales from Western Australia on the courageous stand 
they had taken. Western Australia, like the other 
States, favoured the concurrent academic and appren- 
ticeship course, but would be ready to learn from his 
experiences with other systems. 

No vote was tuken on this recommendation. 

8 (d) Length of Practical Training: A minimum of 4000 
hours should be spent by trainees in an approved 


pharmacy. ; 

Mr. Manning said he would be interested to know 
what New South Wales thought about the 2000 hours. 

A New South Wales representative said he thought 
12 months would be quite sufficient for training in the 
pharmacy after the student was finished with the Uni- 
versity. In that period he would have no examination 
worries, no studies. etc. 

Professor Thorp said he had spoken with many New 
South Wales pharmacists, and they had expressed satis- 
faction with the new plans. Already they were looking 
forward to having these trainees in their 
from the point of view of the new knowledge they 
would bring in. 

8 (e) Fundamental Studies: Chemistry and Biology must 
be fundamental subjects of the Pharmacy course. 
Pharmaceutical applications and examples should 
be stressed throughout the whole course. The 
subject of Pharmaceutics should be introduced as 
= as practicable, and thereafter be the central 
subject, 

This recommendation was adopted without discussion 
or comment. 

8 (f) Responsibility of Pharmaceutical Chemist: Irre- 
spective of when practical experience is obtained, 
it is essential that the pharmaceutical chemist 
responsible for the trainee actively participates 
as a joint- educator. “Teaching should include 
administration, organisation, et and legal 
matters. 

Mr. Hall moved that this be adopted as it stands, 
Mr. Russell seconded, and it was carried unanimously. 
8 (g) Control of Pharmacies by Boards: It is recom- 

mended that, in the interests of trainees, the 
Pharmacy Boards be requested to exercise more 
rigid control and supervision of the conduct of 
pharmacies, 

After discussion, it was resolved that the clause be 
adopted with the word “more” eliminated. 

8 (h) Commercial Subjects: Having regard to the phar- 
maceutical chemist’s part in social services, 
economic factors have assumed greater import- 
ance in the practice of pharmacy; this requires 
dhat the subject of Commercial Pharmacy be 
included in the syllabus. The co- ation of the 
Federal Council of the Guild should be enlisted in 


oe such a syllabus. 
Moved by Mr. Garrett and seconded by Mr. Hall that 


& “ sentence be deleted and the recommendation 

adopted. 

8 (i) Professional Fees: That all official bodies be re- 
quested to press the principle of adequate fees for 


professional services. This is a necessity if 
standards of professional practice are to be main- 
tained and so affects all teaching and trainees. 
After some discussion it was resolved that this item 
be deleted. 

8 (j) Social Sciences: That there is room for experiment 
in the teaching of Social Science (e.g. inter- and 
intra-professional relationships) to pharmacy 
students. 

Mr. Lipsham moved and it was seconded and carried 
that this item be adopted. 

8 (k) Adjustment to Shorter Working Week: That the 
requirements and conditions of the 40-hour week 
be applied sympathetically as between employer 
and trainee. 

After a short discussion, this clause was deleted. 

& (1) Elementary Studies on Action of Drugs: That pro- 
vision should be made for more work of an 
elementary nature on the action of drugs. 

Resolved on the motion of Professor Thorp, seconded 
by Mr, Avenell, that this clause be adopted with the 
deletion of the word “more.” 

Mr. Cutler at this stage was called away from the 
meeting, and the Chair was taken by Mr. Cotterell, the 

Deputy President of the Associatiun. 


General Business: 

Expression of Sympathy: Mr. Braithwaite informed 
the meeting that during their stay in Adelaide Mrs. 
Martin’s mother had passed away. 

It was resolved that a message of sympathy and 
flowers be sent to Mrs. Martin. 

Mr. Sissons expressed thanks to their South Aus- 
tralian hosts for courtesy and hospitality extended and 
for the excellent arrangements for the meeting. He 
referred particularly to the organisation undertaken by 
Mr. Lipsham which had led to such a smooth-running 
and happy Conference. 

Mr. Cartwright spoke on behalf of New South Wales. 
He and his a greatly appreciated the welcome 
given to them. n behalf of the Federal Council of 
Pharmaceutical Societies, Mr. V. G. Morieson expressed 
thanks. It had been a most interesting Conference to 
him, and would enable him to impart directly to his 
Council what had taken place.

In conclusion, he wished 
to thank those present for the way in which they had 
assisted him as Chairman of the meeting.

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Pharmacy and Medicine in Old Edinburgh 


(An Address Given by Mr. C. G. Drummond at the Meeting of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain, 
Scottish Department, 36 York Place, Edinburgh, on January 21, 1953.) 


The first part of this address, published on pages 217-220 of our issue of March 30, has aroused much 
interest. We are indebted to Mr. H. A. P. Emonson, of Caulfield, Victoria, who corresponds with Mr. Drum- 
mond, for the opportunity of publishing this most interesting address with Mr. Drummond's permission, 

Even in the written word, Mr. Drummond, in lifting the shrouds, has exposed not mere skeletons but 


almost the flesh and blood of these 18th century people.

Admittedly, the _ ts of learning and culture 
achieved by Adam Smith, David Hume and others were 
to come later, but the age which saw Allan Ramsay at 
his Pare cannot be regarded as entirely barren. an, 
at this time, was firmly established in his shop in the 
Luckenbooths at St. Giles. The publication of “The 
Gentle Shepherd” in 1725 gained the admiration of the 
leading re of the day—Pope, Swift and Gay among 
them. graphic picture of the scene and the period, 
as seen from his shop, will be of interest. 

“His new premises in the Luckenbooths, facing 
down towards, and therefore commanding a full 
view of the magnificent thoroughfare of the High 
Street, were immediately opposite the ancient 
octagonai-shaped Cross of Edinburgh, wheze all the 
official proclamations were made.” 

(N.B.—The Cross was then actually in the High street, 
ont <y original position is marked in the causeway 
today. 

“The vicinity of the Cross was, on favourable after- 
noons, the fashionable rendezvous of the period. No 
sooner was the midday dinner over, than the fair 
ladies and gallants of the town—the former in their 
wide hoops, the jewelled stomachers, the silken 
cloaks and hoods, and high head-dresses of the day; 
the latter in the long embroidered coats, knee- 
breeches, silk stockings and bucked shoes, tye-wigs 
and three-cornered hats peculiar to the fourth de- 
cade of the 18th century—issued from their dingy 
turnpike stairs in the equally darksome closes, pends 
and wynds, to promenade or lounge, as best pleased 
them, in the open space around the Cross... . The 
jostlement and huddlement was extreme every- 
where, Ladies and gentlemen paraded along; grave 
Lords of Session, and legal luminaries, bustling 
Writers to the Signet and their attendant clerks, 
were all there. Tradesmen chatted in groups, often 
bareheaded, at their shop doors; caddies whisked 
about, bearing messages or attending to the affairs 
of strangers; corduroyed carters from Gilmerton are 
bawling “coals” and “yellow sand”; fishwives are 
crying their ‘caller haddies” from Newhaven; whim- 
sicals and idiots are going about, each with his or 
her crowd of tormentors; town-guardsmen in rusty 
uniform, with their ancient Lochaber axes; “tron- 
men” with their bags of soot; water-carriers with 
their dripping barrels; Highland drovers in pense. 
sporran and cap; Liddesdale farmers with their blue 
Lowland bonnets; sedan chairmen, with here and 
there a red uniform from the Castle—such was the 
scene in the early months of 1732.” 

These words, from a life of the worthy Allan, illus- 
trate the busy scene as clearly as any picture could, and 
we may take it that our physicians and their patients, 
and our old-time druggists, not only looked on at, but 
also took their place in, this motley assembly. 

One last word on Allan Ramsay. He had aspirations 
in the world of the theatre and built one in Carruber’s 
Close in 1736. But the Edinburgh of that year, which 
was sufficiently enlightened to obtain a Royal Charter 
for its Infirmary, and was broad-minded enough to hang 
yap John Porteous, had to draw the line somewhere. 
Allan was forbidden by law, at the instance of. the 
clergy, to corrupt the morals of this innocent population 
by putting plays upon the stage. 


The next prescription is an example of beautiful hand- 
writing, but is unfortunately incomplete. It is included 
because of a curio in the third item:— 

R:—Infusion Ipecacuanh: 3i. 
Sig.:—The Vomite. 
:—Tinct.: Rhabarb: §ss. 

Tinct.: Sacr.: a 
Sig.:—The Purgative. 
k:—Sapon Venet. 

Milliped. praep. a 

Gum. Ammon, 

The first item—the Infusion—presents no difficulty, 
and No, 2 is rational; but Milliped. praep.? What was 
that? “Prepared Millipedes, or Wood-Lic2, are prepared 
by putting the bodies into a vessel and drying them with 
a very slow heat,” says the Dispensatory. This is not 
the only preparation of millipedes (or “slaters”). There 
is also a Vinium Millipedatum, which is directed to be 
made thus:— 

“Take of live Millipedes 2 ounces; bruise them a 
little and pour thereon a pint of white Rhenish 
Wine; let them infuse for a night and afterwards 
press out the Wine.” 

A footnote assures us that “this is a commodious way 
of obtaining the virtues of millipedes.” 

It will —— be felt, in this more fastidious age, 
that the Infusion of Ipecac. is redundant. The milli- 
—_ alone might be calculated to produce the desired 
effect. 

Some of these items are strange to us pre Fashions 
change in medicine, as in other things. That this is 
axiomatic was recognised in the Preface to the Dispen- 
satory. It says:—‘But such is the fate of Pharmacy, as 
well as of all other things, that it cannot avoid the 
alterations of Time. .. . In fine, that our apparatus of 
medicines might neither be unwieldy (sic), nor too 
scanty, many things now in disuse, unserviceable, - or 
incongruous are dropped therein. A few, however, 
which long custom has rendered so familiar, and an- 
tiquity seems, as it were, to have made sacred, remain 
untouched,” 

It remains to comment to day in 1953 that we have 
not departed from the principles here stated. They are 
fundamental, and who has not felt a pang of regret at 
the disappearance, in some new issue of the B.P., of some 
item which, in the expressive language of the Preface, 
“long custom has rendered familiar’? 

‘or the Lady Bavelaw, 
R:—Emplastr.

Emplast. Antihysteric consists of Galbanum, Taca- 
mahac (a resin from Colophyllum Takamahaca), Asa- 
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foetida, Rue, Feverfew, Cummin Seeds and Turpentine, 
and making ® plaister according to art. The Dispensa- 
tory asserts that “more is to be expected from this com- 
ition than the bare application of a Galbanum 
laister to the navel in hysteric cases.” 

But before the application of the plaister, and while 
presumably suffering from “the vapours,” my lady was 
to have the ointment rubbed in. The whole situation 
conjures up a diverting interlude in the life of the Scotts 
of Bavelaw. 

Nerve Ointment is made from the leaves of Male 
Southernwood, Marjoram, Mint, Peny-royal, Rue, Savin 
and Sage; flowers of Chamomile and Lavender; the tops 
of St. John’s Wort, and Rosemary, all fresh gathered 
and bruised, and boiled in neatsfoot oil and beef suet, 
with the addition of Oil of Bays. 

Sp. Salinus Aromat. is also fragrant, consisting of the 
roots of Angelica and Galangal, the top leaves of Mar- 
joram, the flowers of Rosemary, the yellow part of 
Orange Peel, Citron or Lemon Peel and Cinnamon; 
Cloves, Mace and Nutmeg; bruised and digested in 
French Brandy. To the resulting liquid is added Salt 
Si and Sal Ammoniac and the whole gently dis- 
illed. 

Why should this nectar of the gods have been spoiled 
by the addition of Salt of Tartar and Sal Ammoniac? 
And why should it have been used externally? It 
sounds as though it should be a first cousin of the “Lost 
Blend” of O. Henry, which was “the colour of gold and 
as clear as glass, and it shone after dark like the sun- 
shine was still in it.” Poor Lady Bavelaw! 

R:—Aq. Rosae Rub. 
Aq. Sperm. Ranar. 
Acet. Rosar. aa 3i. 
Camphor 
Sacchar. Saturn aa i. 
m, f. s. a. frontal (to the forehead or temple).

In this prescription we are again confronted with 
strange names, q. Sperm. Ranar (or Aqua Spermatis 
Ranarum) is frog-spawn water, and the Dispensatory 
gives the following directions for preparing it:— 

“Hang any quantity of frog-spawn in a bag so 
that the water may run from it... to very pint of 
liquor thus obtained, add a dram of roch-allum.” 
This is stated to be a much better frog-spawn water 
than those ordered in other Dispensatories. ‘The 
addition of the alum, and the manner of prepara- 
-tion, by resolution, considerably increases its vir- 
tues; whereas that obtained by bare distillation 
gives us little more of the spawn than its useless 
phlegm. As it stands here, it is designed as a cooler 
for external uses,” we are told. 


Th product masquerading under the title of Sacchar. 
Saturnum is Sugar of Lead. 


For William Scot, 
B:—Pulv. Rhei Elect. gr. xv 
Aquil Alb. gr. 1 m. 
ft. pulv. fiant hujus modi doses tres. 
Sign:—The Doses of purging powders, one to be 
taken in the morning and the rest in the same 
manner after a day or two’s intermission, 


There is further masquerading here. Rhubarb, we 
know, but Aquila Alba is a newcomer. It.is prepared, 
we are informed, from Sweet Mercury Sublimate, and 
the whole process is thus described:—Mercurius Subli- 
matus dulcis is made by taking “corrosive sublimate, 
ground in a glass mortar, four ounces; and of clean 
quicksilver, three ounces; mix them well in the mortar 
until the globules of quicksilver disappear; then put the 
powder into an oblong vial... and bury it half-way in 
a sand-heat; then with successive degrees of fire, nearly 
the whole quantity of Mercury will sublime and stick 
all around to the upper-part of the glass, which being 
broke, and the red powder about the bottom, and the 
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white about the neck cleared away, the white mercury 
is again to be three or four times sublimed. If the 
operation be seven times repeated, the preparation is 
called Calomel or Aquila Alba.” 


For the Lady Minto Elder, 
R:—Tinct. Sacr. 3i. 
Sign:—proprio nomme. 


January 26th 1738. 


The Dowager Lady Minto makes a further appearance 
here. She was a prominent figure in Edinburgh, and her 
son, as has been stated, with a manager of the Infirmary. 
Both he and his wife were connected with the Assem- 
bly, and this Assembly is worthy of a little note. It is 
well known that it was, in effect, a Dancing Assembly 
of a very particular kind. Those who attended belonged 
exclusively to the upper-crust of Edinburgh society, 
and woe betide what is nowadays referred to as the 
“gate-crasher,.” The gentlemen occupied one end of the 
ballroom and the ladies the other. The ceremonies were 
watched over by the eagle eye of the Lady-Directress, 
who, seated regally on a species of throne, saw to it that 
the proprieties were observed. The arrangements were 
of the most formal, with such enjoyment as there was 
a secondary consideration, and Oliver Goldsmith, who 
studied medicine in Edinburgh, has left an account of 
the solemnity of those occasions. Lady Minto (the 
younger) was one cf the Lady-Directresses who took it 
in turn to preside. Funds were raised in this manner 
for the purchase of medicines for the poor. 

It is more difficult to find any reference to the manner 
in which the poor lived—and died—but in a historic 
account of the late 17th century, Dr. Thin says that the 
sick poor got scant attention. The magistrates allotted 
a certain sum for their support, and appointed a physi- 
cian and surgeon to look after them. These doctors 
were very poorly paid, and it was left to the College of 
Physicians to endeavour to remedy a miserable state of 
affairs. Some 30 years before the period we are looking 
at, two Fellows attended the sick-poor in Fountain’s 
Close on three afternoons per week. Non-attendance 
was visited with a fine, and this money was used to buy 
drugs. Mary Erskine, founder of the school of that 
name, was the widow (or relict, as the picturesque 
phrase went) of James Hare (or Hair), druggist, and in 
1707 she gave a sum to the Royal College of Physicians, 
the interest on which was to be applied for the purchase 
of drugs for “the sick poor, which have their advice 
gratis from the said Royal College.” 

The account referred to says that the efforts were 
largely nullified for the invalids “were miserably housed, 
miserably fed, and miserably clothed, which more than 
counter-balanced any drugs and advice given by the 
doctors.” 

Recollect also, that at this time the coal miners and 
salt workers in the Lothians were slaves in the full 
sense of the word, and remained so throughout the 
remainder of the 18th century. 

To return to the prescription, Sacred Tincture is a 
Tincture of Hiera-Picra, and is made by digesting the 
powder in Spanish Wine along with Cochineal, the 
improvement in colour from the use of Cochineal being 
remarked upon. Hiera-Picra powder of the time is 
composed mainly of Aloes, with Cardamon, Galangal 
(the root of an Asiatic plant possessed of an aromatic 
smell and spicy taste), Rhubarb, Snake-root and 
Zedoary, Zedoary being the root of Curcuma Zedoaria, 
used as a tonic and perfume. 

Now, a note to the druggist from a customer:— 

“Mr. Dromond send me a litell box of the red ont- 
ment you gave me before for the pain of my yid 
I ever am your humble servant 

Elizabeth Fraser. 
(Probably.) 

This suggests that the business of the druggist was 
comprehensive, and that he attended to some of the 
needs of those unable to afford a doctor—a state of 
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affairs that continued, though te a lesser degree, until 
fairly recently. The Infirmary, indeed, was begun be- 
cause an enlightened and progressive leadership in pub- 
lic affairs realised the hardships of the sick poor. What 
else do we know of the druggist’s shop? It has to be 
borne in mind that there was as yet no wholesale or 
manufacturing house in the city. Consequently, each 
shop had to be a small “factory” on its own account. 
The processing was all undertaken on the premises. The 
necessary parts of the plants were procured, and there 
must have been a lively little community pounding 
roots, seeds, leaves and the other necessary materials, 
with a continuous boiling of decoctions, making of infu- 
sions, spreading plasters by hand, mixing electuaries, 
and rolling pills, and turning out the finished products 
required by the doctors. 

Drugs and chemicals were naturally not of the stan- 
dard and purity we know today, and the physicians of 
that far-off time were perturbed at the frustration of 
their intentions. The problem thus presented was faced 
by four famous Edinburgh doctors in 1724. I have al- 
ready had occasion to mention John Rutherford, Andrew 
Sinclair, Andrew Plummer and John Innes. (I imagine 
there are many present tonight who, like myself, have 
made Plummer’s Pills, and the new Edition of Martin- 
dale of 1952 still gives a formula for them.) The four 
mentioned laid out a piece of ground in the College 
garden and there they reared pharrnaceutical plants. 
They also, at their own expense, provided a chemical 
laboratory in a corner of the garden “in order to supply 
the apothecaries’ shops with reliable drugs.” The term 
“the College garden” caused me quite a bit of searching. 
since there was several “colleges,” but it would seem 
that it means in this connection the Town’s College or 
University. Its position seems to have been to the east 
of the University, covering the present South Bridge 
area, and running down the slopes where Drummond 
Street and Infirmary Street are now, towards the Cow- 
gate (ground originally belonging to the Black Friars). 
Why this distinguished quartette elected to use the 
University garden for their purpose is not quite clear, 
since they were extra-mural lecturers, and were Fellows 
of the Royal College of Physicians, which College al- 
ready possessed its own Physic Garden. Would it, I 
wonder, be an unjust thought if we suspected them of 
harbouring designs on the Faculty of Medicine in the 
University? This was the year in which Porterfield was 
appointed Professor of Medicine, and, after all, they did 
oust Porterfield, and a « did succeed to the vacancy. 
What more natural than that they should take possession 
of the nearest ground, and thus lay siege to the fortress 
they so ardently desired for themselves, and, let us be 
fair, for the good of medicine. 

Perhaps we should now complete the picture of the 
gardens devoted to the cultivation of medicinal plants. 
The oldest was the medicine garden in Holyrood, and, 
as already stated, the College of Physicians utilised the 
garden attached to their college of the same purpose. 
Its site was adjacent to that of the Marquess of Tweed- 
dale’s house, and ran to the Cowgate from the foot of 
Fountain Close, where the College itself remained for 
some time. This garden must have been the ground on 

art of which now stands St. Patrick’s Catholic Church. 

e who are accustomed to the congestion of stone and 
mortar in the High street and Canongate, may find it 
difficult to visualise these large houses with gardens of 
considerable area sloping to the south in the rear. To 
complete the story of the Medicine Gardens, mention 
must be made of the most famous of all, the Physic 
Garden, which was in the grounds of the Trinity Hos- 
pital, to the east of the North Bridge, and covered over 
now by the Waverley Station. It later was moved to 
Leith Walk, and from there was transplanted to Inver- 
leith, where it is now universally admired as the Royal 
Botanic Garden. 

There, then, was the materia medica, and from these 
gardens the druggist or apothecary received his supplies 


and proceeded to process the drugs. It will be recalled 
that the late Mr. David Harley gave a short note to one 
of these meetings, describing a character called “Mortar 
Willie.” William Wilson, to give him his full title, was 
immortalised in Kay’s Edinburgh Portraits, where the 
artist depicts him, at the age of 104, seated at his mortar 
pounding drugs. Willie was not the fixed employee of 
any one druggist, and it is known that he worked in 
the old shop in the Lawnmarket, as well as for J. F. 
Macfarlan. It may have been heavy work, but Willie 
is a lasting testimonial to the enna 2 occupation of 
pounding drugs. Like De Quincy’s old druggist, one 
feels he couldn’t have died—he must have evanesced. 


There appears to have been some form of examination 
and licensing of druggists of the period, carried out by 
the College of Surgeons and the magistrates, and there 
was also an attempt to inspect the druggist’s premises 
and reject any drugs considered to be below standard. 
The training of the pharmacist was undertaken by the 
College of Surgeons, and still further scope was offered 
by the opening of the Royal Dispensary in 1776, where 
Dr. Andrew Duncan founded what became the School of 
Pharmacy. This is now, of course, merged in the Heriot- 
Watt College.

S.V.—sine Vino—is one of two Cinnamon 
Waters, and it is made by steeping Cinnamon in spring 
water and drawing off the water by distillation until it 
ceases to run milky. The other is made by infusing the 
Cinnamon in Brandy and then distilling. 


Sp. Lavand. Co. has a lyric quality:—Lavender and 
Lily of the Valley flowers (fresh gathered), Arabian 
Stoechas, Rosemary, Betony, Marjoram, Baulm and 
Sage, Cinnamon, fresh Citron or Lemon Peel, Bay Ber- 
ries, Cardamoms, Nutmegs, Cloves, Cubebs, Mace— 
digest in French Brandy, distil, then add Red Saunders, 
Cochineal and Safron, Ambergris and Musk. 

The comment to this formidable, yet, as I have said, 
lyric catalogue, says that the Borage, Bugloss and Cow- 
slips which enter the Sp. Lavand. in the London Dispen- 
satory “are here dropt as of no consequence.” 

It is fascinating to find that while the value of amber- 
gris in perfumery is well established, the substance is 
included in a list of minerals, and the authors of the 
Dispensatory have no knowledge of its origin. They 
say :— 

“There is a great deal of curiosity and no less diffi- 
culty in searching out the natural history of Amber- 
grease. ... Tis undoubtedly found on the sea-shore 
in many places; and especially after any tempes- 
tuous weather, which has much ruffled the sea; the 
action of the waves forcing it to shore.... After the 
sea has been well agitated by a storm, or that it 
seems likely there is Ambergrease thrown to the 
shore, they (natives of the countries) immediately 
haste away in order to be beforehand with certain 
dainty birds who devour it.” 

It will be observed that Prof. John Rutherford, whose 
prescription this is, calls it a “cordial.” No one will 
dispute the description, but the quantity ordered seems 
to err on the side of economy. 

It is now time to learn a little more of Dr. John 
Rutherford, of whom we have already heard in connec- 
tion with the founding of the Faculty of Medicine. He 
was born in 1695, and graduated in Rheims in 1719. After 
studying under Boerhaave, he returned fired with en- 
thusiasm for the Edinburgh School, and, as previously 
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mentioned, professed the Practice of Medicine. There 
is more to him than that though, since he was the 
father of Ba etn Daniel Rutherford, whose work on 
ta po was of the greatest value. One might think 
that Heredity, at this point, would have been content 
to rest on her laurels, but not a bit of it. The next 
erage produced, as a grandson, a young man called 

alter Scott, who was destined to make an impression 
on the world far exceeding that of his uncle or his 
maternal grandfather. 


In his Autobiography, Sir Walter relates the pathetic. 


tale of deaths in infancy of several brothers and sisters 
in the house in the Old College Wynd, and refers to the 
onset of the leg trouble which was to hamper him 
throughout his lifetime. Dr. John Rutherford was called 
in, and he insisted on young Walter being dis een at 
once to the country if he were to survive. The advice 
was taken and Walter survived, with what benefit to 
the world we all know. There is room for speculation 
here, and the field of literature and history may owe 
more to John Rutherford than it knows. 


In 1746, when conditions began to settle following the 
Rising, he was the first professor to deliver clinical 
lectures in ihe Royal Infirmary, thus realising in Edin- 
burgh the conditions which Boerhaave had made famous 
in Leyden. In commencing his lectures he said:— 


“I shall examine every Patient capable of appear- 
ing before you, that no circumstance may esczpe 
you, and proceed in the following manner: 


lst. Give you a history of the disease. 
2nd. Enquire into the cause, 


3rdly. Give you my opinion how it will termi- 
nate. 
4thly. Lay down the indications of cure yt arise, 
and if any new Symptoms happen, acquaint 
you them, that you may see how I vary my 
prescriptions; 
and 5thly. Point out the different method of cure. 
If at any time you find me deceived in giving my 
judgment, you'll be so good as to excuse me, for 
neither do I pretend to be, nor is the Art of Physic, 
infallible; what you can in Justice expect from me 
is some accurate observations and Remarks upon 
Diseases.” 

Dr. Rutherford lived latterly in a house in Hyndford’s 
Close, a little to the west of the town house of the 
Tweeddale family, and almost opposite John Knox's 
house. Many were the journeys made by young Walter 
between the old High School and this house, the distance 
eesceee them being very short to one who knew his 

inburgh as the boy did.

The drugs here all A ptisane—the word, 
for some reason, brings a far-away look of pleased 
reminiscence to those w a know France—was originally 
a decoction of barley, or, simply, barley-water. It was 
so named from the Greek word meaning peeled barley. 


We have a picture now, of the pb armacy, but what do 
we know of the doctor’s consulting room? A brief 
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light is allowed to shine in the following extract of the 
period:— 

“The manners and habits of the people of Edin- 
burgh about 1730 were as different from those of 
their successors as if they had been natives of a 
foreign country. . When gentlemen were invited 
to dine, each brought his own knife, fork and spoon 
with him in a case. .. . The slender house accom- 
modation in the turnpike-stairs compelled the use 
of taverns. There the physician received his patients 
—each practitioner having his peculiar “ys 

This sounds strange today, but do not forget that the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain originated in 
the “Crown and Anchor” Tavern in London. 

Mention of London recalls another indication of the 
difficulties of the period, this time in regard to travel. 
The “Caledonian Mercury” (an Edinburgh newspaper) 
carries this advertisement in its issue of May 9, 1734:— 

“A coach will set out towards the end of the week 
for London, or any place on the road, to be per- 
formed in nine days, or three days sooner than any 
coach that travels, for which purpose eighty stout 
horses are stationed at proper distances.”

This is merely a camphorated oil of a strength 1 in 8 
as compared with 1 in 5 of today. There is no official 
monograph for the preparation. 

Of Camphor itself, or Camphire, the Dispensatory 
says that the writers upon drugs are much divided as to 
its nature and formation; some believing it to be a salt, 
others a gum; some asserting it to flow spontaneously 
from a tree; and some pretending it is only gain’d by 
boiling the wood. “The following account appears to be 
the true one,” says the Dispensatory. “Camphire is a 
real coagulated Oil or Resin, flowing by incision, from 
the trunk of a very large tree growing in many parts of 
the East Indies, China, and more particularly in the 
Island Borneo.” There follows a description of subli- 
mation and the remark that “the Dutch alone are become 
the sole venders of Camphire; as having the art of pre- 
paring it; though the whole secret is no more than 
common sublimation.”

Tutiae or Tutty Ointment consists of two 
ounces of Tutty, i.e., Zinc Oxide; one ounce of Calamine 
and a pound of new unsalted Butter. 

The difficulty of making up this ointment today re- 
quires no comment. 

Well, this by no means exhausts the material, what- 
ever effect it may have had on my hearers, and the 
curtain must be allowed to fall on this glimpse into the 
past. I have attempted to bring to life for a brief hour 
people who mattered very much in their day—doctors of 
character and ability, whose enthusiasm and foresight 
added lustre to their age, and had much to do with our 
present development; whose humanity gave rise to the 
Infirmary, and who worked under different and difficult 
conditions with none of the aids that their successors 
take for granted. Their vision changed the pattern of 
medicine. 

And as we go our ways through the streets of the 
Old Town, we may look differently on these historic 
stones, and see once more in the mind’s eye the bright 
scene of the sedan chairs on their way to the Assembly, 
or, perhaps, the dark and stealthy march of the mob 
from the Tolbooth on that fateful night of 1736. 

If I have digressed, and I know I have, from the 
purely medical and pharmaceutical aspect, it has been 
to attempt to re-create the period by garnishing a few 
old scraps of paper, which so narrowly escaped destruc- 
tion, and setting them against their background. 

Above all, iet us think of the toil, and the labour, 
and the skill, which went into the production of these 
preparations “according to the art of the Apothecary.” 


PHARMACIST-ADVISER 


Again we want to re-emphasise to pharmacists that 
more and more they should adopt the role of adviser 
to the physician. No longer do they require the manual 
dexterity which was so necessary in past oo Now 
they need more than ever a knowledge of pharmacology 
and pharmacodynamics so that when the physician needs 
advice on a certain drug, old or new, the pharmacist 
can give it to him. It is very difficult for the average 
pharmacist to keep up to date, but for the physician it is 
almost impossible. 

This new advisory capacity is emphasised by some 
facts brought out in a survey conducted by the New 
Jersey Board of Pharmacy. In 146 pharmacies 73,416 
prescriptions were studied. Of these 71.2 per cent. 
required no compounding and 28.8 per cent. did. This 
is certainly a change from as short a period as ten years 
ago. Pills and tablets accounted for 33.5 per cent., 
liquids for internal use 27.8 per cent., and capsules 14.4 
per cent. This very definitely shows the trend of 
modern medicinals. 

Rather than complain that modern pharmacy is 
nothing but count out and pour out, pharmacists must 
meet the challenge of changing times and render service 
where it is needed. This obviously is more difficult 
than just complaining but it offers a much brighter 
future for those who would succeed.—‘‘American Pro- 
fessional Pharmacies.” 


Hints on Outdoor Portraiture. 
Any photograph of one or two people posed sufficiently 


close to the camera so that the figures fill most of the 
picture space can be called a portrait. 

In making pictures of this kind two major “spoil- 
sports” are to be avoided at all times. They are the 
obtrusive background and harsh lighting. When it is 
impossible to find a background of even tone, perhaps 
most of the disturbing elements can be softened by us 
a wide aperture on your lens to decrease your depth 
field. If a choice of backgrounds is available, choose 
one that is neither too strong in contrast with your sub- 
ject nor one the tone of which is such that it tends to 
allow your subject to merge into its surroundings. A 
slight difference in tone value is all that is required for 
the background to set off the subject without letting it- 
self become too obvious. The sky is a good background 
if a filter is used to render the blue as a pleasant mid- 
tone of grey in the finished print. Dark cloud masses 
are also quite useful if you are careful about exposure, 


The very brief exposure necessary to record a picture 
in bright sunlight enables the photographer to capture 
the subtle, changing expressions of the sitter. Under 
these lighting conditions strong shadows should be re- 
lieved by the use of a reflector, which may be simply a 
white sheet of cloth or paper placed in position to reflect 
the light where it is most needed. 

Correct timing of the exposure is essential because 
over-exposure causes that blocking up of the highlights 
that brings about the so-calléd “soot and whitewash” 
effect. Under-exposure, on the other hand, results in 
the shadows being rendered too dark and without a 
trace of detail. 

Open shade, such as at the side of the house with the 
clear sky above, is a good position for portraits, and if 
the wall is light enough in colour its reflection will help 
to bring about conditions ideal for good family snap- 
shots. ull, flat lighting should be avoided, as the 
ee portraits will be dull and totally lacking in 
i e.” 


Always Care for Your Negatives, 


Perhaps you know how oar 9 bom it can be when you 
need a few extra prints and have lost track of some 
favourite negative and you have to hunt for it in every 
corner. Trouble of this kind can be avoided by filing 
fi films in a negative storage album, which usually 

as transparent envelope folios and an index for ready 
reference. The negatives can be quickly turned up and 
each one easily inspected without removing it from its 
envelope. 

Any pictures of exceptionally fine quality should have 
the corner of their envelopes marked with an “E” to 
denote that good enlargements may be obtained from 
them. If you have not as yet had any of your negatives 
enlarged, by ail means do so now, and you will be plea- 
santly surprised to find how very much more attractive 
the larger-sized “big-ones” can be. If you have any 


. doubts about which pictures are suitable for enlargement 


your local Kodak branch or dealer will be only too glad 
to advise you. 
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The B.P. 1953 and the Practising Pharmacist

Coronation year will be memorable for a number of 
reasons. In later years pharmacists will recall that it 
was in 1953 that the British Pharmacopoeia first bore 
the Royal insignia of Elizabeth II. And, with com- 
mendable pride, we shall also relate how on this 
occasion the B.P. was published for the first time by 
the Pharmaceutical Press, London. 


Quite apart from improvements which the eames 
and printers (Percy Lund, Humphries & Co. Ltd.) have 
effected, Bo adie contribution to the compilation of 
the eighth B.P. is probably more noteworthy than on 
any previous occasion. 

A remarkably clear type face has been ¢chosen, and 
one is immediately impressed by the emphasis on 
adequate spacing. In the peomneenes the black face 
side headings are larger than those used in the B.P. 
1948: the change is most welcome. Fractions (of a 
grain) are very clearly printed. 

Two other notable achievements are the triumph of 
the vernacular over Latin and the more frequent 
references to dosages for children. Before 1864—the 
year in which the first B.P. was issued—the London 
Pharmacopoeia had always used Latin throughout the 
text. With the coming of the first B.P. this was 
changed to English, except in the case of the titles of 
drugs and chemicals, for which full Latin was retained. 
Nearly i00 years were to elapse before Latin was 
dislodged from its last stronghold, and then it was the 
U.S.A. which led the attack with the publication, in 
April, 1947, of the U.S.P. XIII, Now in March, 1953, 
the B.P. has taken its cue from the Americans. More- 
over, current pharmaceutical usage is recognised in that 
official approval is given to inverted titles such as 
aspirin tablets for tablets of aspirin. In short, our 
idiom is now fully acceptable, and natural English 
expression has conquered pedantry. 

The prompt distribution of the new Pharmacopoeia 
by the publishers is also a matter for commendation. 
I do not recall that any previous B.P. reached Australia 
by sea within six weeks of the date of publication. 


English Titles Only for Biologicals and Newer Chemicals. 
The wisdom of using English is well illustrated in 
the naming of biological’ products such as diphtheria 
prophylactics and the antitoxins, No Latin titles are 
used for these drugs. Nor have Latin subsidiary titles 
been coined for new monographs relating to chemical 
compounds such as 
dimethyl phthalate and bentonite. 
_ Other monographs for chemicals which were official 
in 1948, or earlier, retain their full and abbreviated 
Latin titles, although this may well be a compromise 
between the old and new style. Yet another variation 
occurs as, for instance, with phenol, which bears the 
ee title carbolic acid, but carries no Latin title 
at all. e two preparations made from it, however, 
bear their former Latin titles, viz. Glycer. Phenol. and 
Phenol Liq. (None will regret the passing of phenol 
ointment.) 


“The Utmost Possible Level of Completeness?” 

Two new Drugs—both analgesics—have 
been made official, and one, diamorphine hydrochloride, 
has been deleted, presumably in the hope that its use 
will lessen. The ora! dose of © ng nomen hydroch- 
loride (Heptalgin) is given as to 50 mgm.: by sub- 
cutaneous or intramuscular injection the dose is 5 to 
15 mgm. (Heptalgin tablets contain 10 mgm. in each, 
and parenteral form 10 mgm. per ans Curlously 
enough, there is no monograph for injection of phena- 


gamma benzene hexachloride;- 


doxone, nor are there any instructions for the sterili- 
sation of phenadoxone solutions. 

To me this is odd. It is a classic example of the 
type of omission—or is it an oversight?—which, from 
the practical —_— of view, is bewildering and irritating 
in a book allegedly brought “to the utmost possible 
level of completeness” (p. xi). 

There are other examples equally puzzling. Sub- 
lingual administration of isoprenaline sulphate is funda- 
mental to its use. The Pharmacopoeia gives no directive 
as to how the tablets are to be administered. Modern 
therapeutic trends are recognised by such inclusions 
as an intramuscular dose for paraldehyde, a dose for 
potassium iodide (4 to 1 grain) in the treatment of 
thyrotoxicosis, a specific mention of Parkinsonism 
under the monographs for dry and liquid extracts of 
stramonium. But the B.P. completely ignores the fact 
that stilboestrol is given in high dosage Sy 2 to 15 mgm. 
three times a day) for the suppression of lactation. 

Methadone (amidone) hydrozhloride, the second 
Dangerous Drug of the two just mentioned, is a 
powerful analgesic. A tablet is official, but there are 
no references to a parenteral form or an injectable 
dose, Besides being an analgesic, methadone is widely 
used as a cough depressant, and in this connection it 
has an effect equal to that of diamorphine hydrochlo- 
ride. In view of the coroners’ inquiries and findings 
in England in recent years, one would expect to see a 
specific dose for methadone as a cough depressant, 
particularly for children. In actual fact the B.P. simply 
states the oral dose as 5 to 10 mgm. without quali- 
fication. 

For coughs, adults should not receive more than 2 
mgm. every three or four hours, and children under 
six years not more than 0.5 mgm. four-hourly, pre- 
ferably less. (The manufacturers of Physeptone suggest 
0.25 mgm. for children under ten years.) 

In other words, there are still a number of instances 
in which the personnel concerned can improve the 
usefulness, the alleged “completeness” of the Pharma- 
copoeia, thereby adding immeasurably to its stature as 
a ge in daily practice. 

former oversight has been righted. A dose is now 
stated for crystal violet, but in suggesting 1/6 to 4 
grain the authorities appear to be conservative. 


I shan’t labour the point about polysyllabic names 
for new drugs, since the complexity of the organic 
chemicals given on the Approved Names insert issued 
with the B.P. suggest that polysyllables, like television, 
are inevitable. But I must say that in practice we’re 
going to talk of Vitamin B12 and not cyanocobalamin. 

Looking at the mercurials, one notes that a dose is 
no longer given for mercuric chloride nor for Liq. 
Hydrarg. Perchlor. The new recipe for Ung. ecggrine! 
Nit. Fort. no longer involves the use of mercury itself. 
The yellow oxide is now used as the starting point 
for a product which is claimed to be more stable than 
the old formula. Lard and olive oil are now replaced 
by a mixture of wool alcohols, beeswax, white soft 
paraffin and distilled water. The mercury content 
remains unchanged. Yellow soft paraffin is retained 
as diluent when making the diluted form of this oint- 
ment. 

Both paraffin ointment and simple ointment have 
been modified by the inclusion of 5 per cent. cetostearyl 
alcohol in place of that amount of hard paraffin. Simple 
cream is the new name for hydrous emulsifying oint- 
ment. 

For the first time a dose (of 2 to 8 mils) by intra- 
muscular injection is stated for paraldehyde. This is

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identical with the oral dose. In practice in this State 
parenteral doses of 10 mils for adults (in eclampsia 
for instance) are common. Three mils is a safe 
maximum parenterally for children. 

Although glycerin is retained as the main title, the 
more correct chemical name glycerol is used when 
referring to solubilities. Glycerol is, of course, now 
stated as an alternative title. The use of the word 
synonym is discontinued in this Pharmacopoeia through- 
out the monographs. 

Alternative Preparations (Appendix xxiii) now has 
six groups instead of four. The newcomers are sup- 
positories of glycerin and mucilages of acacia and 
tragacanth. The latter may contain up to 0.1 per cent. 
w/v of benzoic acid when made in tropical and sub- 
tropical parts of the (British) Commonwealth. (The 
word Empire has been superseded.) It is also gratifying 
to notice that eye ointments may also be varied in 
consistency according to the prevailing temperatures. 
(The expression eye ointment(s) is now used in preference 
to the former clumsy title ointment(s) for the eye. Common 
usage and good sense prevail once again.) 

And the Pharmacopoeia has at last recognised that 
the strength of atropine eye ointment required by 
ophthalmologists is usually 1 per cent. (not 4 per cent. 
as in*B.P. 1932 and 1948). The official atropine eye 
ointments both contain 1 per cent. atropine sulphate 
which is directed to be dissolved in the smallest 
— of water for injection before incorporation. 

n practice this amounts to a minim for each grain.) 
But the directive to prepare eye ointment of atropine 
joe mercuric oxide extemporaneously is no longer 
given. 

Oculent. Hyoscin., unless otherwise stated, is now to 
contain } per cent. hyoscine hydrobromide instead of 
4 per cent. as before. This, too, is in accord with daily 
practice. 


Dosages in Metric. 

Imperial doses are no longer given for the vitamins 
nor for newer drugs which have almost invariably been 
used and marketed in metric dosage forms. The latter 
include the new analgesics, the sex hormones, and 
injection of such drugs as carbachol, D.O.C.A., digoxin, 
dimercaprol, ergometrine maleate, ergotamine tartrate, 
nikethamide, picrotoxin, sulphadimidine sodium and 
thiopentone sodium. 

Metric and Imperial dosages are still given for such 
well-established injections as adrenaline, mersalyl, 
vasopressin, aminophylline, atropine, ethanolamine 
oleate and morphine sulphate. 

Metric doses are the obvious choice for the anti- 
biotics, aureomycin and ¢ henicol: in both in- 
stances specific mention of dosages for children is made. 
The B.P. advocates a dose of 50 mgm. per kilo of body 
weight daily, in divided doses, for children having 
chloramphenicol. A much lower dose is given for 
aureomycin. 

The dose of streptomycin in its various forms is to 
be equivalent to one gramme of the base daily. When 
no strength is stated a solution containing 250 mgm. 
of base per mil shall be dispensed. Dosage is always 
to be eg tei as referring to streptomycin base 
and not to the salt. (Incidentally, dihydrostreptomycin 
is still official, and the Pharmacopoeia wisely avoids 
any reference to units in all statements concerning 
dosage.) 

General Notices have been improved in appearance 
by replacing the side headings in Roman capitals (plus 
ee point) with black face headings without the full 
stops. 

Under Solubility we now have a much clearer expla- 
nation than before. In general, we are told, solubilities 
are approximations, and are not to be taken as official 
standards, except where a specific side heading such 
as “Solubility in alcohol” is used. 

When the expression parts is used in this connection 
is means, unless otherwise indicated, parts by weight 


(grammes) of a solid in parts by volume (mils) of the 
solvent; but when the strength of a solution is exp 

as parts of dissolved substance in parts of the solution, 
this means parts by weight (grammes) of a solid in 
parts by volume (mils) of the final solution.. This 
should serve to distinguish the two. 

The paragraphs under Doses have been revised, and 
attention is directed to the fact that some monographs 
now state daily doses—a day in this context meaning 
a period of 24 hours. The dose of thyroid is now 
stated as 4 grains daily and not as in the B.P. 1948. 
This should serve to remind the prescriber that he 
needs to exercise caution in using this drug. Troxidone 
(Tridione of commerce) is another drug which lists a 
daily dose: it is also another example of a monograph 
which provides a specific dose for children, namely 
0.25 to 0.5 G. daily, in divided doses. The adult daily 
dose is given as 1 to 2 grammes. No reference to a 
suitable dosage form has been given, and the odour 
of the drug is given as — camphoraceous. It is 
used in treating petit mal. In our experience, the 
official dose for children is somewhat’ low. 

Another departure from old ways in stating doses 
will be found under the magnesium car 
oxides. The dose varies according to whether the 
drug is being used as a gastric antacid or as a laxative. 

The valve of picr¢toxin as an antidete in barbiturate 

isoning is officially commenced under the monograph 
or the drug. The dose suggested is 6 mgm. by intra- 
venous injection every 10 minutes until corneal reflexes 
return. 

Among the potassium salts it is pleasing to note the 
omission of penenans chlorate. Only habit, one feels, 
keeps it with us. 


An “Onerous and Intricate Task.” 

The Introduction claims that “in deciding on the 
scope of the new edition of the Pharmacopoeia, regard 
was had to the practice of medicine and pharmaceutics 
both in the United Kingdom and in the British Com- 
monwealth and the Colonies.” 

The British Pharmacopoeia Commission, whick origi- 
nated in 1928-29, formerly consisted of six members, 
with medicine and pharmacy having equal represen- 
tation. A Chairman and Secretary also participated. 
Since October 1, 1948, the Commission has consisted 
of 10 members, plus a Chairman (Prof. D. M. ey 
who visited Australia last year) and Secretary, T. C. 
Denston, B.Pharm., with G. R. Kitteringham as his 
assistant. 

According to the Preface, “the preparation of the 
eighth British Pharm a has been a no less onerous 
and intricate task” than the preparation of the B.P. 1948. 
No less than 10 Committees assisted the Commission, 
man of them having several Sub-Committees. 
Obviously a tremendous amount of mental energy was 
expended in compiling this edition, and -the least we 
can do is to record our gratitude to all concerned for 
a job that has been well done. 


Valuable Page Headings, Index and Cross References. 

One of the most valuable of the innovations intro- 
duced by this Pharmacopoeia is the use, at the top of 
each right-hand page, of a ogee which indicates 
the order of the monographs. is will certainly 
greatly assist in locating various drugs. Alternative] 
the two column index in 10-point type supplies a 
English and full Latin titles, and this, with the adequate 
cross references which appear on nearly every page 
leaves one without excuse in failing to an 0 chal 
drug or preparation. 

Capsules and implants of hormones are two dosage 
forms which are official for the first time. With the 
exception of chloramphenicol, all the official capsules 
relate to liquid medicaments. Sugar- tablets 
have at last been officially recognised, even though 
they’ve been in wide use for a generation or more. 

Sodium aminosalicylate (P.A.S. sodium), a new 
muscle relaxant decamethonium iodide, another hydan- 
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toinate methoin (Mesontoin), a new anticoagulant ethy! 
biscoumacetate (Tromexan of commerce), B.C.G. 
vaccine, and surgical catgut, are among the interesting 
additions to the Pharmacopoeia. 

All practising pharmacists will welcome the use of

and ethylene diamine. 

There are now only four liniments, and it points to 
eee menage influence at work when one notes that 

enceforth Lin. Terebinth. is not adjusted (after the 
froth has eventually subsided) to final volume. Instead 
a definite amount of water is used. The strength, for 
all practical purposes, is unchanged. 


Need for Two Calamine Lotions. 

The Introduction oe an important piece of news 
when it alleges that the formula for calamine lotion 
“has been amended on dermatological and pharma- 
ceutical grounds.” Three en cent. bentonite (official 
for the first time) and 0.5 per cent. liquefied phenol 
have been added to the 1948 formula. 

In my opinion the Commission should have given 
us two calamine lotions, one with and one without 
phenol. There are many instances when, dermatolo- 

ically, the latter is not desirable. It had also occurred 
o us that the phenol might be present as a bacterio- 
static, and so minimise the ym yor which unsterilised 
bentonite has to produce a foul odour in contact with 
water. To one who has consistently advocated the use 
of bentonite in calamine lotions for at least 12 years, 
it is a pleasure to see such an addition receiving official 
recognition. 

I would suggest, however, that pharmacists treat all 
their samples of bentonite to an hour’s dry heat at 
150 deg. C. before adding it into calamine lotion(s). 
Pharmaceutically, the presence of the e repre- 
sents real progress, for it will greatly facilitate the 
incorporation of roxenol, Dettol, sulphur, ichthammol 
and Liq. Pic. Carb. into calamine lotion, B.P 

Common parlance among us has at last been noticed. 
For years now the official abbreviated Latin title for 

repared coal tar solution has been ie Pic. Carbon. 

e B.P. 1953 makes it read Lig. Pic. Carb., which is 
how most of us have spoken of it. 

What appears to be a very satisfactory recipe using 
30 per cent. v/w vegetable oil, 0.5 per cent. v/w of 
oleic acid, together with zinc oxide, wool fat and lime 
water, introduces zinc cream, B.P. It is most interest- 
ing to us to note that this formula very closely 
resembles that which has been used by the Adelaide 
Children’s Hospital since 1929. For convenience in 
manufacturing in bulk, we “rounded off” the 1929 
formula in the 1950 edition of the A.C.H. Pharma- 
copoeia, and had found the addition of 1 per cent. w/w 
of oleic acid an advantage as far back as 1940. 

Folic acid, which has almost fallen from grace in 
this country, is rather a seremge companion for the 
other 60 or so additions to the Pharmacopoeia. Helium 
is the only gas to be added. 


Deletions. 

All pills have been discarded. Only one lozenge 
(that containing penicillin) now remains, and the 
domestic favourite gly of borax has been dropped. 
All but two suppositories have been deleted, 

Vegetable now Official, are dwindling, for the 
B.P. 1953 has deleted monographs relating to calumba, 
strophanthus, capsicum, colchicum seeds, ergot (and its 
liquid extract), krameria, myrrh, squill, senega, wild 
cherry and valerian, to name the more commonly 
known. 

Chemicals deleted include oasemene, sodium nitrite, 
acriflavine, amidopyrine and hexoestrol. 

Of the infusions only those of gentian and quassia 


remain. 

The 28 tinctures in the B.P. 1948 have been reduced 
to 17 in 1953. There are at least two important changes 
to be noted. The maximum dose of tincture of bella- 


donna is now altered back to the old amount—30 
minims. Tincture of colchicum is now made from a 
liquid extract prepared from the corm and not the 
seeds which have been deleted. 

Two household remedies in the shape of Syr. Ferr. 
Phosph. Co. and Sp. Aether. Nitros. are no longer 
official. Syr. Pruni Serot. and syrup of squill are 


among the deleted syrups. 

Of the Ferri Carb. Sacch. and 
Ferrum have been deleted. Ferric ammonium citrate is 
the new English title for iron and ammonium citrate. 


The new directive concerning the dispensing of 
insulin is of special interest. In future when no 
strength is stated the 40 units per mil article is to be 
supplied. Globin zinc insulin has now been given a 
monograph. 


Changes in Penicillin Preparations. 

The trend towards higher dosages of penicillin is 
reflected in the changes in stren which have been 
made in the monographs relating to amorphous and 
to crystalline penicillin. The old oil-wax injection has 
been deleted. 

Penicillin cream now contains 1000 units per gramme: 
the eye ointment 2000 units per gramme. 

When no strength is stated, an injection containing 
250,000 units per mil shall be dispensed. Either amor- 
phous or benzylpenicillin may be used: this also applies 
in making both the cream and the eye ointment. 

It has been found that wool alcohols reduce penicillin 
activity, and this explains why both the ointment and 
the eye ointment are made with a base consisting of 
liquid paraffin 5 (by weight) and yellow soft paraffin 
95. The ba paraffin is used to levigate the peni- 
cillin. (Yellow petroleum jelly is now given as a sub- 
sidiary title for Paraff. Moll. Flav.) 


G. for Gramme in Stating Doses. 

This innovation is long overdue. For years the Phar- 
macopoeia, in its appendix on weights and measures, 
has advocated the use of G. for gramme in writing 
prescriptions. Now, under pharmaceutical influence no 
doubt, the B.P. carries its own suggestion into practical 
effect. Where applicable, metric doses employ the 
contraction G. for gramme, although, in this edition 
at least, the small g. is retained in actual formulas. 

One hopes that all formularies will in future give 
serious consideration to using G. both in recipes and 
in listing dosages, for there is nothing quite so ee 
distinguishable in print and in manuscript as a well- 
formed capital G. It is perhaps seen to best advantage 
in formulas (say) for mixtures which involve metric 
doses in domestic (Imperial) volumes, e.g. Mist. Sulpha- 
dimidin, A.C.H. Why not M. as an alternative to ml. 
or mil in prescription writing? Badly-written, mil or 
ml. can be confused with min. or m. for minim. 


Appendices. 

I have already referred to the clarity of the printed 
page in this B.P. Analysts will most certainly notice 
the improvement in the lay out of the first appendix— 
Materials and Solutions Employed in Tests. By re- 
placing the italics formerly used in the subsidiary side 

eadings with Roman capitals a vast improvement has 
been effected. Industrial methylated spirit is not per- 
mitted for solubility tests, “or for any other test which 
would be vitiated.” 

The new type face has also proved itself in the table 
(p. 697) showing colour changes of indicators. Dia- 
Sai illustrations in various appendices are ex- 
cellent. 

The appendix relating to antibacterial dispensing has 
been rewritten. It now bears the simple and direct 
title: Parenteral Injections. Sub-section A deals with 
methods of sterilisation, and a third method is now 
included for sterilising “vessels and containers.” (The 
adjective glass is now omitted in respect of vessels.) 
The new method is by boiling under a reflux condenser 
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for 30 minutes immersed in a 1 in 500 aqueous solution 
of chlorocresol. At the end of the half hour the vessels 
are washed under aseptic conditions in pyrogen-free 
water. If none of the three stated methods is usable, 
permission is given to employ “any other suitable 
effective method.” (p. 848.) 

Sub-section B refers to the dispensing of parenteral 
injections. A special table is now included showing 
the permitted overage in ampoules of various sizes. 

As before, the final sub-section deals with the limit 
of alkalinity of glass. 


Approved Names. 

No less than 116 approved names are given on the 
list dated January, 1953. Some of them refer to sub- 
stances now Official: the majority relate to drugs which 
are being used, but which have not as yet been given 
a monograph. The bestowing of a name “does not 
imply that the substance will necessarily be included 
in the British Pharmacopoeia or that the Commission 
is prepared to recommend the use of the substance in 
medicine.” The list does serve those of us who may 
wish to compile formularies, however: we can success- 
fully “anticipate” official names. 

Among the names listed it is interesting to note the 
following :— 

Isoniazid (for isonicotinhydrazide); gallamine (Flaxe- 
dil); mercaptomerin sodium (Thromerir. Sodium); mus- 
tine for nitrogen mustard; phenylbutazone (Butazoli- 
din); sulphafurazole (Gantrisin); tolazoline (Priscol); 
aloxidone (Malidone); paramethadione (Paradione). 


Because of the rapid progress in pharmaceutical and 
pharmacological knowledge, the Commission, in 1947, 
recommended that a new Pharmacopoeia be issued 
within five years (instead of the 10-year period pre- 
viously suggested by the Sub-Committee of the Com- 
mittee of Civil Research) of the publication of the 
B.P. 1948. After studying the pages of the eighth B.P. 
one can commend this decision whole-heartedly. 
Heartiest congratulations, Mr. Denston! And to the 
printers and publishers too! 


TERRAMYCIN, MAGNAMYCIN FOUND EFFECTIVE 
AGAINST URINARY TRACT INFECTIONS. 


According to a report from the Medical and Pharma- 
ceutical Information Bureau, New York, a wide variety 
of urinary tract diseases, including one for which no 
cause has yet been found, yield readily to the anti- 
biotic terramycin, extensive clinical trials have revealed. 
Particularly stubborn cases can be defeated with mag- 
namycin, one of the newest of the earth-mould drugs. 

A terramycin solution locally applied was more than 
97 per cent. effective in the treatment of 871 patients 
pat non-specific urethritis, an inflammation of the 
urine conduit the cause of which is unknown. In 75 
per cent. of these patients, according to Dr. Charles 
Ferguson and associates of the U.S. Public Health Ser- 
vice Hospital, Staten Island, N.Y., only three applications 
of the antibiotic were needed. 

In addition to the success of terramycin in this series, 
Dr. Ferguson reported the recovery of eight out of nine 
treatment failures from a group of patients who had 
been given another antibiotic. A report of Dr. Fer- 
guson’s research appeared in a recent issue of The 
Military Surgeon. 

Response to one of the newest antibiotics, magnamy- 
cin, in 13 out of 15 urinary tract infection cases which 
had resisted all previous treatment, has been reported 
by Dr. Howard M. Trafton and associates of Brooks 

ospital, Brookline, Mass. Magnamycin is similar to 
penicillin in its anti-microbial range, but has proven 
specifically useful against microbes which have become 
resistant to older antibiotics. Dr. Trafton’s study has 
been published in a recent issue of “Antibiotics and 
Chemotherapy.”

Fellowship Course in South Australia—Continued 
Lecture 9: Modern Aids to Reduce Mental Tension in Normal People. 


The lecturer opened by ge attention to the 
content of the previous lecture, which included brief 
statements of the efforts being made to help people 
who are mentally ill and the statement that the causes 
of such illnesses were not well defined, consequently 
appropriate treatments were still in their infancy. 

A similar position exists in the understanding of the 
tensions which can exist between normally healthy in- 
dividuals (and groups) which cause conflict frequently 
because of a prejudiced view. 

When this problem is studied from a social psycho- 
logical standpoint it is found that most tensions and 
conflicts have their origin in the environmental orga- 
nisation surrounding the individuals (or groups). 

This thought is well illustrated by considering a 
typical social organisation such as a club. Individuals 
join a club or group of members of like interests, and, 
as an affiliated member, the individual owes a loyalty 
to the club or group as a whole. 

This loyalty is often the main-spring of the organisa- 
tion in that it creates healthy rivalry with similar 
clubs and as such does not create a neurosis. It is only 
when rivalry develops into hostility that mental ill 
health of the individual or group begins. 

Hostility may develop both with and without reason. 
It may be felt, but not displayed, but is more frequently 
openly shown. 


Hostility, without reason, displayed or not displayed, 
is essentially a prejudiced view. 

Prejudiced views may come from the adoption of a 
more or less ruthless 4 jag by individuals, or by the 


group to gain a set goal. any instances of this sub- 
servience of all other considerations to a definite objec- 
tive are seen in sporting clubs. 

In the political sphere Marxism provided an out- 
standing example. 

In industry hostilities or conflicts are common and 
are the cause of strikes and industrial stoppages. 

Industrial troubles usually come from the tolerance 
of the group being exceeded, the original cause of con- 
flict gaining priority in the minds of the individuals 
concerned, the minimising factors being correspondingly 
reduced in importance, 

The restraining effect of the minimising factors 
rapidly decreases if the worker is daily in an atmos- 
phere of conflict. Work hours occupy a very large seg- 
ment of the life of the individual and so continual 
dissatisfaction reduces tolerance and foments industrial 


unrest. 
Systems of Removing Tension. 

1. Many industrial concerns tried to improve the 
mental health of all parties working in the organisation 
by improving the conditions of labour and the organisa- 
tion of schemes designed to give the staff an assurance 
of a reasonable future. Similar ideals originally 
prompted the setting up of the various Arbitration 
Acts, but the results had not proved to be as beneficial 
as expected. 

Psychologically it was essential to recognise that 
these ideals of better relationships depended for their 
success upon the education of the individuals concerned 
in their inter-dependence one upon the other. 

Inter-dependence continual emphasis be- 
cause everyone tends to emphasise individuality and 
this striving for one’s own betterment without consider- 
ing others always leuds to individual antagonism and 

tly causes group hostility. 


Vocational Guidance. 

2. Selection of work and workers, by some organised 
system, was a modern ideal designed to minimise ten- 
sion. Persons engaged in work for which they are 
suited are more likely to be happy than those working 
at distasteful tasks. 

If they are happy then their tolerance factor is 
greater and conflict is less likely to arise. They work 
with less chance of conflict with the boss. 

We attempt these days to achieve industrial harmony 
by the introduction of vocational guidance. 

In considering the problem of the introduction of a 
regs to a suitable job, the Guidance Officer bases 

is considered opinion upon three factors:— 

1. The person concerned; his interests, aptitude and 
experience up to date. 

2. The various jobs available: the rate of pay and 
direct benefits, the physical conditions of work, 
the chances of promotion, particularly as such 
is effected by competition from other employees 
or employers. 

3. The assistance offered towards advancement in the 
mental sense; the facilities for further academic 
education, the technical training provided in an 
institution, apprenticeship or other specialised 
forms of study. 

These factors, and their influence upon the selection 
of a suitable job, are assessed in the current vocational 
guidance tests to the best advantage at about the age 
of 16 years. The actual procedure includes:— 

A. A discussion of the problem with the youth based 
epee the question: “What sort of job would you 
ike?” 

These discussions usually fail to give a satisfac- 
tory solution simply because the youngster does 
not know enough about the various jobs to be able 
to express an opinion. 

It is, however, essential that the guidance officer 
has a wide acquaintanceship with jobs of all kinds. 
He must have a broad idea of the main features 
of many types of employment otherwise he is 
unable to make suggestions, and what is more 
important is unable to correct any unsuitable 
ideas which are commonly in the minds of the boys, 
e.g., “I want to be a tram driver.” Because this, 
to a youth’s mind, is a greater achievement than 
most men rise to. The Officer must satisfy him- 
self that this particular youth is most suitable for 
this career, if not guide him somewhere else. 

. The application of a series of standardised tests 
to determine intelligence and special aptitudes. 
The I.Q. has already been explained and can be 
considered to be fairly reliable. The special apti- 
tudes which can be measured are few in number, 


e.g.— 

1, Clerical aptitude, or the ability for accurate and 
quick perception of routine detail. 

2. Mechanical aptitude, or the ability to grasp how 
parts, or shapes of a physical character fit 
and work together. 

3. Space-form aptitude, or the ability to visualise 
= see a finished job before it is actually 

gun. 
This particular aptitude is of at assist-— 
ance to a pharmacist or his apprentice in visual- 
ising, e.g., a finished window after dressing, dis- 
play of goods or fixtures in the pharmacy, de- 
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signing dispensary lay-out, even down to measure- 
ment of shelves, designing dispensary labels, 
with view to lay-out and printing required to 
‘give maximum clarity and acceptability. 


C. The compilation of a score, record, or interest 


analysis in various occupations to find those which 
— the most. This may be done by the use 
of standardised test devices, but a searching series 
of questions is also used particularly after the 
advantages and disadvantages of various classes of 
work have been explained. 


The Outcome of Vocational Guidance. 

Experience and records prove that children who have 
been given vocational guidance are less likely to change 
their jobs than those who do not have the advantage 
of a test. 

Vocational guidance cannot always provide the right 
answer because the likes and dislikes of children are 
very largely governed by their environment. The 
struggle for social prominence sometimes forces people 
into jobs for which they have neither the necessary 
intelligence nor the special aptitudes. 

Financial considerations often prevent the taking up 
of an occupation for which the entrant is well fitted, 
e.g., the entrant to pharmacy because the parents 
cannot afford medicine, 

The lecturer pointed out here that many youths who 
seek a career in medicine because of its social prestige 
find the academic study too much for them and then 
take pharmacy as their profession. This is probably 
because the service of these two professions to the 
public is more closely allied than any other occupations. 

The organisation of vocational guidance began in 
Australia about 1930 and gained prominence in Sydney 
in 1932 during the depression period. 

The N.S.W. Government then established a Vocational 
Guidance Bureau to assist in the problem of the unem- 
ployed. Afterwards the emphasis passed onto the ap- 
plication to youth entering the working world from 
school. There are about 200 Guidance Officers profes- 
sionally engaged in this movement in Australia, of 
whom only seven are resident in South Australia,

EXTERNAL PARASITES OF POULTRY 


The different external parasites of poultry need to 
be dealt with in various ways, depending on their life 
cycles. Some of these parasites, such as poultry lice, 
scalyteg and depluming mites, pass their whole life 
on the birds, while poultry tick, red mite and stickfast 
flea shelter in the environment. 

Live Stock Officers of the Victorian Department of 
Agriculture point out that lice are easily recognisable 
because of their yellowish colour and active move- 
ments. They cause considerable irritation with loss of 
condition and egg production. Contact transmission is 
rapid, sy when the pens are overcrowded and 
the birds poorly nourished. D.D.T. in a 1 per cent. 
watery suspension may be used as a dip for individual 
birds. An alternative treatment for lice is to apply 
nicotine sulphate to the perches at the rate of 4 oz. 

r 100 ft. shortly before the fowls go to roost. The 

mes act as a delouser, but the treatment may have 
to be repeated at monthly intervals. 

The scaly-leg mite causes unsightly crusty swellings 
on the legs and toes of fowls, turkeys, pigeons and 
other birds, operating under the scales, and being trans- 
mitted by contact. Treat by scrubbing infected areas 
in crude oil or by applying a 1-in-10 sulphur ointment 
after the legs have been scrubbed with soap and water. 
The perches should be disinfected with tar oil. The 
depluming mite operates similarly at the site of the 
buried portion of the feather quill. 


The adult red mite is found under perch junctions, 
near nests and in other sheltered parts of the fowl- 
house. It engorges itself on the fowls at night, resulting 
in effects similar to those caused by lice. In warm 
weather the whole life cycle may be completed in a 
week. Easily-detachable perches to facilitate cleaning 
should be installed. Accumulated droppings should be 
removed, and perches sprayed with a disinfectant. Tar 
oil may be used, but a watery D.D.T. suspension is 
effective over a much longer period. 


ang! tick is prevalent in the northern districts, 
and its life history is similar to that of the red mite. 
It can live or hibernate at incredible distances away 
from the fowl. New pens should be built well away 
from infested trees and buildings. The perches are 
best suspended by wire from the roof. For thorough 
disinfection of the sheds, use tar oil or D.D.T. sus- 
pension.—“‘News Bulletin” No. 454, 7/4/53, Department 
of Agriculture, Victoria.

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National Health Services 


- Consolidating Bill Introduced 


The Minister for Health, Sir Earle Page, introduced 
the National Health Bill, 1953, in the House of Repre- 
sentatives on March 27. 

In doing so, he said the measure had major objectives 
of the most far-reaching importance. 

Pledges had been made on behalf of the Government 
when various measures dealing with National Health 
Services had been introduced during the last three 
years, that at the appropriate time, a Bill would be 
introduced to consolidate in one statute the health ser- 
vices which would lay the foundation for a National 
Health Scheme for the Commonwealth. 

The present Bill was designed to do that, and would, 
he said, provide the final and complete answer against 
socialisation of medicine. 

The several Parts of the Bill relate to:— 


(a) National Health Services. 

(b) Medical Benefits. 

(c) Pensioner Medical Services. 

(d) Hospital Benefits. 

(e) Medical and Hospital Benefits Organisations. 

(f) Pharmaceutical Benefits, 

(g) Committees of {nquiry. 

When enacted the consolidation measure will, with 
certain exceptions, replace previous legislation dealing 
with these matters. 

The Bill, however, did not proceed beyond the second 
reading stage before the closing of the Parliamentary 
session. 

The Government’s proposed National Medical Ser- 
vices will, therefore, be launched under the regulations 
made with the very wide powers contained in the old 
National Health Services Act. The pharmaceutical bene- 
fits scheme, pensioner medical service and other services 
now in operation will continue to run under the 
separate enactments in operation at the present time. 

e consolidating Bill contains many provisions of 
extreme interest, and which, if enacted, may have im- 
portant effects on pharmacy. 

It provides that the Governor-General may arrange 
for operation of aerial medical and dental services, 
teaching research and advisory services in relation to 
maternal and child health and the improvement of 
health or prevention of disease. 

Pharmaceutical Benefits——The section of the Bill of 
most direct interest to chemists is Part VII, dealing 
with pharmaceutical benefits. This provides for the 
repeal of the Pharmaceutical Benefits Acts of 1948, 1949 
and 1952, as well as the National Health (Medicines for 
Pensioners) Regulations. 

Approvals granted under the old Acts remain in force 
under the provisions of Section 82. 

The exclusion from pharmaceutical benefits of per- 
sons occupying public beds in ag hospitals is not 
carried into the consolidating Bill, Section 85 of which 
states that except as prescribed, a person who is re- 
ceiving medical treatment by a medical practitioner is 
entitled to receive pharmaceutical benefits. 

Section 87 confers authority on every medical prac- 
titioner to write a prescription for the supply of 
pharmaceutical benefits, but contains a provision that 
a medical practitioner shall not write a prescription for 
the supply to himself of a pharmaceutical benefit, being 
a narcotic drug; shall not write a prescription for a 
pharmaceutical benefit otherwise than for the treatment 
of a person requiring the pharmaceutical benefit; shall 
not direct in a prescription that the benefit is to be ad- 
ministered in a form other than that prescribed in rela- 
tion to that pharmaceutical benefit. Penalty for breach 
of this section is £100 or imprisonment for six months. 

Section 92 relates to the supply of pharmaceutical 
benefits by medical practitioners, and provides— 

(a) The medical practitioner may supply pharma- 


ceutical benefits as prescribed for the purpose of the 
section to persons entitled to receive benefits; 

(b) Regulations may prescribe the maximum quan- 
tity of pharmaceutical benefit which may be obtained 
by a medical practitioner during a specified period; 

(c) Payment by the Commonwealth for benefits so 
supplied shall be made as prescribed. 

Section 93 provides for the approval of hospital 
authorities for the purpose of supplying pharmaceu- 
tical benefits and contains a provision that a hospital 
authority shall not be approved in respect of a hospital 
unless the dispensing of drugs and medicinal prepara- 
tions at that hospital is performed by or under the 
supervision of a medical practitioner or pharmaceutical 

Payment for services is dealt with in Section 97 
which states that approved chemists and doctors shall 
be entitled to payment for pharmaceutical benefits at 
such rates and pubject to such conditions as the Minis- 
ter determines, 

97 (4) provides that payment to which an approved 
hospital authority in a State is entitled to may be paid 
to that State or to an authority of that State on behalf 
of the approved hospital authority. 

Advisory Committee.—Legislation is provided under 
Section 99 for the establishment of a Pharmaceutical 
Benefits Advisory Committee to make recommendations 
to the Minister as to the drugs and medicinal prepara- 
tions it considers should be made available as pharma- 
ceutical benefits, and to advise the Minister on any 
other matter concerning the operation of the pharma- 
ceutical benefits section of the Act referred to it by the 
Minister. 

This is to be a Federal Committee comprising an of- 
ficer of the Commonwealth Department of Health, who 
is a pharmaceutical chemist, and four medical practi- 
tioners appointed by the Minister, and a pharmaceutical 
chemist appointed by the Minister. It is further pro- 
vided that the Minister may also appoint a pharma- 
cologist to the Committee. 

Committees of Inquiry.—Details for the establishment 
of medical and pharmaceutical committees of inquiry 
are incorporated in the Bill. 

The Pharmaceutical Services Federal Committee of 
Inquiry shall consist of the Director-General and four 
poerscavesces: chemists appointed by the Minister. The 

irector-General may, by writing, appoint a person to 
be a member of such committee in his stead. 

These committees are to be appointed to inquire into 
and report on matters referred to them arising out of 
the services or conduct of approved chemists in con- 
nection with the supply of pharmaceutical benefits or 
pensioner benefits. 

Penalty provisions for breaches by doctors, chemists 
and others are liberally scattered through the Act. 

Section 102, which deals with powers of authorised 
persons, empowers an authorised person to enter the 
premises, at all reasonable times, of an approved 
pharmaceutical chemist, medical practitioner, or hospi- 
tal authority; make examination or inquiry and take 
books, documents, etc., for ascertaining whether the 
provisions of the Act are being complied with; take 
samples of drugs, medicines or substance which may 
be supplied as or may be an ingredient of a pharmaceuti- 
cal benefit; and write a prescription for a pharmaceu- 
tical benefit for the purpose of making a test or analysis. 

Regulatons may be made, inter alia, to— 
which pharmaceutical benefits shall be supplied. 

(b) Make provision for or in relation to the writing 
of prescriptions. 

(c) Prescribe the hospitals, or the classes of hospitals, 
which shall be deemed to be public hospitals for the 
purposes of this Part. 
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New Books 


“Deficiency Diseases in Japanese Prison Camps.” b 
Dean A. Smith and Michael F. A. Woodruff, with an 
Introduction by J. Bennet. 

Medical Research Council Special Report Series, No. 
274. Pp. viii, 209. Five plates, 16 figures. Paper 
covers, London: His Majesty’s Stationery Office, 1951. 
Price, 12/3. 

In his introduction to this comprehensive report on 
nutritional studies in the three main prison camps in 
the Pacific area—the Changi Military Camp, the Civilian 
Internment Camp at Singapore, and the Stanley Camp, 
Hong Kong-—Major-General Bennet explains the various 
causes contributing to the delay in its appearance. 
Apart from the time taken to assemble and correlate 
the wealth of information, more urgent demands on 
limited publishing resources added to the delay. 

The late appearance of this publication in no way 
detracts from its value, since it is both an important 
contribution to the field of nutritional studies and an 
historical document of lasting interest. 

In former centuries men could slowly starve and fall 
a prey to the diseases without anyone 
being able to do anything more than ascribe the whole 
affair to Providence. The story is quite different today, 
when men, watching each other starve and sicken, know 
full well that the picture could so easily be altered, given 
adequate food with the proper vitamin contents. To 
have such knowledge and be almost powerless to help is 
one of the tragedies of modern times, as exemplified in 
this report on conditions in Japanese prisoner-of-war 
camps. 

There has been no attempt at dramatisation of the 
desperate situations existing in the various camps, but 
one cannot remain unmoved at the distressingly frequent 
occurrence of such words as lack, deficiency, limited 
supplies, under-nourishment. 

While the report has been written primarily for the 
attention of the medical profession and nutritional 
authorities, it cannot fail to arouse and maintain the 
interest of members of such a closely allied profession as 
sey pee 6 The subject matter is presented in such a 
ucid style that there need be no fear of the uninitiated 
losing interest through becoming bogged down in a 
morass of unfamiliar technical terms. 

This is no ordinary technical report written as the 
result of investigations under ideal conditions by the 
“back-room boys,” but here is a monument to the 
courage and sacrifice of all the front-line men who, under 
conditions of extreme adversity, gathered together these 
statistics of suffering which made this report possible. 
This is not meant to detract in any way from the 
restige of all the peacetime scientists whose patient 
abour and epoch-making discoveries of vitamins and 
their role in animal nutrition provided the background 
for the interpretation of all the assembled data of this 


eport. 

he text of the report is fully supplemented by close 
on 70 tables and 16 diagrams packed with information, 
and many references are made to published works listed 
at the end of the volume. Since a very clearly set out 
table of “Contents” appears at the front of the book, the 
lack of an index—the preparation of which would have 
nom a tremendous task in itself—is not a serious dis- 
ability. 

We who can relax in a comfortable chair to read this 
report may perhaps smile to find that the authors once 
or twice lapse into calling a decoction an infusion, but 
at the same time feel very thankful that we are not 
needing to use Appenets A (Methods Devised for Utilis- 
ing Foods and Other Products of Nutritional Importance) 
as a guide for preparing supper from bones, snails, grass 
and pine-needles. 
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However, to be serious again, there is nothing but 
praise to bestow on the officers and men of our Aus- 
tralian Army, who take their place alongside other 
Britishers in this report to furnish such evidence of 
practical faith in ultimate victory. 

When we lay aside this book, we shall, in silence, cer- 
tainly agreé with the authors who wrote that “Adversity 
stimulated the prisoners to surprising ingenuity in utilis- 
ing the wreckage of war... .” sa di 


Elementary Genetics, by Wilma George, pp. 171, 9 x 
54, Macmillan, 1951. 

The dust-jacket describes this book as likely to a 
to students of “varied biological interests.” It is indeed 
intended for non-specialists—for Part I Science, as we 
call it, for Medical, Dental, Veterinary and Pharmacy 
students. e 

It covers the pound, placing mitosis, meiosis and 
gametogenesis before Mendelism, for the purpose of 
presentation. It goes on to deal with Crossing-over, 
Sex Determination and Mutation. The sections on the 
action, interaction and nature of genes is particularly 
well presented. There is a brief account of Genetics 
and Evolution. 

This volume is a competent, readable and valuable 
account of fundamental biology. 

Perhaps it would have gained by including a chapter 
on the social importance of genetics. This application 
seems desirable when it is considered for whom the 
book is designed.—N.C.M.

The Pharmacy Bill. 

Details were given in last month’s News Letter of 
the second reading of the Pharmacy Bill, when it was 
sent to a Standing Committee. It has now been con- 
sidered once by this Standing Committee and reported 
unamended, but further consideration will be given 
to it on April 24. Mr. G. R. Mitchison, who questioned 
the abolition of a limit on the personal retention fee, 
gave notice of amendments, and in the Committee he 
pointed out that the retention fee had a statutory limit 
of £2, while the premises fee had a limit of £3. The 
Bill proposed to remove the ceiling on the former, while 
retaining it on the latter. Young pharmacists might 
not be considered sufficiently paid, and the expenses 
of the Society should be put to some considerable 
extent on the training side. Mr. Somerville Hastings, 
M.P., himself a surgeon, said the Pharmaceutical 
Society was one of the oldest and must important of 
the professional associations, which in the past had 
been largely self-governing. He realised that the Bill 
made it possible for the Society to raise the annual 
subscription to be paid by members. He realised also 
very fully, not only the valuable work done by hospital 
pharmacists, but the fact that to a very large extent 
they were badly paid in comparison with their pro- 
fessional colleagues in the medical and other profes- 
sions, and also in comparison with commercial phar- 
macists. What the amendment recommended was in 
effect not a Pharmaceutical Society, but a society of 
pharmaceutical shops. That was to say, it asked the 
shops to pay more. Surely if the shops paid more, 
they would ask for more power and authority in the 
Society. If the amendment were accepted, he saw 
some danger that one of the oldest and most dis- 
tinguished of the professional associations might cease 
to have the interest which it now had for its members 
on the scientific side, and would become commer- 
cialised and an association of shopkeepers. 


Mr. H. N. Linstead, Secretary of the Society, said 
that when it came to a choice between the Society’s 
members pty | for the activities of their professional 
society out of their own pockets, or, by compulsion of 
Act of Parliament, drawing on commercial concerns 
for their funds, the choice would be left to members 
of the Society. The members were concerned that 
they should keep the Society as the body which was 
created by Royal Charter—a professional society of 
individual professional members—and they were 
frankly (he thought he could use that word) afraid 
that by extracting more revenue from commercial 
organisations they would, on the principle of no taxa- 
tion without representation, inevitably and gradually 
find themselves in a position where the effective control 
of the Society must, on its merits, be handed over to 
some other organisation. 

Mr. G. R. Mitchison also moved an amendment which, 
if it became law, would have required the Societ 
to accept for registration students who had passed all 
the subjects in their final examination for a degree, 
but had not received the degree. (This could arise 
because students might pass in each subject, but had 
failed to obtain the necessary total aggregate for a 
degree.) Mr. Mitchison said that what he was putting 
forward was in short a brief plea for the famous Indian 
qualification “Failed B.A. Hyderabad University.” 

Mr. Linstead said that the Council of the Soci 
had a duty to maintain a certain standard of exami- 
nation in the interests of the public; that was main-

tained by a careful selection of examiners whose names 
were approved by the Privy Council. When the Uni- 
versities began to give degrees in pharmacy, the 
Society was able to accept the evidence of the certifi- 
cate of the University examiners in place of the cer- 
tificate of its own examiners. What Mr. Mitchison was 
asking was for the Society to say that what was not 
good enough for a University was good enough for 
the public. He doubted whether the Society would be 
justified in trying to assess the marks of some 
examiners over whom they had no control and for 
whose appointment they had no responsibility. How- 
ever, he could assure Mr. Mitchison that any candidate 
who had the record of a University course behind him 
would almost certainly be exempted by the Pharma- 
ceutical Society from the necessity of attending a 
further course of instruction, but would be required 
to take the final examination. 


Training of Assistants. 


From time to time the question of registration of 
ungualified assistants has been mentioned in News 
Letters. The Council of the Society has now drawn 
up the following scheme for giving effect to its pro- 
posals:— 

Name. i 

1. In describing a person to which this scheme applies 

the name “pharmacy assistant” will be used. 


Training. 

2. This should be of a practical nature carried out 
ina pharmacy. The minimum period of training should 
be two years, and before admission to the examination 
a candidate should present a certificate-from the phar- 
macist under whom he has been trained. The training 
given by the pharmacist may be supplemented by 
courses of a suitable nature, for example, at local tech- 
nical colleges. 

Examination. 

3. Candidates should be not less than 19 years of age. 
There should be a practical examination of three hours’ 
duration and an oral examination. 


Syllabus. 

Practical: The candidate should be required:— 

(i) to prepare, pack and label uncomplicated pre- 
parations under conditions existing in a phar- 
macy; 

(ii) to perform exercises showing a knowledge of the 
routine of a pharmacy. 

Oral: The candidate should be able:— 

(i) to answer questions indicating an elementary 
knowledge of 

(a) the properties of pharmaceutical materials 
as related to the preparation of medicines; 

(b) the principles underlying the preparation 
of medicines; 

(c) the control of poisons. 

(ii) To read simple prescriptions and know drugs 
and preparations by their English and La 
names and their Latin abbreviations. 

(iii) To describe the routine for the receipt, recording 
and dispensing of prescriptions and for the 
handing over of medicines to the public. 

(iv) To describe dispensary organisation, including 
_ Stock-keeping and storage. 

(v) To give the doses of drugs and preparations in 
common use. 


Examining Body. 

4. It is considered that the examination should be 
conducted by a joint body consisting of representatives 
of the Society, the Guild of Public Pharmacists, and 
employing interests, e.g. the National Pharmaceutical 
Union, the Company Chemists’ Association, and the 
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Co-operative Union. This would involve seeking the 
co-operation of the other The examining 
body should be responsible for issuing evidence to 
successful candidates and maintaining a record of such 
candidates. The examiners should all be practising 


pharmacists, 
Supervision. 

5. (a) The function of a pharmacy assistant is to 
undertake work of a routine nature in the preparation 
and/or supply of medicines under the supervision of 
a pharmacist. The training is intended to produce a 
person who can act as a general assistant in a phar- 
macy, though in practice he or she may be primarily 
engaged in one branch of work, e.g. in serving custo- 
mers or in dispensing. Persons employed in a phar- 
macy exclusively on duties other than those concerned 
with medicines and medical appliances are not regarded 
as involved in the arrangements outlined below except 
where specifically mentioned. Although these arrange- 
ments are advanced in connection with the employment 
of assistants whom it is proposed should be trained 
and examined in accordance with this scheme, they 
are equally applicable to assistants similarly employed 
in the preparation and supply of medicines who have 
not been so trained and examined. 


(b) If there is only one pharmacist in an ¢stablish- 
ment employing an assistant or assistants, the parts 
of the establishment where the assistant or assistants 
may be employed should be sufficiently close to one 
another to enable an effective oversight to be main- 
tained. Generally speaking, these will be the dispens- 
ing and serving counters. Where there is only one 
pharmacist, his absences from the establishment when 
it is open should be reduced to a minimum. If there 
are regular absences for appreciable periods, slackness 
in the conduct of assistants is liable to develop and 
instructions given to them tend to become ignored. 


(c) In the preparation of medicines control can be 
exercised by the pharmacist assigning to the assistant 
the work he is required to do, is function is to 
— a routine task efficiently. The work should 

within the limits of the training the assistant has 
received, and there should be nothing doubtful or 
obscure about it. Prescriptions should be examined 
by the pharmacist to see whether they are within the 
competence of the assistant before being handed over 
to him and to ensure that any point which needs to 
be cleared up with the prescriber is resolved, that in- 
formation necessary from the patient or messenger can 
be obtained, and any explanation which the assistant 
should have can be given. The checking of ingredients 
should be undertaken by the pharmacist, who should 
examine the final peoduct before it is passed for 
delivery to the patient. Any verbal instructions as to 
use should also be given by the pharmacist and not 
by the assistant. At the serving counter reliance must 
be placed to some extent on instructions to the assistant 
to ensure that he does not attempt what he cannot 
roperly perform, since the pharmacist may not be 
n a position to hear and see everything which goes on. 


(d) There is obviously a limit to the number of 
assistants one pharmacist can effectively supervise. It 
may be undesirable or impracticable to lay down a 
definite ratio between the number of pharmacists and 
the number of assistants who may be employed. There 
is, however, need for some indication of numbers, 

rticularly when there is one pharmacist only engaged 
in the establishment. In that case under normal con- 
ditions in a pharmacy it is considered that three 
assistants is the limit. Where an establishment is 
devoted solely to the dispensing of medicines the 
number should normally be not more than one. Staff 
not engaged in the preparation or supply of medicines, 
but under the control of the pharmacist, are not taken 
into account in these figures, but if their number is 
large it will affect his ability to exercise supervision 
over pharmacy assistants. 
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Honour for Society's President. 


The President of the Pharmaceutical Society, Alder- 
man W. J. Tristram, has been selected as the Lord 
Mayor of Liverpool for the Coronation year. Liverpool 
is the third largest city in England, and has a popu- 
lation drawn from many races, large industrial enter- 
prises and many fine buildings. Alderman Tristram 
is already past Chairman of the National Pharmaceu- 
tical Union, and has been a member of the Liverpool 
Corporation since 1934. He is a member of many Sub- 
Committees and also of the Special Committee for 
the next meeting of the British Association. In ad- 
dition Mr. Tristram has served on the Central Health 
Services Council for England since its inception and 
also on the Liverpool Executive Council. 


At the April Council meeting Mr. Tristram was con- 
gratulated by the members and on behalf of the staff. 
It was said that the members of the Society realised 
to the full the work that the President had done for 
pharmacy and the honour he had brought to it. They 
felt certain that-if he did as much for Liverpool in 
his new office, the citizens would never regret their 
action in making him Lord Mayor. 

Society's Affairs. 

The Council Election, at which ail of the seven retir- 
ing candidates are standing, has attracted a field of 21 
members. This is an unusually high number, and has 
only once been succeeded within recent years. The 
Flood Relief Fund has reached nearly £11,900. A pre- 
liminary report has been made into the question of 
establishing an Old People’s Home for members of the 
Society, but in view of the responsibility involved, the 
Council did not feel they could reach a decision without 
fully exploring alternative methods of dealing with the 


problem. 
New Inquiry into Health Costs. 


Just before the Easter recess, the Minister of Health 
announced in the House of Commons that a Committee 
would be set up to inquire into the costs of the Health 
Service. He said that he had consulted with the 
Secretary of State for Scotland, and they both felt 
that the many issues involved were so complex that 
the wisest course would be to refer the whole matter 
for an independent and objective inquiry. Accordingly 
they proposed to set up a Committee with the following 
terms of reference:— 

To review the present and prospective cost of the 
National Health Service; to suggest means, whether 
by modifications in organisation or otherwise, of ensur- 
ing the most effective control and efficient use of such 
Exchequer funds as may be made available; to advise 
how, in view of the burdens on the Exchequer, a rising 
charge may be avoided, while providing for the main- 
tenance of an adequate service; and to make recom- 
mendations. 

This announcement brought bitter remarks from the 
Opposition, and Mr. A. Bevan, former Minister of 
Health, said that the inquiry should be undertaken by 
the Central Health Services Advisory Council, and he 
described Mr. Macleod as an avowed enemy of the 
N.H.S. The Minister in reply taunted Mr. van as 
a Minister who had never got his estimates within 
£100 million of the right figure. 


Prescription Survey. 


Professor D. M. Dunlop, who occupies the Chair of 
Therapeutics at the University of Edinburgh, and is 
Chairman of the General Medical Council, has pub- 
lished in the British Medical Journal a survey of pre- 
scriptions issued throughout Scotland for a specific 
month (October, 1951). The sample consisted of 1 per 
cent. of all forms, and amounted to 18,848 prescriptions. 
The findings were analysed under the Executive Council 
areas, with the four large towns being specially con- 
sidered. Proprietaries show an average of 30 cent., 
rangipg from 27.4 to 36.5. Tablets were the most

Vitamins, tonics and symptomatic remedies consti- 
tuted 51.6 per cent. of all prescriptions written. Bro- 
mides alone were prescribed very rarely (1 per cent.), 
compared with the previous English figure of 5.8 per 
cent. Bromides, however, were prescribed with chloral 
hydrate on 40 occasions, representing some 4000 of such 
prescriptions in October, 1951. It seems unfortunate, 
say the authors, that this mixture should appear in 
the National Formulary for 1952, for bromides are 
sedatives which have to be administered frequently 
before there is sufficient replacement of chloride by 
bromide ion to exert a depressant effect on the central 
nervous system, and their occasional administration 
with a hypnotic such as chloral hydrate has no more 
effect than a dose of salt water. It is noted that 
compound cough mixtures containing sedatives and 
expectorants were ordered as often as sedative prepa- 
rations, but purely expectorant cough mixtures were 
not ordered as often as either. This, say the authors, 
is satisfactory, as there is considerable doubt about 
the value of expectorants. The proportion of prescrip- 
tions for cough mixtures was higher in the urban than 
in the rural areas, which seems to suggest that coughs 
are one of the hazards cf city as opposed to country 
life. On the other hand, there was no similar trend 
in the proportion of prescriptions for stomachics in 
town and country, which does not support the general 
impression that dyspepsia is also one of the penalties 
of urban life. 


Professor Dunlop’s team also analysed the prescrip- 


tion frequency in relation to the population density 
of the areas and to the size of the doctors’ lists. Gener- 
ally the prescription rate r patient rises with an 
increase in the population density, and medical prac- 
titioners with larger lists issue a higher number of 
rescriptions per patient. Manufacturers, however, 
ave to be considered, Professor Dunlop admits, as list 
size is largest in urban areas, so that the prescription 
rate may depend primarily on locality, but it is recog- 
nised that overworked practitioners may find it easier 
to write a prescription than take a complete case 
history. 
Student Activities. 


The Annual Conference of the British Pharmaceu- 
tical Students’ Association was held recently at Sun- 
derland, in the North of England. At one lecture 
Professor E. J. R. Eagleshaw, from the University of 
Durham, spoke on the purpose of education. After 
referring to the ideas on education, current in ancient 
Greece, he said: Work had become meaningless to the 
ordinary worker, due to the uneducative results of 
division of labour. This led to great material success, 
but it was in danger of leading to a great social and 
educational failure. After enumerating the subjects 
included in the curriculum, Professor Eagleshaw asked: 
“How to end this isolation of school from the com- 
munity so that education becomes more real, more 
vital, more lasting?” He suggested that vocational 
guidance by the school in co-operation with the home 
should take the place of examinations, and he made 
a plea for the establishment of county colleges, where 
school, youth and adult pursuits could go on in the 
same building. The alternative was to allow greater 
centralisation, more limited purposes, further speciali- 
sation, further division of labour, ever more frightening 
examinations. “All this,” he said, “is very popular to 
a certain type of mind—to me it spells the death of 
real culture.” 


The Conference also had the benefit of a lecture 
by Mr. D. A. Scott Cairns, Q.C., Chairman of the 
Statutory Committee, on its work. He showed its 
relationship to the English legal system, and outlined 
its procedure. In conclusion he said: We see the seam 
side of pharmacy, but it is something very small wi 


regard to pharmacy as a whole. The Committee has 
an important part to play in preventing the rascal 
from practising as a pharmacist and in helping to 
raise still further the status of the profession, but in 
the last resort it is the public spirit and private indi- 
vidualism on the part of the pharmacist which will 
maintain pharmacy as a partner with medicine in the 
great art of healing. 

In addition to business sessions, the students held a 
social evening, a theatre party, a dinner and a “Brains 
Trust,” as well as having a coach tour of the locality. 


Prescription Forms. 

In reply to a, question, Miss Hornsby-Smith, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of Health, said that 
in England and Wales the estimated average number 
of prescriptions per form was 1.71 in February, 1953, 
1.57 in May, 1952, and 1.59 in February, 1952. The 
estimated average cost per ge get was about 4/24 
in December, 1952, compared with 4/14 in May, 1952, 
and 3/103 in December, 1951. A member said that 
this figure suggested that the prescription charge had 
added to the cost per prescription, and had encouraged 
doctors to add to the amount of drugs prescribed and 
thereby increased the amount of wastage. Miss 
Hornsby-Smith replied that this was not the sole ex- 
planation. The main cause was the increased prescrib- 
ing of expensive new drugs.

New Industry and Research. 

Amongst the new industries now started in South 
Africa is a new caramel factory; an offshoot of a British 
house, the new industries fill the large demands of 
the food industry. Naturally the factory is situated in 
Natal in close proximity to the cane fields. 


Diosgenin is a substance which can be converted 
into cortisone. Derived from a plant rejoicing in the 
name of “elephant’s foot,” the product promises to be 
sold at a competitive price. The plant grows only in 
certain districts, and steps have been taken to protect 
it against wholesale destruction. Cultivation will be 
attempted, but the plant takes a long time to attain 
maturity. 

Such research into the chemistry of indigenous plants 
is of paramount importance. The Pharmaceutical 
Society proposes, in its new Headquarters, to build a 
laboratory devoted —— to this branch of research. 

The Council for ientific and Industrial Research 
has a National Chemical Research Laboratory which is 
devoted almost exclusively to research on raw materials 
for local industry. The commercial exploitation of wool 
grease, a by-product of the wool washeries, has been 
studied. The manufacture of proteins as a by-product 
from whales and the utilisation of sna weeds are 
subjects also under observation. 


Alcohol made from grapes and molasses by fermen- 
tation totals an annual production of 10 million gallons. 
The new oil from coal plant will yield another 34 
million gallons, but little will be available for fuel. 
Petrol, incidentally, has dropped to 2/84 per gallon. 
Other new plants are a sensitised paper factory and a 
new wattle factory. 


New Ethical Rule Gazetted. 

The new ethical rule has been duly gazetted. It now 
provides that the following act <4 a chemist and 
druggist will bring him before the Disciplinary Com- 
mittee :— 

“Accepting from any person a on business in 
premises other than a pharmacy conducted in accor- 
dance with the provisions of Section 77 of the Act or 
any employee of such person, any orders for the supply 
to or on behalf of any third person of any medicines 
which involve the performance of any act pertaining 
to the calling of a chemist and druggist, or of any 
substances or preparations which only a chemist and 
druggist may supply.” 

The rule is verbose, and I prophesy more than a little 
trouble in interpreting it. It is aimed at the establish- 
ment by chemists and druggists of patent medicines 
shops. ‘These shops, which are not pharmacies, are 
in some cases used for the reception of prescriptions, 
and the public tend to regard them as proper phar- 
macies. This illusion is often helped by the chemist 
running the subsidiary shop under his personal name. 


A New Pharmaceutical Journal. 


The profession has been somewhat startled by the 
appearance of a new journal, “The Retail Chemist.” 

is is sponsored by a printing house, and has no con- 
nection with any organisation, and certainly not with 
the Retail Chemists’ Association. Since there are only 
about 2500 chemists in the Union, one wonders where 
this duplication will lead to. 


New Headquarters. 

The official Journal announces to its members that 
somewhere they must find £30,000 to finance their share 
of the projected headquarters—an average of £15 per 
member. 

The job of parting a chemist from his loose cash 
always seems most cult when the cash is required 
for the professional organisation. Ask him to con- 


tribute to T.B. Funds, the Community Chest, or buy a 
sweep ticket, and he will do it with alacrity. 


The site for the building has been bought already, 
£11,500 for a plot of ground 100 ft. x 50 ft.; there’s 
gold in them thar hills! The City Council of Johannes- 
burg have announced that they intend to build the new 
Civic Centre within three minutes’ walk of the Society’s 
Headquarters—a proposition which makes it essential 
that the headquarters be of an excellent and har- 
monious design. 


Droughts and Floods. 


One of South Africa’s great problems is also common 
in Australasia—rain, or the lack of it! For nearly three 
months the Union as a whole has been anxiously await- 
ing rain. In some localities their prayers have been 
answered. It is rumoured that in Durban there was a 
rush on earplugs, due to townspeople having to swim 
down the main streets! 


Price List. 


The Society is almost ready to go to press with a 
new Price List, one of the most difficult productions 
in the Union. To keep it up to date is the chemists’ 
chief headache, since prices vary from shipment to 
shipment. With price control still in force, and the 
Inspectors still active, it is vital to keep goods cor- 
rectly marked. The main difficulty is in interpretation. 
Only this week locally there has been much to-do 
over the interpretation of surgical scissors as cutlery 
which have a lower rate of profit. However, when an 
Inspector classes bed pans as crockery there is good 
ground for protest! 


Co-operative Pharmacy. 

Another item worrying chemists in Pretoria is the 
roposed registration of a Co-operative Pharmacy. The 
ocal chemists have _— for and obtained an in- 
junction preventing the Registrar of the Pharma 
Board from registering the company. The law in Sou 
Africa permits corporate bodies to act as chemists and 
druggists, provided the manging director is a chemist 
and druggist. A co-operative is, however, a trading 
concern not registered as a corporate body; it is, in fact, 
more of a partnership, and a chemist and druggist may 
not become partners with an unqualified person. 


There will no doubt be much prolonged and costly 
arguing between the parties concerned, and this is a 
decided threat to organised pharmacy. The co-opera- 
tives are profit-sharing organisations, the profits being 
passed on to the customers. If one is once established, 
they will then spread through the Union like wild fire! 


Supply of Narcotics to Doctors. 


Considerable difficulty has been experienced by the 
retail pharmacist with regard to the supply of habit- 
forming drugs to doctors. There is no machinery for 
informing the chemists of those doctors whose names 
have been erased from the medical Register, except 
the Government Gazette. This is not popular reading 
matter, and the Board is being asked to devise some 
machinery to inform chemists; probably an announce- 
ment in the Pharmaceutical Journal will suffice. 
Recently the Medical Council was considering the case 
of a doctor who was in active business as a butcher, 
but who wished to retain his name on the Register to 
treat his many employees. So far no one has made 
any comment on this unfortunate combination of pro- 


fessions! 
Election Promises. 


At the moment South Africa is in the throes of 
election fever. Only one chemist, John Christie, Leader 
of the Labour Party, is contesting a seat to which he 
will almost certainly be returned. Meanwhile, poli- 
ticians are promising the electorate the moon and a 
golden platter to put it on! p

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So far no politician has seen fit to mention the new 
Pharmacy Amendment Act or to promise pharmacists 
just a slice of the moon. Dr. Bremer, the Minister of 
Health, has been heard to say that something must be 
done about reserving dispensing to chemists. “The 
public would have to be re-educated to accept con- 
ditions different to those to which they had become 
accustomed. Doctors had created the impression that 
they were being paid for the medicine supplied and 
not for diagnostic or surgical services only.’ 


Dispensing Doctors. 

This state of affairs is being aggravated by the in- 
creasing number of pharmacies in small villages. In 
my own area a young chemist recently opened a phar- 
macy in a town 50 miles away. The public were 
enthusiastic, but the doctors refused to let him have 
any dispensing. The store provided all patent medicines 
with endless credit. The young chemist, a_ poorer, 
sadder, and disgruntled man, is now back managing 
someone else’s pharmacy. 

This problem of dispensing by doctors is a hardy 
annual, but is coming up for discussion at the Phar- 
maceutical Society’s Annual General Meeting in Pre- 
toria in May. Some new approach is to be sought. I 
could suggest that one might question the fitness of 
the doctor to dispense. The training given in dispensing 
is brief, and is usually regarded by the students as 
something of a joke. All in all, the doctor is just 
about as competent to dispense as the chemist is to 
do surgery! 

It is significant that the major: portion of dispensing 
tuition for the aspirant pharmacist is devoted to the 
correcting of doctors’ mistakes! 


High Prices for Pharmaceuticals. 
The Minister is most concerned over the high price 
of many pharmaceutical products. With the newer 
biologicals this is understandable, and the Minister 
uoted the example of penicillin, which once sold at 
10 a dose, and now is as low as 1/6. More serious, 
to my mind, is the continued high prices of many 
proprietaries. This was illustrated to me when I had 
a prescription for amphetamine tablets. The proprie- 
tary brand was four times as dear as the unbranded 
line. What possible excuse can there be, since both 

these tablets are made in the same town? 


The Proposed Degree Course. 

In his speech the Minister mentioned also the pro- 
posed degree course in pharmacy. Although the Uni- 
versity of Pretoria has had its syllabus approved, the 
Pharmacy Board has still some of its requirements 
unsatisfied, and as yet the degree course has not been 
started. The Registrar of the Board recently reported 
that there were now 2320 chemists on the Register 
and 1463 pharmacies in the Union. The term pharmacy 
includes, as well as retail shops, manufacturers, ethical 
houses, distributors, etc. These are distributed as 
follows:—Cape Province, 446; Natal, 187; Orange Free 
State, 78; Transvaal, 736. The hospitals are not in- 
cluded in these figures. The hospitals have been recog- 
nised as training institutions for apprentices, and alto- 
gether the number of apprentices is increasing. 


Sale of Poisons: Interesting Figures. 

A somewhat unintentional comment on the filching 
of pharmacists’ legitimate trade is made in the Regis- 
trar’s report that he has examined 5000 licences issued 
to general dealers. These entitle dealers to sell only 
certain specified poisons in original containers, but 
figures do not lie—1463 pharmacies, 5000 general dealers 
selling poisons!!! 


Examination Results. 

The Examiners’ Reports made for interesting reading. 
In dispensing the compulso full-time course seems 
to have brought good results, since the Examiners 
report an improvement in this subject. However, it 


would seem that many apprentices still lack that know- 
how which comes from an apprentice-master really 
worthy of the name. When I find apprentices who have 
never made Liquor Hydrarg Perchlor or Lotio Calamine, 
then I begin to despair of my fellow pharmacists. 
Chemistry, as usual, is the main stumbling block to 
passing. More time is devoted to instruction in che- 
mistry than in any other subject. Of 178 candidates 
who wrote the examination, 113 were writing all 
subjects, and 29 of this number passed all, and 31 were 
referred in chemistry, 13 in dispensing. Altogether 28 
failed and 86 were referred in one or two subjects. 


Breaches of Ethical Rules. 

The Pharmacy Board has, as usual, been considering 
various alleged breaches of ethical rules. Once again 
a chemist has transgressed the rule about advertising 
his dispensing services. Although advertising profes- 
sional services is forbidden, many chemists see the 
need for letting the public know which shop is catering 
for dispensing and which is not. Herbalists have come 
under consideration by the powers that be. There are 
many in the Union who still firmly believe in the 
efficacy of herbs, the writer included. Unfortunately, 
there is no training for herbalists available, and many 
of them know nothing of the herbs they use and adver- 
tise extensively. Steps are te be taken to limit their 
activities to private practise. It seems that it is not 
thought desirable to arrange any sort or formal training 
or to create an official class of herbalists such as exist 
in France. 

General. 

Amongst the many official documents which it falls 
to my lot to fill in is one from the Bureau of Census 
and Statistics. Almost a book, this document dissects 
the business completely. Three or four years from now 
the results will appear as an official report. 

Strangest advert in the Pharmaceutical Journal is 
one announcing the establishment of a School of Hair- 
dressing and Beauty Culture in one of the Union’s 
leading Technical Colleges. Although there is now a 
course in the use and selling of cosmetics, no course 
is provided for chemists who wish to manufacture them. 
Little research seems to be done in the subject outside 
of the U.S.A., although even after 3000 years of usage 
much remains to be investigated. 


Market Report 


LONDON MARKET REPORT. 
April 11, 1953. 


The most interesting feature of the past few weeks 
has been the reduction in alcohol prices of approxi- 
mately 1/- per gallon. The industrial spirit, which is 
commoniy used in pharmacy, is now 5/9} per gallon 
in 5-gallon lots, while mineralised methylated spirit is 
6/2. This is the second reduction within six months. 

Acetic acid also is cheaper at 115/- per cwt. for B.P. 
glacial. 

The next feature of importance has been a drop of 
£15 per kgm. in santonin. The new rates per kgm. are: 
£60 for 25 kgm., £61/10/- for 10 kgm., £63 for 5 kgm., 
£64/10/- for 2-4 kgm., £66 for 1 kgm., £67/10/- for 500 
gm., £69 for 250 gm., £70/10/- for 100 gm. and £72 for 
smaller quantities. Supplies are now adequate to meet 
all demands. 

The lower price for zinc metal has brought a reduc- 
tion of 24d. per lb. in calamine, with l-cwt. now at 
1/8} per lb. and 7-lb. quantities at 2/4}. 

In some chemicals there is a “price war” among the 
manufacturers, e.g., sales of phenobarbitone have been 
reported as low as 21/6 per Ilb., although manufac- 
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turers’ rates are listed as from 7/- to 10/- per lb. above 
this price. 

Resorcin is cheaper, with small quantities being sold 
at 14/- per Ib, 

On the drug side prices have been relatively stable. 

Cape aloes, after having fallen to 165/- per cwt., have 
returned to 170/-, Other varieties are unchanged. 

The shortage of bape. noted last month, has been 
alleviated. A small tity is available ‘at 17/6 to 
18/- per lb. and the Stern European material, for- 
merly 11/- per lb., has been brought down to 9/- per lb. 

Ipecucuanha remains in poor supply, with no spot 
offers of Nicaraguan, and + a few parcels of Colom- 
bian available at 40/- per lb. 

Belladonna is cheaper; leaves are around 3/6 per lb. 
and root from 3/- upwards, according to test. 

Fa benzoin is dearer and little good gum is on 
omer, 

The lowest price tor Sumatra almondy block is £26 
per cwt. 

Acacia has been advanced to 97/6 per cwt. and little 
material is leaving Port Sudan, as cotton is receiving 
priority in transport. 

The papain position has deteriorated and now only 
East African is available, and this is dearer at 41/- 
per 

Spices have shown considerable variations. 

Cloves are fractionally lower at 10/9 per lb. for the 
Zanzibar variety. 

African ginger, after touchin, ing 115/- per cwt., is now 
110/- on the spot and 100/-, c.i.f. Jamiacan is 127/6 vd 
ewt, and 125/-, c.i.f. Turmeric has gone 10/- 
cwt, during the month to 75/- for good ener: 
the crop is reported to be late. 

Cardamoms are much cheaper. Aleppi greens are 
9/- per lb. and 7/6, vw te Aleppi seed is 20/- per 
lb. on the spot and 14/6, c.i 

Menthol is worth 52/- na ‘lb. for Chinese, duty paid. 

Essential oils have attracted little attention. 

The weakness in peppermint noted last month has 
continued. Chinese in tins and cases is 30/- per lb. 
and quotations for shipment in May are around 27/6 
per lb. The Brazilian variety at 16/- per lb. has been 
attracting more buyers than formerly. 

Lemongrass is slightly easier, with holders willing 
to accept 8/- per lb. and shippers 7/4}. 

Eucalyptus is lower; prices vary from 4/6 to 5/- per 
lb., according to quality and pack. 

Lemon oil is in rr supply, with the best qualities 
fetching around 47/- per 1

Chemists all over Australia have recently received 
samples of the new Chemist Bag in two sizes, with 
gusset sides and of length to take most chemists’ 
sundries, including the normal 8-oz. medicine bottle. 
The special feature is the attractive modernistic designs 
that could be likened to a trade mark for the chemist 
using any particular design. Space is provided within 
the designs to Liege the name of the pharmacy and 
any other wording desired. Each design is exclusive 
to a chemist in a shopping area or district, but is 
available to chemists in other parts. 


The manufacturer is printing the bags on a special 
shade of mauve paper that is being made exclusively 
for the purpose by Australian Paper Manufacturers 
Ltd., the idea being to have mauve symbolic of a 
chemist shop. The special shade of paper is also avail- 
able in sheets and counter reels for large parcels. 


The bag idea will serve at least 80 per cent. of 
chemists’ sales, and it takes only three or four seconds 
to insert purchases, as against a minute or more making 
up a parcel. With labour worth 1d. to 2d. per minute, 
the time saved is important. The bags themselves 
actually cost no more than wrapping. The paper saved 
in waste overlapping covers the cost of beautiful printed 
bags, thus fivine the chemist publicity value in return 
for the outlay. Wherever these bags are carried, from 
shop to home, they must be noticed by scores of people. 


There are about 25 different designs, drawn by 
leading artists, each the copyright of the manufacturer, 
Ez. C, Deeaewved Pty. Ltd., of Sydney and Melbourne. 
The printing may be in red, blue or green. In eight 
weeks 1} million bags have been ordered by chemists, 
and we are informed that those who have already 
received supplies state: “They are everything claimed 
of them, plus being an aid to sales when it is noticed 
there is room in a bag for one or two additional items!” 


Most proprietary lines sold by chemists are beauti- 
fully labelled and packed, and the chemist, being the 
last man to handle such items, he should have the best 
and most attractive final package to hand to his cus- 
tomer, 


It would appear likely that within a very few months 
the majority of chemists will have adopted this bag 
plan of wrapping.

UNIFORM STANDARDS FOR FOODS AND DRUGS. 
Health Minister Promises Co-operation. 
Queensland would resist any move to lower the stan- 
dard of food and drugs control, the Health Minister (Mr. 
Moore) said on April 20. 
“There will be no relaxation on the part of our Health 
Department,” he said. 
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and State News 


Mr. Moore was opening a conference in Brisbane of 
the National Health and Medical Research Council 
public health committee: 

Uniformity of food and drug legislation is one of the 
most important subjects to be dis¢ussed by the com- 
mittee. 

Health representatives from. the Commonwealth and 
all States are attending the conference, which will con- 
tinue for several days. 

Mr. Moore said Queensland would co-operate with the 
Commonwealth and other States in achieving food and 
drug uniformity. 

“Queensland has been successful in resisting advances 
by influential pressure groups for some relaxation in our 
laws,” he said. “Perhaps this is because we are not a 
big manufacturing State. The result is that we have 
very high standards of control over food and drugs,” 
he added. 

The committee chairman (Dr. C. E. Cook, of the Com- 
monwealth Health Department) said that in Queensland 
every aspect of health control was brought under a 
single co-ordinating, body. He hoped the conference 
members from other States would be “disposed to have 
the system copied.”

INTERESTING LEGAL CASE. 


An interesting consequence attended publication in 
the Adelaide “Advertiser” of a photograph of Dr. M. W. 
Evans, a member of the Dental Board, South Australia, 
in association with an item headed “World Tour by 
Dental Expert.” 

In answer to a charge brought by the Dental Board, 
Donald George McFarling, managing editor of “The 
Advertiser,” appeared before the Adelaide court on 
April 9, it being alleged in the information that, contrary 
to Section 56 of the Dentists Act 1931-36, he refused to 
answer a lawful the being, “Did Dr. 
Evans give you t photograph?” 


It was asserted that if Dr. Evans authorised his de- 
scription as a “world dental authority” that would con- 
stiute a breach of the code by which the profession was 
governed. 

Mr. McFarling had replied that he would not give any 
information about the photograph. For the defence Mr. 
Millhouse contended that the onus was on the Dental 
Board to prove the defendant guilty, not upon him to 
prove innocent. The board had not produced 
this proof. 

The powers claimed by the Dental Board, he said, 
were wider than the powers reposed in the police when 
investigating such a major charge as murder. 

The inquiry which the board conduc he claimed, 
was merely a “fishing expedition” in search of evidence 
which might ultimately have been used in a charge. 

There was nothing in the Dentists’ Act which in any 
way authorised an ees gd like that which had taken 
place, and nobody could seriously suggest that Parlia- 
ment had given such wide powers. 

Nobody, said Mr. Millhouse, would be safe if the 
board possessed the powers it claimed. They were 
reminiscent of the Spanish Inquisition, the wa and 
the Star Chamber. The magistrate, Mr. D, F. Wilson, 
S.M., dismissed the case and based his decision, he said, 
on the fact that on the particular occasion when the 
defendant was summoned, and the question asked, the 
board was not holding an inquiry which invoked the 
power given by the statute to summon and question 
witnesses, It followed that on that oczasion the board 
had no right to ask the question or indeed to summon 
the defendant before it. i

HISTORY OF PHARMACY. ‘ 

Lecturers Discuss Details of Proposed New Course. 

The group of lecturers engaged to give the new lec- 
tures in history again met on the evening of February 
26, when Mr. Garrett read an interesting summary of 
the previous meeting, which had been sent to him by 
Mr. Attiwill. 

Discussions then centred around the statements of 
subject matter which were produced and read by each 
of the lecturers. 

Mr. Wilson indicated that he wished to deal more 
particularly with drugs of biological origin. In doing 
so he thought it necessary to consider the attitude of 
scientists both before and during the lifetime of Pas- 
teur and Koch: these men laid the foundations which 
led to the production of biological drugs. Similarly 
early attempts at chemotherapy prepared the ground 
for modern research in antibiotics. He proposed to 
speak of the history of specific drugs, for example, of 
insulin and other hormones, of the vitamins and their 
biochemical background, of nicillin, in its several 
forms, while dealing with antibiotics generally. 

During his lectures he would show that pharmacy 
of the Middle Ages and for many subsequent years, 
had a blind faith in outstanding figures like Hippocrates 
and Galen and that, although this faith was based 
upon good observation, it generally led to misleading 
conclusions. Today the development of the scientific 
method, with its demand for arbitrary observation and 
experiment, meant that the treatment of many diseases 
was based upon the pharmacological action of the drugs 
which were selected and used as medicines. 

Mr. Patterson said that in dealing with International 
Pharmacy he proposed to speak first of the major out- 
come of international pharmaceutical collaboration, 
which gave us Volume I of the International Pharmaco- 

ia. The foundation and work of The International 
harmaceutical Federation would be covered, to lead 
up to the wider scope undertaken by the World Health 
Organisation and similar ancillaries of the United Na- 
tions Organisation. 

Other international groups or bodies would be des- 
cribed, such as The Academy for The History of Phar- 
macy, The Pharmaceutical Students’ Federation, The

International Congress of Military Medicine and Phar- 
macy. 

Finally, international organisations and achievements 
in associated sciences would be considered in relation 
to Pharmacy, e.g., The International Union of Pure and 
Applied Chemistry, and the Geneva Conventions, which 
recommended the current chemical nomenclature. 


All of these examples of international co-operation 
would be studied in the high of their effect on human 
affairs throughout the world. 

Mr. Downie said that any historical allusions to The 
British Pharmacopoeia will naturally involve a con- 
sideration of aspects of the B.P. 1953. This issue must 
be compared and contrasted in general terms with its 
predecessors. Current events, in other words, were of 
no less historical importance than (say) a detailed ac- 
count of the shortcomings of the first Pharmacopoeia. 

Throughout this course and at every opportunity cur- 
rent events must be related to what had gone before. 
In this connection he commended the use of English 
Saga (1840 to 1940) by Arthur Bryant, and quoted these 
significant words from the preface of that book:— 

“The key to a nation’s future is in her past. A nation 
that loses it has no future. For men’s deepest desires 
—the instrument by which a continuing society moulds 
its destiny — spring from their own inherited experi- 
ence. We cannot recreate the past, but we cannot 
escape it. It is in our blood and bone.” 

Here surely was a re-affirmation of what Galsworthy 
suggested in the preface to his “Forsyte Saga,” namely— 
“Let the past bury its dead,”—would be a better 
saying if the past ever died. 

Mr. Downie contended that the aim of the lecturers 
should be to influence the thinking and the reading of 
the students during this course, and to provide them 
with some facets of culture. 

Naturally he would give special attention to what 
occurred in England since 1800, not only in Pharmacy, 
but in related spheres of life, and in the realm of 
thought. There would be a discussion on such topics as 
the development of the London Pharmacopoeia, the 
publication of the first and subsequent Pharmacopoeias, 
the establishment of The Pharmaceutical Society of 
Great Britain, and the publication of The British Phar- 
maceutical Codex. References to Pharmacy in English 
Literature will also be mentioned. Mr. Downie con- 
cluded by saying that it was a privilege to participate 
in this new venture. 

Mr. Dundon’s opening comment was that he thought 
he had the most interesting of the several stories which 
it was proposed to tell to students. 

During the first lecture he proposed to refer to the 
significance of early history, archeology, the earliest 
pharmaceutical records of Samaria, Assyria, Babylon, 
and to Chinese culture, with its references to Ma Huang, 
Rhubarb, Peppermint, etc. 

In dealing with Egyptian civilisation and the practice 
of pharmacy in those times, he would speak of the 
habits of the people and the standards of hygiene which 
they maintained. 

Coming to the Greek civilisation and its great in- 
fluence on other nations it would be necessary to com- 
pare the habits of the Greeks with those of previous 
cultures in order to show that this period provides the 
first evidence of logical phew meg J in respect to scien- 
tific phenomena and is therefore the birth place of true 
science. 

The early Christian era would be discussed to show 
the influence of those times on pharmacy, as it is toda 
illustrating the theme by references to such personali- 
ties as Galen, Pliny and Dioscorides. 

References to the Islamic or Arabian influence on 
pharmacy could include our use of Arabic numerals, 
also the distribution of drugs, as wares of great value, 


along the great trade routes across Europe, and by 
sea from the Mediterranean, which developed during 
the spread of Arabian culture and the Crusades. 

By passing rapidly to the influence of Monastic life 
on pharmacy during the Middle Ages, to the rise of 
learning again during the Renaissance period, and to 
the Industrial Revolution, his section could then link 
up with what y be called modern pharmacy, be- 

around 1600 A.D. 

During one of the several discussions which took 
place at the conclusion of each statement, Mr. McCarthy 
stressed the fact that the allocation of lecture time 
should be on a basis of the importance of the section 
concerned. Obviously some parts needed greater atten- 
tion than others. In formulating plans for his own 
remarks upon the development of legislation eens 
foods, drugs, poisons and narcotics, he would take cog- 
nisance of the fact that when students reached his 
class in the third year of their studies, they would 
have a considerable volume of knowledge of history 
at their disposal. 

Similarly it was disclosed that plans were well ad- 
vanced for dealing with the history of individual drugs 
during their consideration by Mr. Bowey in his lec- 
tures on the inorganic salts of the British Pharmaco- 
poeia and by Mr. Lipsham when explaining dispensing 
techniques. 

Mr. Lipsham reported that letters had been forwarded 
to the various Boards and Societies throughout Aus- 
tralia requesting each to supply appropriate data; a 
good response was forthcoming, but he had not yet 

ad time to collate the information. 

Similar letters to the Australian drug houses indi- 
cated that they would co-operate, but inquiries 
te gg Association secretaries had not yet produced 
results. 

In Guild circles he had the assistance of the Federal 
Secretary, the Public Relations Officer and Merchandis- 
ing Section, and was quite sure that all data that might 
be needed would be forthcoming from the Australasian 
Journal of Pharmacy. 

The evening closed with further discussions on the 
allocation of lecture time to each lecturer and the order 
of presentation. It was decided that the examination

The third meeting was held on March 25, when an 
apology was received from Mr. Downie, whe was unable 
to attend by reason of ill-health. 

The proposed timetable and allocation of lectures, 
which had previously been circulated, was adopted after 
each lecturer had selected the title he wished to adopt. 

The suggestion to hold examinations during the 
academic year was explored, the final decision being 
to arrange these at convenient times; also to give stu- 
dents some notice of the date fixed, because the results 
would be carried forward and used in assessing attain- 
ment at the end of the year. 

It was decided that students should be told at the 
preliminary meeting of the first year group that His- 
tory of Pharmacy had always been a subject in the 
curriculum, but that little attention had been given 
to it during recent years because of the pressure of 
other subjects. This pressure has been largely due to 
the need to devote more lecture time to dispensing 
because the introduction some years ago of specific 
medication meant a reduction of compounding in the 
pharmacies. Specific medication continues to grow, more 
particularly under the present system of socialised medi- 
cine and the practice of pharmacy is being markedly 
modified by the change. 

Both factors have had a bearing upon the establish- 
ment of the new course, which is designed to give more 
lecture time and also a wider field of studies. 

After some discussion of the best place in the curricu- 
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lum for the detailed of poisons, it was decided 
to adhere to the original p t Mr. McCarthy give 
those lectures 


at the same time as those in Forensic 
Pharmacy, with the proviso, that he should also give 
a summary to first-year students, if it was found that 
other lecturers were unable to cover this ground. 

Further interchanges took place on the value of a 
time line in providing students with indications of sub- 
ects which should searched for in the various 

braries available to them. 

Messrs. Wilson and Patterson said they preferred to 
ada such detail by means of the blackboard, whereas 

. Dundon and Lipsham indicated their preference 
for the use of typecript. 

Mr. Lipsham pointed out the need for each lecturer 
to supply him with a summary of the subject matter 
presen so that it could be typed for the benefit of 
other lecturers. Similarly, it would be necessary for 
each to supply a number of examination questions so 
that a co-ordinated selection could be used. 

The proposal to provide a short series of evening 
lectures in history for the benefit of members was then 
introduced by the President, Mr. J. D. Garrett. He said 
that the Council wished Mr. Patterson to undertake the 
first of these. 

Up to date he had been unable to trace any adequate 
collection of statements regarding the mony contacts 
which Pharmacy had upon the International level. This 
lack appeared to be due to the rapid developments 
which had taken place since 1946 in several fields. 

Starting evening lectures on such a level would there- 
fore be most novel and consequently of interest to many 
pharmacists. 

It would not be difficult to increase the scope and 
detail of the subject matter of his lectures to students 
= = they would be suitable for registered pharma- 

It was generally agreed, amongst the lecturers 
present, that ee ee and adult groups, could be 
satisfactorily provided with lectures in the history of 
Pharmacy at identical levels of presentation, provided 
lecturers remémbered that students had to take notes, 
and that they lacked the background ‘enjoyed by regis- 
tered pharmacists. 

The President thanked all for their attendance and 
willing co-operation, and said that all would watch 
during the academic year with a great 
deal interest.

IMPRESSIONS OF PHARMACY IN ENGLAND. 
By Ian Sinclair. 

The following interesting notes have nm received 
from Ian Sinclair through the Pharmaceutical Council 
Australia. 

ter expressing very pessimistic views ee | 
the influence on pharmacy in the United Kingdom 
the retail chain companies, Mr. Sinclair says:— 

At present the only restriction to a lay person owe 
a chemist’s shop is that 7 must have a q 
chemist on the pose. In addition to the better 
known larger chain chemists, who undoubtedly ap- 
peared to me to be the worst offenders in matters of 
professional conduct, there are seemingly countless

smaller companies owning from two to 100 or more 
shops (the largest firm has 1500 retail shops). The 
smaller companies are frequentiy in one city or county, 
and London alone must have dozens of them. It is 
difficult to picture the retail service needed in such 
densely-populated areas. / 

To Australian chemists visiting England, I must say 
I felt I was well received. There is plenty of suitable 
relief work available in the mid-year when everyone 
in England seems to have annual holidays. This locum 
work dries up almost completely in winter, but there 
are still plenty of jobs for managers and assistants 
prepared to settle in one place for a while. Don’t go 
over too young or green in experience. Wages average 
about £15 Sterling a week, and range from £12 to £20, 
depending on season and supply and. demand of 
chemists. You can live on this and save enough for 
trips about in your holidays or between jobs, but don’t 
go over without your return fare—it’s harder to save 
in England than in Australia. 

Most young people share furnished flats, which cost 
about £3 to £10 per week, depending on the usual 
factors—the dearer ones are always available. Other 
people favour “Digs”. 

Many permanent positions offered have good (usually 
unfurnished) accommodation provided either free or 
at very reasonable terms. Many shops are keen on 
wage and share of the —, but here again some 
permanency is needed. Taxes are higher than ours, 
and you pay about 10/- a week towards the alleged 
free Social Services. The work differs little, in that 
the Poison Laws are similar, ordinary prescriptions are 
the same, but a number of well-known proprietary lines 
are marketed under different names from those used 
in Australia, and there is a greater number of branded 
medicines in general use. 

A good contact and a willing helper to any fellow 
Australian is Vic. Gilbert, who organises a dinner for 
Australian chemists each month (on the second Thurs- 
day) at a little Soho restaurant, “Belle etelle,” in Frith 
street, off Shaftesbury avenue, near Piccadilly Circus. 
Mr. Gilbert knows the ropes and probably your friends 
over there as well. 

Most of all, we have a good name in England. Honour 
your obligations to your employers, work hard, and 
never forget there will be plenty of others who want 
to go over after you; so do not spoil things for them.

President's Report.—The following report was pre- 
sented by the President:— 

“Ladies and Gentlemen: I have the honour to present 
the Annual Report of the Pharmaceutical Council for 
the year ended December 31, 1952. 

The printed report has been circulated to all members 
of the Society, and this, together with the Pharma- 
ceutical Register, may be used as a permanent record 
of pharmaceutical happenings and personnel. 

Society membership as at January 1, 1953, was 373. 
the year there were—

5 Resignations.

It is interesting to note the growth of the register 
during the past few years:

1951 .. 343 
1952 .. 354 
1953 .. 373 
This shows an average annual increase of 15. 


Since January 1 this year there have been a further 
12 additions and 2 deletions. 

Honor Membership.—Mr. J. H. Tindale, who was 
amongst the original members of the Society and is 
No.*18 on the register, has been a member since 
December, 1892. At the Council meeting in February 
it was decided to confer honorary membership on Mr. 
Tindale. We regret that his health does not permit 
him to attend this meeting. 

Obituary.—It is with sincere — that the following 
deaths are recorded:—Messrs. J. McLean, O. H. Sargent, 
J. Scurlock and H. A. McCrae. The late Mr. Sargent 
was a member of the Society since January, 1903, and 
Mr. Scurlock since 1909. 

Mr. R. C. Elphinstone died on December 27, but as 
alteration to the Register requires the Council’s ap- 

roval, this is not included in the report for 1952. May 
, at this juncture, pay tribute to the work for pharmacy 
of the late Reg Elphinstone. Reg was a member of 
the Pharmaceutical Council from 1928 till 1939. He 
was active in the pre-Guild days as an office-bearer 
of the W.A. Pharmacists’ Association, and was President 
of the W.A. Branch of the Guild in the early days of 
its existence. For many years Mr. Elphinstone was a 
member of the Dispensing Examination Committee. 

It is fitting that we should show our respect to these 
nO former members of our Society by standing in 
silence. 

Mr. H. O. Howling’s Services.—Although this report 
deals particularly with the year ending December, 1952, 
I must make reference to the Council Election held 
on March 9. Mr. R. W. C. Dalby was re-elected, and 
Mr. E. J. Nicholas replaced Mr. H. O. Howling. 
Although we are glad to see Mr. Nicholas taking such 
an interest in official pharmacy, and look forward to 
many years’ happy association with him at the Council 
table, it is with a feeling of regret that we lose the 
services of Mr. Howling, who has been such a stalwart 
for pharmacy during the past 40 years. Those who 
were present at the Graduation Night last week will 
remember Mr. Davis’ reference to Mr. Howling as the 
first pharmacy graduate from this College. That was 
in 1903, just 50 years ago. Mr. Howling became a 
member of the Pharmaceutical Council in 1916, and 
has served continuously ever since. He was President 
from 1934-42. His wide experience, not only in phar- 
macy, but also in public affairs, has been of immense 
value to the Council, and so I say once again that we 
regret the loss of his wise and informed advice at the 
Council table. 

The all-important subject of Education has been well 
to the fore in recent months. A conference of repre- 
sentatives from all States was held in Adelaide in 
February on the subject of Education, and it will again 
feature on the agenda for the Aus ian Pharma- 
ceutical Conference in August next. 

The proceedings of the Adelaide Conference will, no 
doubt, be published in the Journal, but perhaps you 
may be interested to hear my report to the Council 
of this Conference. Any questions or discussions on 
this topic may be brought forward later in the meeting. 

Adelaide Conference.—The President then read his 
report on the Adelaide Conference, briefly outlining the 
discussions on Education, giving the recent changes in 
the Academic Syllabi a time-tables of each State. 
The duty of the master as co-educator of his apprentice 
was stressed. 

The Annual Graduation Nights have become well 
established. I would urge greater interest and atten- 
dance on the part of chemists. The Graduation Night 
could be of great propaganda value to pharmacy. The 
Australian Broadcasting Commission gave much detail 
of it in its News Service on March 18 at 9 p.m. and a 
brief account at 7.45 a.m. on March 19. 

This year an additional prize is offered to Students 
at the Final Examinations.

Throughout all the intervening years Mr. Howling had 
been a credit to pharmacy and an ardent worker in 
the interests of the profession. ° 


The vote of thanks was carried with applause. 


Mr. H. O. Howling thanked the members for their 
expressions of appreciation. He stated that his services 
in official pharmacy had been a pleasure, and he had 
enjoyed his association with pharmaceutical colleagues 
throughout Australia. He recalled the early days when 
pharmacies were open until 9 or 10 p.m. and meetings 
were held after that time.

Welcome.—Mr. Gould extended a welcome to the 
visitors, particularly mentioning Mr. Thompson and Mr. 
Attiwill, who had come from Melbourne specially to 
address this meeting. 

The notice of meeting was read by the Secretary, and 
the minutes of the previous Annual General Meeting, 
held on February 6, 1952, were read and confirmed. 

Annual Report.—-The annual report and balance sheet, 
having been circulated, were taken as read. 

Mr. Gould, in moving the adoption of the report, ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the manner in which the Secre- 
tary and his staff had carried out their duties over the 
past years. He felt that the Students’ Association and 
the Society were cutting across each other to some 
extent, as the Society had only one apprentice member. 

Mr. Gould then briefly referred to other items men- 
tioned ‘nr the report, particularly drawing attention to 
the fact that the Society could only be what the members 
made it, and he stressed the necessity for members to 
take a more active part by attending all meetings and 
selecting the programmes they wanted. 

Mr. Shield, in seconding the adoption of the report, 
stated that he felt they had had a satisfactory year and 
that the financial statement showed an improvement on 
the previous year, notwithstanding a deficit of £62. He 
anticipated that there would be further improvement in 
the current year. 

The motion for the adoption of the report was carried 
unanimously, 

Election.—As no additional nominations were received 
for the three vacancies on the Council, the retiring mem- 
bers, Messrs. C. A. Robertson, A. P. Brammall and A. G. 
Gould, were declared re-elected for the ensuing three 
years. 

Auditor.—Mr. L. W. Palfreyman was re-elected hono- 
rary auditor. 

Mr. Ivan Thompson’s Address.—Mr. Thompson ex- 
plained the constitutional control of the Public Rela- 
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tions Secretariat, which has now been in operation for 
54 years. 

The F.P.S. Guild of Australia now provided finance 
for conducting the Secretariat, making its services avail- 
able to all pharmaceutical interests. 

Mr. Thompson stated that education was primarily the 
function of the Pharmaceutical Society in each State 
and every member must take part in their education 
system, which was divided into two groups: (1) For 
student apprentices, which could be left almost entirely 
to the educationists, and (2) post-graduate education for 
master pharmacists. 


The Society must take the responsibility for this post- 
graduate education, as all members must equip snail 
selves with a knowledge of modern pharmaceutical 
practices. 

The desirability of members meeting frequently was 
stressed, as a fund of knowledge could be gained by 
meeting together and discussing the many branches of 
pharmacy. 

The wide range of subjects for discussion was illus- 
trated by the many articles published in “The Australa- 
sian Journal of Pharmacy” each month and other similar 
publications, and also by the documentary films which 
were available. 

Mr. Thompson stressed that members must re-educate 
themselves if they were to continue to enjoy their pro- 
tective legislation, for they must show that they were 
professional men and women by advancing with science 
and availing themseives of continuous post-graduate 
education. 

Mr. Attiwill, in the course of his remarks, stated that 
the spotlight was on the chemist more today than ever 
before, and that unfortunately most of their difficulties 
came from within their own ranks. 

He explained that public relations was “Good Per- 
formance Publicity Appreciated,” and must begin in the 
pharmacy, where the master pharmacist and his assis- 
— must have this objective continuously before them. 

Gould thanked Mr. Thompson and Mr. Attiwill 
for ag many interesting points they had raised. 

Mr. Palfreyman, in supporting Mr. Gould’s remarks, 
agreed that most difficulties of pharmacy were coming 
from within their own ranks. He felt that post-graduate 
education would be of great value to all members. 

Mr. Pearce stated that a considerable portion of the 
Pharmacy Board’s time over the past year had been 
spent on discussing education matters. The State Advi- 
sory Committee on Pharmaceutical Education had been 
set up under the Technical Education Branch of the 
State Education Department. He suggested that a 
summary of matters concerning the Society, which were 
handled by the Board, could be prepared if it would be 
of assistance to the Society. He expressed appreciation 
for the assistance of Mr. Thompson and Mr, Attiwill in 
addressing the meeting. 

Mr. Crisp, in supporting Mr. Pearce, thanked the visi- 
tors for making a special trip to Tasmania to attend the 
meeting. 

Kodak Prize——Mr. G. S. George, Hobart manager of 
Kodak (A/asia) Pty. Ltd., presented the Kodak Prize 
for 1952 to Mr. L. J. McLeod for being the most out- 
standing student for that year. 

Apprentice Selection.—Mr. J. R. Prowse stated that 
he understood that in other States before an apprentice 
was accepted the applicant and the master pharmacist 
were considered by a selection committee of the Phar- 
macy Board. 

Mr. Thompson stated that this statement was not 
quite correct. The selection of students in Victoria was 


necessary only because there were far more applications 
for admission to the Victorian College of Pharmacy than 
could be accommodated. This committee came under 
the Society and not under the Board. He stated that 
unless the master pharmacist was able to teach an ap- 
prentice, he should not take one on just for “cheap 
labour.”

Federal Council Meeting.—Advice was received from 
the Federal Office that a meeting of the Federal Council 
would be held in Melbourne on March 30. Matters to 
be considered at this meeting were discussed for the 
direction of our delegate, Mr. Palfreyman. 

Pharmaceutical Education.—A member expressed the 
opinion that the amount of knowledge being required 
for the new syllabus was more than the student could 
assimilate. He considered that, judging from the ap- 
prentices in his pharmacy, they would be unable to 
stand up to the strain for the whole year. Mr. Palfrey- 
man stated that the new syllabus only brought Tasmania 
into line with other States. 

Miss Hurst considered that students should have lec- 
tures in the daytime, thus allowing them time to study 
at night. 

Mr. A. G. Gould considered that the only difference 
at the present time was that the students were able to 
study under the direction of a lecturer, instead of hav- 
ing to do the work by themselves as had been the case 
until now. : 

All members agreed that night lectures were undesir- 
able, but necessary to fit in with the lecturers. 

Mr. Bester considered they were making their stan- 
dard of education too high. A qualified pharmacist 
received less pay than a tradesman. He suggested that a 
system of grading pharmacists could be used, but this did 
not meet with the approval of the meeting. 

Financial.—Accounts totalling £15/4/2 were passed 
for payment. 

The meeting closed at 11 p.m. 


NEW ZEALAND 


PHARMACY BOARD 


The Pharmacy Board of New Zealand met in the 
National Club Rooms, Rotorua, on March 17, at 9.30 a.m. 

Present.__Messrs. C. N. Bell, E. P. Shier, F. W. John- 
son, R. E. Combes, H. L. Possenniskie, H. F. Clarke, F. 
T. Castle and H. V. Hubbard. 

Apologies for non-attendance were received from 
Messrs. Cleary, Dash, Simcock and Moore. 

Election of President.—-Mr. Bell was re-elected. 

Election of Vice-President.—Mr. Shier was unani- 
mously re-elected. 

Notes to Apprentice Masters.—In presenting a report 
amplifying the brief notes that he had submitted at the 
December meeting, the College Principal intimated that 
in the preparation of the fuller report he had had an 
opportunity of examining in more detail the notes 
issued by the British Society, and had observed that 


they were largely concerned with directing attention 
to relevant sections of recognised text books. 

Whilst he had not yet reached a definite conclusion 
he was inclined to think that the position might be 
met if masters were asked by the Board to make full 
use of the College notes in the training of their appren- 
tices. He explained that the College notes were in 
themselves an amplification and explanation of the 
more important sections of the text books prescribed, 
and suggested the issue, directly to masters, of a short 
paper drawing particular attention to portions of the 
study notes that were of fundamental significance, and 
which, therefore, merited more detailed treatment, and 
which, from his experience, had been found not to be 
sufficiently appreciated. 

On the question of training in commercial pharmacy, 
Mr. Oliver stressed that no facilities existed at the Col- 
lege of Pharmacy for any kind of instruction in this 
subject, and pointed out that where pharmaceutical 
authorities overseas engaged in the teaching of com- 
merce, ew retained expert instructors for the purpose. 

After full consideration it was resolved that a com- 
plete set of the College notes for “C” students be sent 
to all members of the Board for their perusal when 
considering the alternative tentatively suggested by 
Mr. Oliver. 

Mr. Combes presented an outline of his suggestions 
as to what should form the basis c: the notes on com- 
mercial pharmacy, but detailed examination of these 
was deferred pending further consideration of the Col- 
lege Principal’s alternative method regarding technical 
training. 

The opportunity was taken of expressing unanimous 

appreciation of the work that had been performed by 
Mr. Combes. 
_ Practical Pharmacy Examinations, 1952.—Considera- 
tion was given to two complaints of alleged inadequacy 
of equipment at pharmacies at which practical phar- 
macy examinations were conducted in Auckland. After 
very full consideration the Board unanimously resolved 
that the complainants had not advanced sufficient 
grounds to justify the Board varying the Examiner’s 
decision. 

Examination Results, 1952.—In response to requests 
from four applicants for reconsideration of the marks 
gained by them in the Section “C” examination, the 
Board instructed the Registrar to explain that it had no 
authority to grant the applications. 

The Board adjourned at 12.30 p.m. and resumed at 
9 a.m. on the following morning. 

Enquiry re Granting of Discounts.—In response to an 
enquiry from the proprietors of a pharmacy regarding 
the granting of discounts to members of an organisa- 
tion, the Registrar was instructed +o reply that the 
Board was in doubt as to whether it had any jurisdic- 
tion in this matter, but that members were of the 
opinion that the offering of discounts was a most unde- 
sirable practice. 

Costs of Supervising Practical Pharmacy Examina- 
tion.—Considerable time was devoted to discussion of 
this item, but as no satisfactory basis was forthcoming, 
the matter was deferred for further consideration at the 
June meeting. The Board was also to consider at the 
June meeting the question of transferring the practical 
pharmacy examinations to the University Colleges. 

Vincent's Tablets: Proposed Amendment to Pharmacy 
Act.—Considerable discussion centred around further 
correspondence that had been addressed to the Minister 
of Health by Messrs. Webb, Richmond and Bryan, act- 
ing for the parties who are seeking an amendment to 
the Pharmacy Act. Members expressed the opinion 
that the solicitors’ letter merely traversed ground 
covered in previous correspondence and _ discussions. 
The Registrar was accordingly instructed to write to 
the Board’s solicitor in suitable terms, and in particular 
to emphasise that the Board should not agree with any 
of the definitions of “Proprietary Medicine” suggested 
by Messrs. Webb, Richmond and Bryan.

Absence From Ph of Enrolled Manager.—An 
explanation from the enrolled manager of a pharmacy 
of his absence for a period of some hours during the 
day on which the inspector visited the pharmacy was 
“received.” 

British Pharmaceutical Conference, 1953.—The Regis- 
trar read letters from the Secretary of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society of Great Britain conveying an invitation 
to the New Zealand Society to be represented at the 
British Pharmaceutical Conference in London during 
the week commencing August 31, and at the General 
Assembly of the International Pharmaceutical Federa- 
tion, to be held in Paris during the week commencing 
September 14. The British Society proposed also that, 
in London during the week commencing September 7, 
representatives of pharmacy in the British Common- 
wealth would meet and discuss common problems, in- 
cluding (a) the content of educational.syllabuses, (b) 
arrangements for reciprocity, (c) methods of liaison 
within the Commonwealth, (d) methods of licensing 

harmacies, (e) a comparative study of pharmaceutical 
egislation in the different Dominions, (f) public rela- 
tions in pharmacy. The Registrar further reported that 
the New Zealand representative and his lady would 
be the guests of the British Council during the Con- 
ference week. 

Several members expressed the opinion that every 
effort should be made to send a New Zealand repre- 
sentative to this important gathering, and it was finally 
resolved that the President be asked to attend, the 
Board to pay his return air fare and all reasonable 
expenses. It was agreed that if for any reason the 
President was unable to attend the Conference, the 
Vice-President be asked to attend in his stead. 

Registrar's Draft Report For 1952, and Audited 
Financial Statements.—The Registrar presented his 
draft annual report for 1952, and audited financial 
statements. It was resolved to authorise the printing 
of the report and distribution to members of the 
Society. 

Stock Remedies Board.—The Registrar reported that 
the term of office of the Board’s nominee on the Stock 
Remedies Board is shortly to expire. By unanimous 
decision of the Board he was instructed to enquire 
whether Mr. McDougall was prepared to continue, and 
if so, to resubmit his name to the Hon. the Minister. 
The Registrar was instructed to thank Mr. McDougall 
for his valuable services in this capacity. 

Pharmaceutical Association Conference, Sydney, 1953. 
—Acting on the suggestion of the Hon. Gen. Secretary 
of the Pharmaceutical Association of Australia and New 
Zealand, the Board decided that a paper on Pharma- 
ceutical Education in New Zealand should be read at 
the Conference. As it was not practicable for the Board 
to send a representative specially to deliver this paper, 
the Registrar was instructed to enquire of Mr. S. E. 
Wright, former Principal of the College of Pharmacy, 
Wellington, whether he would be good enough to read 
a report prepared by the present College Principal, 
amplified for preference by Mr. Wright himself from 
his observations of Pharmaceutical Education in New 
Zealand. 

Ratio of Apprentices.—The Registrar’s action in draw- 
ing attention of a firm to a breach of Regulation 33 of 
the Pharmacy Regulations relating to the ratio of ap- 
prentices to registered chemists was approved; the 
necessary number of registered chemists now being 
employed. 

Peach Kernel Oil—A circular from the Director- 
General of Health addressed to all wholesale druggists 
was “received.” 

New Zealand Hospital Pharmacists’ Association.— 
Careful consideration was given to a letter from the 


Secretary of the New Zealand Hospital Pharmacists’ 
Association urging that all members of the Society 
should have somé form of representation on the Phar- 
macy Board. After full discussion it was unanimously 
resolved that the Board inform the Association that it 
will support any request the Association may make to 
the Government for representation on the Pharmacy 
Board, of hospital pharmacists, provided that hospital 
dispensaries are brought within the same measure of 
control as is imposed upon pharmacies as defined in 
the Pharmacy Act, 1939. 

Report of Unsatisfactory Premises.—The Registrar . 
was instructed again to request a chemist to furnish a 
written assurance that he had remedied the defects in 
his dispensary, which had been brought to notice by 
the Inspector during his last two visits. 

Poisons Regulations: Prescription Poisons.—General 
disagreement was expressed by members regarding the 
suggestion of the Department of Health that the exemp- 
tion contained in Regulation 4 of the Poisons Regula- 
tions for barbiturates in solutions of under 2 per cent. 
be withdrawn. It was resolved that the President and 
Registrar discuss this matter with Dr. F. S. Maclean of 
the Health Department, with a view to maintaining the 
present position. 

Society’s Library.—Mr. Clarke reported that in com-

D.D. ACT IS IN FULL FORCE. 


The Police Offences (Amendment) Act 1908 (known 
to intimates as the “D.D. Act”) is in full force and 
wholly operative. It has been affected in NO way by 
the Poisons Act 1952. 

In N.S.W. Gazette No. 59, 27/3/53, at page 931, a 
Proclamation is published declaring that Part II of 
the Poisons Act 1952 shall commence on April 1, 1953. 
Part II deals with the Poisons Advisory Committee. 
Evidently the first meeting of that Committee will be 
held soon. 

No poisons have yet been incorporated in the Poisons 
List under the Poisons Act 1952.

TRANSFER OF APPRENTICES TO THE 
METROPOLITAN AREA. 


Responsibility of Country Chemists. 


Advice is received that country chemists in some 
cases do not take active steps to secure the transfers 
of their apprentices to a chemist in the metropolitan 
area for continuance of their studies at the University. 


The Pharmacy Board of New South Wales has issued 
the following advice to country pharmacists who have 
recently indentured apprentices:— 


“In approximately 12 months, or two years’ time, as 
the case may be, your new apprentice will need to be 
transferred to a Sydney pharmacist, whose place of 
business is within 40 miles of the University of Sydney. 
The only exception to this procedure is in respect of 
a few apprentices who may be able to do their first- 
year lectures in Chemistry and Botany at the Armidale 
University. 


Your personal responsibility to arrange such transfer 
is clearly set out in clause “H” of the Indenture docu- 
ments, and a breach of this obligation could result in 
you being involved in legal proceedings for breach of 
contract. 

The Pharmacy Board accepts no responsibility for 
transferring apprentices, but has, in fact, together with 
the Federated Pharmaceutical Service Guild of Aus- 
tralia, heen instrumental in finding vacancies in Sydney 
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for dozens of apprentices who would otherwise have 
been unplaced before the University opened. 

The task has been a thankless one, and has involved 
the Board and Guild in considerable expense and loss 
of time. 

It has been found that in the majority of cases, 
country masters have made little or no attempt to 
arrange Sydney transfers until late in the year, with 
the resuit that positions in Sydney pharmacies have 
been given to new apprentices. 

I suggest, therefore, that you make immediate con- 
tact with any Sydney chemist who is likely to accept 
a transfer later on, and maintain your efforts until you 
are assured that your obligations under the contract 
of Indenture will be met at the end of this year.”

“Strathnaver,” writes: 


“Just a postcard to let you know that all is well. 
We have had a very comfortable trip so far, weather 
excellent, company good, food far too much and 
frequent. 

“Yesterday we visited Bombay and spent a very 
interesting half hour in one of the leading city phar- 
macies, Phillips be perpen We went into the dis- 
pensary and looked it well over; it is very similar to 
ours. They use ounces, not metric. Drugs purchased

by the pound. Doctors’ prescriptions are written in 
both metric and ounces according to whether they are 
Indian, Continental or British. One piece of infor- 
mation I gained was the pricing. They use our 1924 
method, so much per ounce mixture. Saw one priced 
2 oz., two teaspoonful dose, 1 rupee 4 annas, about 2/-. 
Couldn’t get the wages of a qualified man, but counter 
staff is paid 120-160 rupees per month. A rupee is 
worth 1/6 sterling. 

“The Poison Schedule and D.D. are much the same 
as N.S.W. Suipha drugs only on prescription. Chemists 
also have a doctor in the shop for certain hours—i.e. 
some shops.

The Professor gave his main lecture of the evening 
on the Cardio-Vascular system, and illustrated his talk 
by sketches on the blackboard. Although this subject 
can be most technical, the lecturer immediately put all 
present at ease by the manner in which he approached 
the subject. He proceeded to correlate his description 
of the circulatory system in regard to Pharmacology of 
the drugs in use at present in regard to heart condi- 
tions, e.g., aminophyllin, digitalis and trinitrin, etc. At 
the end of this most enlightening talk the Professor 
answered many and varied questions from those 
present. 

At the invitation of Mr. Cartwright, Professor Thorp

strongest possible moral support to the Council of the 
Pharmaceutical Society of N.S.W. in its agitation for 
the new Act to be implemented. The main difficulty 
would naturally be the erection of a new building and 
provision of adequate staff. 

A motion was then passed (unanimously) as follows:— 

“This Association approves most heartily of the action

AIMS, ETHICS AND OBJECTS OF THE PHARMA- 
CEUTICAL SOCIETY OF N.S.W. 


Address Delivered by Mr. K. A. Cartwright, President, 

The Pharmaceutical Society of New South Wales, at 

the Annual General Meeting Held at “Science House” 
on March 31, 1953. 


Last year in my address I traced hg! the history 
of the Society, from its formation in 1876 up to the 
present time. Tonight I would like to say something 
of the objects of the Society and their application at 
the present time. 
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The first object, as printed in our Memorandum of 
Association, is perhaps the most important. It reads: 


_ “To support and protect the character, status and 
interest of duly qualified Pharmacists practising in 
the Colonies of Australasia, to suppress malpractice, 
and to decide all questions of usage in regard to the 
rights and privileges of Pharmacists.” 

Now the status of the pharmacist is dependent upon 
two main things—his ethical conduct and his edu- 
cation. These days there is a cynicism about, con- 
cerning the subject of ethics. Many people sneer at 
the word, and consider the ethical man is somewhat 
peculiar. The worst of us, however, has some appre- 
ciation of ethics. Some of us realise that we should 
do our duty for duty’s sake, and not in an attempt 
to get something out of it. 

Quite apart from ethical conduct, in particular cir- 
cumstances, our general ethical outlook should mould 
our conduct so that it confers the greatest good on 
the greatest number. Without ethical conduct, civi- 
lisation could not survive. Society is not an artificial 
creation devised by man to subserve his ends—it came 
into being as the inevitable outcome of the nature of 
man—in whom are blended inextricably the motives 
of self-love and sympathy. 

Throughout its long 
history, the Pharma- 
ceviical Society of 
New South Wales 
has always striven to 
inculcate in its mem- 
bers a desire to ob- 
serve truly ethical 
conduct as between 
pharmacist and phar- 
macist; and pharma- 
cist and the public. 

Observation of a 
proper standard of 
ethics increases our 
self-respect. We be- 
come fully conscious 
of the nature of our 
calling, and are im- 
bued with the sense 
of responsibility which 
is so vitally necessary. 

The traditional 
honour of our pro- 
fession is upheld by 
those who feel and 
exhibit a true spirit 
of service, and whose lives show devotion to the skilful 
practice of their chosen profession, The ethical deport- 
ment of the pharmacist earns for him the respect and 
the trust of the community. 

Ethical conduct is not just pretentiousness, although 
some pretentious people profess a superior ethical 
standard. 

Some few of us may have erred in our conduct, but 
we know in our hearts we have done wrong. Per: 
fection is not easily attained, but provided the unworthy 
recognise their mistakes, and trend towards an im- 
proved standard of conduct, then we can look with 
confidence toward their rehabilitation. We must not 
condemn a man for a mistake—we must help him 
towards regeneration. 

Improved pharmaceutical education is another object 
and aim of the Society. For years we stressed the 
need for superior education, and with 
the help of our good friends at the University of Sydney 
and, indeed, throughout the Commonwealth; in the 
various teaching institutions an improved standard is 
rapidly becoming an accomplished fact. 

In general, the more educated a man is the greater 
is his appreciation of an ethical standard of conduct. 
So improved education will not only benefit the phar- 
macist and the community by improved technical skill,

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but will also produce a man with a greater appreciation 
of the humanities. 

We do not seek to produce merely a skilled “trades- 
man.” We hope to evolve in all our members a 
reasonable and balanced outlook, supported by proper 
technical knowledge, backed by a truly ethical outlook. 

As a means of translating our ideas into actual accom- 
plishment, over the past few years we have been calling 
meetings in country areas, we have been holding 
lectures in the city, we have supported scientific con- 
ferences, we have stimulated our Science Group, and 
in general have tried to disseminate knowledge and a 
fraternal spirit amongst pharmacists throughout the 
State. 

Man does not live by bread alone; he must remain 
at peace with his conscience to enjoy life at all. 

Both overseas and in Australia troublesome times 
have engendered a cynical attitude towards the subject 
of ethics. With pharmaceutical education there are 
those who would resist change. This is perhaps an 
instinctive reaction. Our civilisation is a complex struc- 
ture moulded through many centuries of hard en- 
deavour, and many hesitate to abandon established 
practices for the unknown hazards of the novel and 
the new. The shortest method of reform in education 
or in other things is by harmonious adaptation of 
existing tendencies rather than efforts abruptly to 
change the stream in which flows’the current of human 
endeavour. 

Paragraph (c) of our objects reads: 

“To advance and encourage the study of chemistry 
and pharmacy and all branches of science allied thereto 
by the ... delivery of lectures, the giving of prizes ...” 
And so each year your Society awards prizes and 
encourages by all means possible (for example, through 
our Science Group) the dissemination of knowledge. 

During the past two years particularly we have ex- 
tended our lectures and meetings to the countr ny areas, 
where enthusiastic gatherings have proved that the 
pharmacist is indeed vitally interested in the profes- 
sional side of his calling. 

This address would not be complete without special 
reference to our “Australasian Journal of Pharmacy,” 
the official Federal Journal of the Associated Pharma- 
ceutical Organisation of Australia’: The “A.J.P.” con- 
tains much valuable scientific material each month, 
and gives a wide general coverage to all matters in 
the pharmaceutical sphere. The Journal does a fine 
job for all the pharmaceutical organisations, whether it 
be Society, Guild, P.D.L., Women Pharmacists, etc. In 
the implementation. of our objects, the Journal has 
played a useful part; in the future, too, it will play an 
ever-increasing part, being the Federal Journal of the 
Associated Pharmaceutical Organisations of Australia, 
and publishing matter of value and interest to all. 

A useful extension of the Society’s activities, and 
one which I hope will come into being in the near 
future, is the organisation of regular meetings in the 
vast suburban areas of our great city. In this regard, 
I would like to pay a tribute to the Dulwich Hill Phar- 
macists’ Association, which under the energetic guidance 
of Mr. Dick Audley does a fine job. I would like to 
see his good work adopted in other areas. 

For the most favourable implementation of the 
Society’s objects we must have close co-operation with 
our kindred organisation, the Guild (N.S.W. Branch). 
I look forward in the future to a close co-operation in 
all matters pharmaceutical, particularly where they run 
parallel and in some cases interlock. We must under- 
stand each other’s point of view; there is nothing un- 
ethical in making a fair profit out of the retail sale 
of a reputable article of merchandise appropriate for 
sale by the pharmacist. With increased co-operation 
will come increased general efficiency in all our en- 
deavours. 
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I would like to make reference to the Twentieth Aus- 
tralasian Pharmaceutical Conference which is being 
held in Sydney in August next under the aegis of the 
Pharmaceutical Association of Australia and New Zea- 
land. It is 21 years since we were last honoured with 
a conference. The opening is to take place in the 
Great Hall of the University of Sydney on August 11 
at 8 p.m. I would like to see a good attendance of 
Society members at the opening. The conferences of 
the P.A.A.N.Z., for such it is abbreviated, have for 
20 years past done much to advance the ethics of 
pharmacy. The conferences have played a very valuable 
part in the organisation of pharmacy throughout Aus- 
tralia. Local arrangements this year are in the hands 
of the Pharmaceutical Society of New South Wales, 
and we look forward to members’ co-operation in what 
is planned. Presently I shall ask Mr. Hall to give you 
some idea of what we have planned for the conference. 

I feel that the future of the Society must lie in taking 
its activities to the members, and for this reason I have 
suggested the various meetings in different suburbs at 
which Society members can be addressed _ on topical 
matters and may in turn ask questions. Particularly 
do I think that members of the Science Group should 
be in attendance at these meetings to bring the Science 
Group to the member. 

These suburban meetings are much better than special 
general meetings, as they provide a more intimate field 
for discussion. There is not so much talking to the 
gallery—there is, perhaps, a more honest attempt to 
impart and to receive information and advice. 

s I said at the beginning of my address, ethics and 
education are indeed two important and basic matters. 
We must all do our best, and on my part I shall be 
pleased to assist personally with the organisation of 
meetings 1n my particular area. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, I look to the future of our 
Society affairs with zest and with confidence.

“Minutes are not a record of all that happens at a 
meeting. There is quite a clear distinction between 
‘minutes’ of meetings and ‘reports’ of meetings. Minutes 
are records of things done, while reports contain, in 
addition, records not only of things is was decided 
NOT to do, but also the various arguments for and 
against proposals. Reports of a meeting are invariably 
written in narrative form, but minutes may be written 
up in two ways, which are termed respectively: 
1, Minutes of narration. 2, Minutes of resolutions. 
Minutes of resolutions record the formal decisions of 
the directors or of a company at a duly convened 
meeting. 

In writing up the minutes, it is only necessary for 
the secretary to set down the resolution as ultimately 
passed by the meeting, commencing with the word 
‘Resolved.’ The arguments given for and against the 
motion, the fate of amendments, the number of votes 
for and against, etc., are not at all necessary for incor- 
poration in the minutes.” 

It was resolved that, as from April 7, 1953, standard 
procedure as laid down be adopted in the recording 
of minutes of Council meetings of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of New South Wales. 
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Election of Office-Bearers——Mr. Cartwright said that 
he had completed two years as President of the Society.

“It is not necessary to obtain a signature for wages 
paid, although it is necessary to keep a Wages Book 
whizh shows the amount paid to each employee.

OBITUARY. 
Edward Allan Goode. 


We deeply regret to announce the death of Mr. 
Edward Allan Goode on March 11, at the age of 47.

AMERICAN HOSPITAL BENEFITS ADMINISTRA- 
TORS VISIT MELBOURNE. 


Two American hospital benefits administrators who 
came here to advise the Commonwealth Government 
are staying on—to learn more about Australia’s national 
health scheme. 

They consider it “one of the biggest, if not the biggest, 
voluntary health insurance scheme the world has 
known.” 

Messrs. William S. McNary, executive vice-president 
of the Michigan Hospital Service (one of 87 Blue Cross 
organisations in the U.S. and Canada), and E. A. van 
Steenwyk, director of the Philadelphia Blue Cross Plan, 
arrived in Melbourne on April 21 to spend a week in 
Victoria after visiting New South Wales and Queens- 


land. 

They met representatives of the B.M.A. and 
trades unions, the Hospitals and Charities Commis- 
sion, hospital benefits societies and friendly societies. 

Mr. van Steenwyk organised the first Blue Cross hos- 
= benefits plan in America 20 years ago, and both 

e and Mr. McNary are champions of the high standards 
of medical care which are found, they insist, in a 
voluntary system.

But they admit that the Australian national health 
scheme aims go be more comprehensive, and is a sys- 
tem which no other country has ever attempted to 
develop. 

“We believe,” said Mr. McNary, “that the combina- 
tion of the voluntary plan, properly sponsored and with 
Government encouragement, could provide an unbeat- 
able health scheme for Australia.” 

The visitors explained that the non-profit making 
Blue Cross . covering 87 integrated organisations 
throughout the U.S. and Canada, had a total subscriber 
membership of 44,000,000 — or 28 per cent. of the 


contribution for a family of unlimited size, in- 
cluding the parents and children up to the age of 19, 
was between £2 and £3 a month. 

“A great many of the 44,000,000 people,” said Mr. 
McNary, “are in the low income groups, but there has 
been a tendency in our country for middle income 
people to join first. We are now reaching down to 
get more of the low income people. 

“We know that the only way we are going to get 
down to the lower income groups is to have some 
—_ in the payment of the subscription fund,” he said.

“These abuses are corrected,” said Mr. McNary, “by 
our working with the medical staffs of the hospitals 
and educating them in the need of saving the patients’ 
money as a whole.”

After several items of harmony had been rendered, 
Mr, Thompson called on Mr. A. G. Davis to propose the 
toast to Mr. and Mrs. Sissons. 


Toasts to the Guests of Honour. 

Mr. Davis, opening in jocular mood, said he hoped his 
remarks would be a highlight! He had no excuses for 
not saying anything, because he was told three weeks 
ago that he would have to propose this toast. There was 
so much ground to be covered that he was sure that if 
he kept on talking Mr. Sissons would miss his ship. 
(Laughter.) However, so that he would not talk too 
long, he had made a few notes. Before referring to 
them, he would like to tell of the good start Mr. Sissons 
made when he joined the College 33 years ago. Out of 


the class of that year (1920) he produced (over the last 
two years) the President, the Vice-President and the 
Treasurer of the Pharmaceutical Society, and Mr. A. W. 
Callister, one of the College lecturers. As well as that, 
he must not overlook the ladies. He also produced the 
President, Secretary and the Treasurer of the Women 
Pharmacists’ Association. To cap all that, the President 
of the Association was the wife of the present President 
of the Pharmaceutical Society. 


Mr. Sissons also acted as a kind of matrimonial agency. 
(Laughter.) After he commenced at the College, he 
(Mr. Davis) struggled through his final examination and 
then decided he would do an optical course. A young 
lady also decided to do an optical course. He did not 
know her during their pharmacy course, but it was dur- 
ing the optical course that he met her at Mr. Sissons’ 
home. He thought to himself, I must study hard. I 
must try to do better with the optical course. He tried 
to keep himself free and not get embroiled. Anyhow, 
the outcome of it was they got married! (Laughter.) 
They also qualified as opticians. 

To be serious, it was a privilege for him to propose the 
toast of Mr. Sissons, coupled of course with Mrs. Sissons. 
She had, he was sure, been a power of strength during 
Mr. Sissons’ long association with the College. Mr. 
Sissons started at the College in 1920, and before that 
time the College class consisted «f 30 or 40 students. 
Mr. Sissons came following the 1914-18 war, and in 1920 
the College was faced with a class of 130. Mr. Sissons 
had a colossal task in coping with that number of 
students, bearing in mind that at that time there was 
only a very small staff of lecturers. Anyhow, Mr. 
Sissons was equal to the task and he did very well. At 
that time the pharmacy course consisted of only one 
year’s lectures—the intermediate year—and a short pre- 
paration for the final examination. Under Mr. Sissons’ 
guidance the curriculum was altered and improved to 
the stage where they now had a four years’ course at the 
College. Each year had its practical work and there 
had been other improvements on the past methods of 
teaching pharmaceutical students. Also, the country 
students had been well catered for with the correspon- 
dencé course which Mr. Sissons instituted and handled 
very well for the benefit of the students. The prelimi- 
nary examination, too, had been improved. 


All this and many more advances had taken place 
under the wise and able guidance of Mr. Sissons. He 
thought, and he believed most people would agree, one 
of the most important aspects of Mr. Sissons’ association 
with the College had been his influence with the stu- 
dents. His knowledge of personal progress and move- 
ments was phenomenal. r. Sissons knew exactly how 
pest students were getting on and what they had done. 
t had been a credit and an advantage to the organisa- 
tions to have someone of Mr. Sissons’ calibre as Dean of 
the College. By his unselfish service he had not only 
won the esteem of those who had gone through the 
College, but the admiration of the students and everyone 
connected with the institution. Mr. Sissons had become 
an authority on pharmaceutical education, not only in 
Victoria, but throughout the whole of Australia, and he 
thought pharmacy had benefited greatly because of those 
educational achievements of their Dean, Mr. Sissons.

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The Toast Supported. 

Mr. A. W. Callister said he was at a loss in listening 
to Mr. Davis to decide, when he was recounting his list 
of famous people, whether to think of the old proverb, 
“The new broom-—how clean it sweeps,” or whether he 
got on to another theme, talking of that other proverb 
about “Love is blind.”

He 
himself was proud, and he was sure the folk assembled 
would be proud, of the old Museum this night—adorned 
by the beautiful work of art on the wall, the assembly 
of friends and the floral decorations—and for what pur- 
pose? To bid bon voyage and farewell to their grand 
old friend. Friend of some of them for 30 years, friend 
of others for two or three years, but nevertheless a 
friend of pharmacy in the State of Victoria. On behalf 
of the Council he expressed to Mr. Sissons their earnest 
wish that the journey he was about to take would be 
truly a holiday for him, and, they hopéd, for Mrs. 
Sissons, 

On behalf of the Council, he handed to Mr. Sissons a 
pen and pencil. He thought they all knew what Mr.

Mr. Sissons’ Response. 


Mr. Sissons said this was one of the occasions on 
which one founa it difficult to say anything that was 
adequate to the occasion. In the first place, lest he over- 
looked it, he would like to express the thanks of him- 


‘self and Mrs. Sissons to the members of the Council 


and the members of the Society for making this visit 
possible. It was, of course, a glorious prospect. 

He was at a disadvantage. There had been five 
speakers against him, and he had to speak in reply to 

r. Davis, Mr. Callister, Mr. Johnson and Mr. Nye, 
speaking on behalf of the groups they had represented. 
One or two things had occurred to him. When Mr. 
Davis started his earlier recital, he wondered whether 
the Council should not perhaps keep its eye on the 
lecturers for all the things they were alleged to do. Then 
Mr. Nye assured them the staff, too, were going to carry 
on! 

It was exceedingly kind and generous of the different 
speakers to have spoken in the terms they had chosen. 

e thought it was a particularly happy thought of the 
President to draw attention to the representative nature 
of the gathering and the various activities, from the 
student years upwards, that were represented in this 
gathering to the very great pleasure of Mrs. Sissons 
and himself. 

One of the attractions in the teaching activities of this 
institution was the number of organisations the staff of 
the College were brought into contact with, and the feel- 
ing that it gave of unity in Victorian pharmacy. It 
was a great pleasure to be working alongside the people 
who represented those groups and were gathered to- 
gether this evening. It was one of the great compensa- 
tions in teaching work, and provided an ae tyme 4 of 
showing some of the results that grew from that work. 

It was possible to become immersed in teaching work 
in some fields and to wonder what were the results of 
it all. In pharmacy they had an almost unique demon- 
stration of what some of these results were. One only 
had to think of the succession of speakers this evening 
and some of the people whom Mr. Davis had enumerated 
and the positions to which they had attained to under- 
line that fact--that the College was part of a very 
complex organisation and one in which there was a good 
deal of evidence that the several parts work very closely 
together. 

From some of the remarks that his friends had made 
here and elsewhere, it almost seemed as if because of 
his association with this institution he had not been able 
to demonstrate that he had the ability to relax. Some 
of his friends were very anxious that he should in the 
next six months demonstrate that he did enjoy some 
of the other things of life. Well, from what he heard 
from his colleagues overseas, and the programmes being 


proposed, those were not among their limitations. While 
there was work, and there probably was a very consider- 
able amount of most interesting material that could be 
covered with his colleagues overseas with regard, as 
Mr. Callister had said, to questions of syllabus, questions 
of building, the equipment of libraries, the introduction 
of new subjects and so on, there they did seem to have 
the ability to mingle that essential work with the equally 
essential relaxation and enjoyment, and it seemed sure 
that while they would give him the information that he 
was anxious to gather (and that, he thought, would be 
of use to the various Victorian organisations), they were 
also catering widely for the holiday and the relaxation 
and the pleasure part of their trip. 

Again, speaking for his wife as well as for himself, he 
wished to thank the speakers for the generous things 
they had said. It was compensatory to the work and 
they were hoping that on their return in December they 
would be refreshed and rejuvenated and would be able 
to take up the next session with renewed enthusiasm. 
They appreciated what had been said of how the work 
would be carried on in their absence, and they had no 
doubt—possibly they were a little timorous—that in 


‘their absence it would be demonstrated how very well 


it could be carried on in their absence. 

On behalf of Mrs. Sissons and himself, he expressed 
their deepest thanks for the very generous things that 
had keen said. They were looking forward with the 
utmost keenness to the events of ‘the next six months. 

Supper was then served (at 10 p.m.), and after the 
guests had mingled, renewing friendships and exchang- 
ing reminiscences, the gathering dispersed at 11.30 p.m.

Iniermediate Examiner—Chemistry: A memorandum 
was received from Mr. A. T. S. Sissons, advising that 
Dr. Byron L. Stanton was relinquishing the position of 
co-examiner in Chemistry for the Intermediate Examina- 
tion, and suggesting that Mr. A. J. Cobcroft be appointed 
to act as co-examiner with him (Mr. Sissons). The 
recommendation was adopted and it was resolved that a 
letter be forwarded to Dr. Stanton, expressing the 
Board’s sincere appreciation of his most valuable ser- 
vices as examiner and in other capacities over a long 

eriod of time. 
nspectors’ Reports, Etc.: 

Reports dealing with activities for the month were 
received from the Chief Inspector, Mr. B. G. DeLacy, 
and Inspector Ahern. The following matters were 
specially referred to: 

A mercantile firm establishing a veterinary division 
had been visited and advised of legal provisions cover- 
ing distribution of preparations included in the Poisons 
Schedules. 

Loss of Phenobarbital tablets in the street by a cus- 
tomer of a chemist had been investigated. 

A pharmacy was visited following report that an 
apprentice had dropped a container of Lig. Morph. with 
consequent loss of contents. The circumstances of the 
{instance had been verified and Dangerous Drugs Regis- 
ter properly marked. 

Further reports were submitted in reference to a 
plating preparation allegedly containing cyanide and 
directions for warning the manufacturer concerning 
legal obligations were issued by the Board. 

A report from a chemist concerning the suspected 
issue of a prescription for the purpose of addiction had 
been referred to Det. Sgt. DeLany, who had taken 
appropriate action. 

Warnings were given to two pharmacists for failure 
to cancel Specified Drug prescriptions. In each instance 
the person concerned stated that the omission’had been 
inadvertent. 

Inquiry by the Board: A country chemist who had 
been convicted and fined for breaches of the Dangerous 
Drugs Regulations appeared before the Board at 4 p.m. 
and was invited to offer an explanation. 

The chemist said he admitted laxity, particularly in 
the few months prior to the date of the inspection. He 
believed he had observed the rules and regulations 
faithfully and to the best of his ability for many years, 
but he had got behind with his entries. Some time 


rior to the inspection there had been a fire and the 
Deneiveies Drugs Cupboard was taken away by trades- 
men for repair. Through some neglect on his part the 
lock had not been replaced. Alterations had been 
going on at the shop and the Dangerous Drugs Register 
was misplaced. 

Addressing the chemist, the president said that ad- 
verse reports of conditions at the pharmacy had been 
received. They were of such a nature that it was neces- 
sary for him to speak plainly. He wished the chemist 
to understand that every member of the profession had 
a status in the community which gave a lot of privi- 
leges, and he in return took up certain responsibilities. 
He advised the chemist to go back to the pharmacy and 
function properly. He said that members of the Board, 
although they were pharmacists, functioned for the 
people, and a most important part of their work related 
to enforcement of the provisions of the Dangerous Drugs 
Regulations. 

Leave of Absence—Mr. A. W. McGibbony: The presi- 
dent said that for health reasons Mr. McGibbony would 
be going to Queensland for a few months, and desired 
leave of absence from Board meetings during that 
period. Leave for four months was ‘granted by the 
Board. 

Final Examination Results. It was resolved that the 
results of the Final Examination held in March and 
published with the authority of the president be con- 
firmed. 

Apprenticeship Control: Preliminary suggestions in 
regard to more effective control of apprentices during 
training and the introduction of regulations for this pur- 
pose under the provisions of the Medical Act 1950 were 
discussed, and it was resolved that further consideration 
be given to this and related matters at the next meeting. 

Rat Poisons: Attention was drawn by the Advisory 
Committee on Rats, Department of Health, Melbourne, 
to a number of rat poisons on the market, which, it was 
considered, were being distributed in unsatisfactory 
packs. The president pointed out that some of the 
substances used in these preparations were not sche- 
duled as they were not generally considered to be toxic 
4o human beings or domestic animals. One substance, 
although toxic, was not scheduled and should be con- 
sidered. The regulations had been tightened up in 
relation to thallium and scheduling of substances such 
as warfarin was under consideration. It was resolved 
that a suitable reply be forwarded to the committee. 

Poisons Schedules Advisory Panel: Recommendations 
from the last meeting of the Poisons Schedules Advisory 
Panel which had not yet been implemented were con- 
sidered and action decided upon. 

Appointment of Inspector: The appointment of Mr. F. 
Ahern as an inspector, who was now registered, was 
confirmed. 

Financial: The honorary treasurer submitted the 
monthly financial statement, and accounts totalling 
£609/5/- were passed for payment. 

Uniformity of Poisons Laws: This matter was further 
discussed and Board’s desire to co-operate in any move 
to bring about closer agreement in poisons legislation 
and schedules was re-affirmed. 

The meeting then adjourned. ‘

Notice of Meeting._At the suggestion of the President 
the notice convening the meeting was taken as read. 

Minutes of 95th Annual Meeting.—The Chairman said 
these had been published in “The Australasian Journal 
of Pharmacy.” e suggested that they be taken as read. 
On the motion of Mr. W. R. Iliffe, seconded by Mr. H. A. 
Braithwaite, the minutes of the 95th annual meeting 
were taken as read and were confirmed. 

The Annual Report and Financial Statemenis.—A 
motion that the annual report and financial statements 
be received was carried. 

The President then moved the adoption of the annual 
report. In doing so, he said:— 

n presenting the 96th Annual Report of the Society 
and moving its adoption, I think you will agree that it is 
a very comprehensive ene of the Society’s activities. 

This year the Council decided to depart from the 
usual practice of sending out a separate report and 
instead has had it published in the Year Bock. 

This procedure serves two purposes, first of all, it 
saves quite an amount of money, and, secondly, it serves 
as a ready reference for those who desire it. 

It is not my intention to read the whole of the report, 
but would just like to touch on a few of the salient 
features. 

It is again very pleasing to note that the membership 
is still increasing, the total number of members now 
being 2178. 

As well as an increase in membership I think I would 
be right in saying that there is an increased amount of 
interest being taken in the activities of the Society. 

This is borne out by the vast amount of correspon- 
dence received during the year from members seeking 
advice and information on various matters. 

We again carried out the policy of visiting a country 
centre during the year. On this occasion the place 
visited was Horsham. 

-We had quite a successful meeting there, and I feel 

that these meetings are an advantage to the country 
members, because it brings them into direct Contact 
with the Council, and gives them the opportunity of 
gaining information which is not always possible by 
correspondence. 

I would again like to pay tribute to the activities of 
the sub-committees of the Council. The work they do 
during the year greatly assists in the smooth working of 
the Council, and also expedites the work that has to be 
done. 

I wish especially to mention the great amount of work 
done by Dr. Stanton, as Chairman of the A.P.F. Revision 
Committee. His work for pharmacy is well known to 
everybody. 

Also the Hospital Dispensing Committee, who under 
the very capable chairmanship of Mr. E. C. McClelland, 
has done a very good job for pharmacy. 

Unfortunately they have had a very worrying time 
during the past few months, but we have hopes that the 
injustice done to a number of chemists doing hospital 
dispensing will be rectified. 

he Education Committee is also a very active and 
important one, and you can rest assured that it is always 
in touch with the problems which affect the training of 
pharmaceutical chemists. 

Also, I cannot emphasise too much the appreciation 
and sincere thanks of the Council to the Dean of the 
College, Mr. Sissons, and the lectorial staff for all the 
good work they have done during the year. 

It is their good team work and their love of the job 
which means so much to the training of the students 
under such adverse conditions as we still have in this 
building. 
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Unfortunately we have not made very much progress 
in the matter of a new College since our last annual 
meeting, although we have been successful in obtaining 
a permit to build, but we still need the finance. 

In this matter I would again like to thank the S.R.C. 
for their very fine effort during the year. They were 
responsible for contributing the magnificent sum of 
£659/17/- to the building fund, an increase of £120 on 
last year’s effort. 

Another, well-known organisation in pharmacy, The 
Old Compatibles, which unfortunately has now been dis- 
banded, and whicn subscribed freely to the building 
fund, presented during the year a cheque for £100 to 
carry on for another three years the Old Compatibles’ 
Scholarship, which they founded. For that and past 
efforts I wish to sincerely thank them. 

Before concluding I would like to pay a tribute to 
other pharmaceutical organisations for their co-operation 
and support in many matters. I refer particularly to 
Public Relations Secretariat and the Guild, with whom 
the Society had collaborated closely. 

The Chairman of Public Relations Secretariat, Mr. 
I. J. Thompson, the Director of Public Relations, Mr. 
K. Attiwill, and the State President of the Guild, Mr. 
W. Iliffe, have all given valued help to the Council on 
many occasions. 

And last but not least, J would like to pay a special 
sribute tu the Secretary of the Society, Mr. F. C. Kent, 
for the very helpful and efficient manner in which he 
carries out his many duties, who as well as being the 
President’s right-hand man, is well known all over Aus- 
tralia for his untiring work in the interests of pharmacy. 

The motion for adoption was seconded by Mr. S. J. 
Baird, Hon. Treasurer, who referred particularly to the 
financial statements. 

Mr. Baird said it would be’ noted that expenditure was 
still rising. Unfortunately the Council had to spend a 
considerable sum of money on the College building. This 
was expenditure they did not like because it was in 
their minds that they would some time, not too far 
away, they hoped, be moving ‘into a new building. 
Because, however, of the necessity of housing both 
medical and pharmacy students in the building for 
lectures at one time on account of revised timetables, 
the Council had been compelled to spend £1200 to con- 
vert the biology room into a lecture room. Expenditure 
of this kind prevented the Council from building up 
reserves to the extent that it would like. The financial 
position generally, however, was satisfactory, and in- 
come had kept ahead of expenditure. 

Returning Officer's Report on Election of Councillors. 
—At the request of the Chairman, the report of the 
Returning Officer (Mr. F. N. Pleasance) was read, de- 
claring Mrs, P. A. Crawford and Messrs. C. P. A. Taylor, 
F. W. Johnson and I. J. Thompson duly elected as 
members of the Council for a further period of three 
years, and Mr. R. H. Morrison as Auditor for the ensu- 
ing year. 

The Returning Officer’s report was formally received. 

Presentation of Fellowship Certificate to Mr. V. G. 
Morieson.—Mr. Davis said it was now his pleasant duty 
to present a Fellowship Certificate to Mr. V. G. Morie- 
son, one of his colleagues on the Council. 

The Council, in appreciation of Mr. Morieson’s long 
and valuable service, had seen fit to elect him an 
Honorary Fellow--—an honour richly deserved. Many of 
the members were aware of some of the work Mr. 
Morieson had done for pharmacy. He had been a mem- 
ber of the Council for many years and had occupied the 
position of President. For several years past he had 
been President of the Federal Council of Pharmaceutical 
Societies of Australia, a position he had held with dig- 
nity and credit. 

In handing the Fellowship Certificate to Mr. Morieson, 
Mr. Davis said he congratulated him on behalf of all 
the members of the Society and thanked him for his 
good work for pharmacy over the years. 

Mr. Morieson thanked the President for his kind 
remarks and for the certificate which had been presented

to him. He did not think he had earned such a high 
award, but it had been a pleasure to have given service 
on the Council of the Society and the Federal Council. 

It had been a great privilege to work with the mem- 
bers of the Council and to observe the fine work they 
were doing. It was only when one became associated 
with such a body that one fully realised the extent of 
the voluntary service given and the personal contribu- 
tion in time and effort made by the members. 

Membership of the Council also enabled one to make 
contact with leaders of the other official organisations to 
gather an overall picture of the valuable work organised 
for official funds. 

Bon Voyage to Mr. Sissons.—Before concluding the 
meeting, Mi. Davis extended to Mr. Sissons, Dean of 
the College, best wishes for his overseas trip. He said 
Mr. Sissons had been granted leave of absence for six 
months for visiting Great Britain and the Continent, 
when he would undoubtedly gather much information 
of value to the Society. 

Mr. Davis paid high tribute to the loyalty and devoted 
services to the College over the past 33 years, and on 
behalf of the gathering wished him and Mrs. Sissons 
bon voyage. (Applause) 

General Business.—There being no general business 
the President called on the Secretary to deliver an 
address on “The Pharmacy Board, the Drug Squad and 
the Dangerous Drugs Regulations.” A summary of this 
address is published below.

THE PHARMACY BOARD, THE DRUG SQUAD AND 
THE DANGEROUS DRUGS REGULATIONS. 


Address by the Secretary of the Society. 
Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


Legal Obligations of Members. 

In all professional societies it is reasonably expected 
that the members shall conform to the requirements 
of the law of the land in which they live, and in par- 
ticular will fulfill special obligations of the law regu- 
lating their own particular profession. 

It is equally true that the members will expect their 
organisation or society to protect their individual in- 
terests and that if laws are harsh and oppressive, seek 
to have them modified. 

It is fitting, therefore, that we should discuss a sub- 
ject of such current interest as that on the business 
paper for tonight. 


The Pharmacy Board: 

I shall refer firstly to the Pharmacy Board. It is per- 
haps a happy circumstance that the Pharmacy Board 
in this State consists of pharmaceutical chemists and 
that the seven members are elected by the chemists of 
Victoria. It is fortunate also that throughout the his- 
tory of the Board the chemists of the State have chosen 
wisely men who regarded very seriously their respon- 
sibilities as guardians of the public interest in relation 
to the practice of pharmacy and the sale of poisons. 

It is necessary from time to time to point out quite 
emphatically that the Pharmacy Board is not set up to 
vrotect the rights of chemists, but to protect the public 
against irregular practice. . 

The Board is entrusted with the administration of 
the Medical Act, Part III, the Pharmacy Regulations, 
end the Poisons Act and Regulations, including the 
Dangerous Drugs Regulations. 

It is responsible to the Minister of Health for faith- 
fully carrying out its obligations. It is not responsible 
to the chemists of Victoria, but it has always been mind- 
ful of the special difficulties of the chemists when it has 
framed and administered Regulations to govern the 


| amb of pharmacy or the distribution of poisons and 
angerous Drugs. 

As a law-enforcing body the Board has not always 
escaped criticism. Had it been entirely free from criti- 
cism it is a fair assumption that it was not carrying out 
its duties completely. 

Its decrees have not always been popular with 
chemists and their organisations, manufacturers and 
others, whose activities are involved, but it is acknow- 
ledged generally within the profession and without that 
it commands respect. 


The Police: 

Some of you have already met the two senior mem- 
bers of the Drug Squad. Probably all of you will sooner 
or later make their acquaintance. 

When any new element is introduced into law en- 
forcement some new thought or approach must become 
apparent. 

The approach of the Pharmacy Board to the question 
of spec and Dangerous Drugs might be considered 
to have been more corrective and educational than 
punitive. There is something to be said in favour of 
the method, but it has very definite shortcomings and 
sterner measures must be taken at times to secure com- 
pliance with Regulations. 

The establishment of a Drug Squad in Victoria is the 
outcome of international Police Conferen¢es which 
affirmed the principle that narcotic control in some of 
its aspects at least was a Police function. 

The view of the Police is that they are responsible 
in all matters relating to the protection of property and 
life. Dangerous Drugs affect human life and therefore 
the Police have an interest in the subject. 

1 think it may be said that the view of the Police 
is that where laws are not observed offenders should 
be prosecuted. 

The members of the Drug Squad in Victoria, and I 
have had many conversations with them, have stated 
quite frequently that they are not prosecution hungry, 
and from all my observations I would agree with that. 

If I may express my personal opinion it would be 
that we are fortunate in the type of officer allotted to 
these particular duties in Victoria. 

Provided chemists carry out reasonably the require- 
ments of the Regulations there is very little for them 
to fear. Co-operation with the Police and co-operation 
with the -Board is the wisest policy you can adopt. 

The Drug Squad gives much of its time to locating 
addicts. It has asked for the co-operation of chemists 
in supplying advice regarding addicts or suspected ad- 
dicts. You can therefore do a public service and demon- 
strate your intention of co-operating by bringing to the 
notice of the Board, or to the Police, any sign of 
attempting to procure drugs for addiction which you 
encounter. 

Members have from time to time asked for advice 
in regard to the powers of the Police in relation to 
Dangerous Drugs and poisons. 

The Poisons Act does have something to say about 
this. Section 74 states specifically that any member of 
the Police Force or any parees authorised in writing 
by the Board may enter the premises of a person sell- 
ing or offering for sale or dispensing a Dangerous Drug 
or any medicine containing a Dangerous Drug or a Po- 
tent Drug, and may demand production of and inspect 
books or documents relating to the business and any 
stocks of such substances, preparations, medicines, etc. 

It is noted that this does not provide for the seizure 
of documents or stocks or the taking of them by the 
Police. 

In some instances the Police have taken prescriptions 
and other documents from pharmacies where they have 
detected infringements. To use the words of the Police 
they have obtained peaceful possession of the docu- 
ments. 

What is the position if a chemist refuses to surrender. 
That appears to be provided for in Section 78, which 
says that if any Dangerous Drug, etc., is, in contraven- 
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tion of the provisions of the Act, in the possession or 
under the control of any person in any premises or if 
any document relating to a transaction in a Dangerous 
Drug which would be an offence under the Act is in the 
possession, a Justice of the Peace may grant a warrant 
authorising any member of the Police Force named in 
the warrant to enter, if need be by force, to search the 
premises and persons and in certain circumstances 
seize and detain documents, drugs, etc. 

A question that has been asked is—can the Police 
take away prescriptions and documents without giving 
a receipt for them? Quite frankly I don’t know the 
answer to that one, nor do I think it is very important 
that much sleep should be lost over it. 

Detective-Sergeant Delany has assured me most 
definitely that in 95 per cent. of cases when any pre- 
scription has been taken a receipt has been given, and 
that unless the circumstances are exceptional he is pre- 
pared always to give a receipt. 

That, of course, applies to the peaceful possession 
we have spoken about. 

When it comes to a case of seizing on warrant such 
little niceties as giving of receipts would scarcely come 
into’ question. e hope, however, that such circum- 
stances will never come into operation — at least so 
far as any member of this Society is concerned. 


The Dangerous Drugs Regulations. 
Storage: 


The Police place great stress on the provisions in 
the Regulations relating to storage. 

These provisions are, of course, intended to prevent 
access by unauthorised persons. 

Practically every chemist who is questioned on this 
point replies — but I am the only person present in 
the pharmacy. The Police reply is that access must be 
most jealously guarded so as to render it as difficult 
as for unauthorised persons to get control. 

ere are good grounds for this as many records can 
be found of unauthorised access to Dangerous Drugs by 
addicts. 

The first point to which I draw your attention is 
that there is no reference anywhere in the Regulations 
to a dangerous’ drugs cupboard. 

Let me read the relevant regulation, i.e., Regulation 
21—D.D. Regulations 1932:— 

Dangerous Drugs must be stored apart from other 
goods in a cabinet, case or other receptacle which 
can be securely locked up. 

Note “a cabinet, case or other receptacle.” 

There is obviously a fault in the Regulations. They 
should provide against the portable easily moveable re- 
ceptacle that could be whisked away. Fortunately good 
sense has prevailed and everywhere there are cupboards 
that are fixtures. Such a cupboard or a securely locked 
safe or steel cabinet of proper dimensions should be 
u 
Apart from Other Goods: 

Note the words “apart from other goods” and their 
place in the context. The Pharmacy Board recently 
was asked to give a ruling on this and recorded the 
opinion that if say poisons and some oe Drugs 
were kept with Dangerous Drugs in the D.D. cupboard, 
the Regulations would be regarded met if the D.D. were 
kept on a separate shelf or in a separate self-contained 
compartment in the cupboard; but on more critical 
examination it may be necessary to modify this opinion. 

Consider the next provision of the Regulations for 
example — All Dangerous Drugs in the possession of 
a pharmaceutical chemist shall be locked up during the 
time he is not dispensing or supplying the same _ in 
accordance with the Regulations. 

How can they be kept locked up if he has other 
drugs in the same cupboard to which he must go for 


the purpose of dispensing certain prescriptions? You 
may think this reasoning is somewhat academic, but it is 
~ type of argument one could encounter in a court 
of law. 

In the opinion of the Police the chemist has much 
more protection if he keeps his D.Ds. entirely sepa- 
rate, having nothing else in the D.D. cupboard. They 
point out that the average chemist dispenses about six 
D.D. prescriptions per day, involving six visits to the 
D.D. cupboard. If he keeps a variety of other things 
in the cupboard he would have many more trips and the 
possibility of being caught with the cupboard unlocked 
when not using Dangerous Drugs for dispensing is in- 
creased. 

Section (b) of Regulation 21 lays down as a require- 
ment that Dangerous Drugs shall be kept in a locked 
receptacle which can be opened only by the authorised 
— responsible for control and safe custody of the 

rug. 

I think it is generally conceded that there can be 
a delegated authority and that the proprietor of the 
pharmacy and his registered assistant or assistants may 
each hold a key. There may be trouble, however, if 
the Police or the Pharmacy Board inspectors find spare 
keys hanging on nails accessible to anybody. These 
provisions are somewhat onerous, but are requirements 
which will be insisted upon. 

Every chemist if he is wise and wishes to escape pro- 
ceedings, will make very certain that all Dangerous 
Drugs in his possession are kept in accordance with 
the Regulations. If drugs are found on the dispensary 
shelves or the shelves in the shop there is little doubt 
that prosecutions will follow. 


The Prescription: ; 

Let us look at the requirements in regard to prescrip- 
tions for Dangerous Drugs. 

This is important because a prescription is not to be 
dispensed unless it complies with these requirements. 

1. The Prescriber must be a duly qualified medical 
practitioner, a registered dentist or registered veterinary 
surgeon. 

What is a legally qualified medical practitioner? 
Does it mean any one qualified as a doctor in any part 
of the World, or even in any part of Australia? No. 
It means a medical practitioner registered as such by 
The Medical Board of Victoria. A prescription written 
by a doctor of another State or country, but not in 
Victoria, is not a valid prescription to be dispensed in 
Victoria. 

Authority for this. The definition in the Medical Act 
of Victoria, which tells us that a duly qualified medical 
practitioner means a legally qualified medical prac- 
titioner, i.e., one entitled legally to practice in Victoria. 

The same comments, of course, apply to veterinary 
surgeons and dentists. 

2. The Form of the Prescription. — It shall be in 
writing, which excludes a printed prescription, although 
lawyers might argue as to whether a typewritten pre- 
scription was a prescription in writing. 

The prescription must be dated. This is quite impor- 
tant because any prescription, for either a dangerous 
drug or a specified drug, is not valid after six months 
from the date on which it was written. 

3. Names and Addresses.—The prescription is not com- 
plete and does not comply with regulations unless it 
bears the name and address of the prescriber and the 
patient. 

It seems scarcely likely that drastic action would be 
taken against a chemist for dispensing a prescription 
which lacked the address of the prescriber or the 
patient, if the chemist knew them well and knew also 
their addresses. It must, however, always be kept in 
mind that whatever the circumstances one renders him- 
self liable by dispensing a prescription which does not 
in every respect comply with the Regulations. 

This point has been emphasised many times by Det.- 
Sgt. Delany, who regards it as being of some import-

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4. Every medical practitioner who writes a prescrip- 
tion containing a Dangerous Drug, shall write on such 
prescription the maximum number of times it is to be 
dispensed. 

That is a specified requirement. As a matter of strict 
interpretation the prescription which does not carry 
such directions is not written in accordance with the 
Regulations, 

In practice, however, it has been the custom to regard 
the prescription not authorising repeats as one which 
may be dispensed once and must then be cancelled and 
retained. 

Directions such as “repeats when necessary” are with- 
out legal meaning or acceptance and prescriptions so 
worked should not be repeated. A liberal interpretation 
even, could mean that such a prescription may be re- 
peated once, when necessary. Where such directions 
are written, the obvious thing for the chemist to do is 
to communicate with the doctor and point out that he 
must write on the prescription the number of times, not 
exceeding four, it is to be dispensed. 

5. Repeats.—The maximum number of times any pre- 
scription for dangerous drugs may be repeated is three 
~— a total of four dispensings. 

Now let us look at another provision (18 (3a)), which 
reads “provided that if the prescription so directs the 
dangerous drug may be supplied subject to the lapse of 
a specified interval or intervals on more than one, but 
not exceeding four occasions, as directed in the pre- 
scription.” 

It will be noted that the regulations do not specific- 
ally require a prescriber to write on a prescription in- 
tervals between dispensing. We are, therefore, faced 
with finding a practical application of this regulation. 
It is difficult to state a hard and fast rule, but it seems 
sound to assert that it would be entirely wrong:— 

(a) To supply more than a single quantity at the one 

time of dispensing; 

(b) To supply at intervals less than those required 
for use by the patient of the quantity supplied, 
if taken in the doses indicated. 

6. Chronic Cases,—It may be appropriate here to ex- 
plain the provision made for the supply of dangerous 
drugs for pereens suffering from chronic or malignant 
diseases. ere is a special exemption which reads:— 


(d) Nothing in Part I of these Regulations shall apply 
to any sale or delivery of any dangerous drug 
by a registered pharmaceutical chemist on the 
certificate or written authority signed by a duly 
qualified medical practitioner stating that any 
such drug is required for a person suffering from 
a chronic or malignant disease: Provided that such 
certificate or authority is dated and delivered to 
the registered pharmaceutical chemist prior to the 
first sale or delivery of such drug, that the same is 
retained by him, and is attached to the prescrip- 
tion book opposite the entry required to made 
by him under the regulations made under the 

edical Act 1928: Provided further that all such 
sales or deliveries are made within six months 
from the date of the said certificate or authority. 

Note these points: This is a certificate or written 
authority, not an ordinary prescription. 

It must specify that the person is suffering from a 
chronic or malignant disease. 

The document is not carried by the patient and pre- 
sented to any pharmacy. 

It must be delivered to a particular pharmacy before 
the first supply of errs drugs ret it must be kept 
by the chemist pinned in his prescription book oppo- 
site the original entry. 

Every time a drug is dispensed an appropriate nota- 
tion must be made on the prescription. You will see 
the details in the regulations. 


At the end of six months the order or certificate runs 
out and must be cancelled. It is no longer valid and a 
new certificate must be obtained by the patient. 


Procedure of Dispensing Prescriptions: 

This section of the regulations starts off quite defi- 
nitely with this statement: “No person shali dispense a 
Dangerous Drug except upon a prescription complying 
with these regulations.” F 

You will note that this does not allow any discretion. 

Chemists frequently say they are not indulging in any 
illicit traffic in Dangerous Drugs. Police have ex- 
pressed the opinion that there is practically no illicit 
traffic in drugs today because it is easy enough for the 
addict to get his drugs on the legal market — careless 
prescribing, or deliberate, for addiction, and laxity in 
observing the regulations by chemists — that is why 
chemists should not dispense any prescription not in 
accordance with the Regulations. 

The Police quote many examples of chemists supply- 
ing D.Ds. without a written prescription. Any chemist 
who does not insist on the doctor supplying him with a 
written prescription in the proper form. will obviously 
be in trouble sooner or later. 


Cancellations: 

After the prescription has been stamped with the 
chemist’s name and address, the number, the date, and 
the dispenser’s initials, it must be cancelled. The par- 
ticular regulation says that the chemist shall “write, 
stamp, mark, or inscribe in durable and legible letters 
across the prescription the word ‘cancelled’.” This, of 
course, must be done on the last occasion upon which 
the prescription is legally despatched. It cannot be 
done if repeats are provided for. 

The view of the police and the Board is that the can- 
cellation must be done immediately. Too often they 
find on visiting a pharmacy a pile of prescriptions for 
D.Ds. and none of them cancelled. The plea that they 
intended to cancel them later on does not help in cases 
where the police are of opinion that legal proceedings 
should be taken. It is interesting to look at the regu- 
lation regarding retention of prescriptions. This par- 
ticular sub-regulation says, “a cancelled prescription 
shall be retained by the person lawfully dispensing the 
same, and shall be preserved on a file for two years.” 

It does not stipulate that it shall be kept on a special 
file and apart from other ama but it is a most 
desirable procedure to follow. The inspector or police 
officer who has to wade through thousands of prescrip- 
tions to find those he requires may become irritated and 
his attitude might harden. It is wise, therefore, to seg- 
regate the D.D. prescriptions and to ensure that the 
cancellation stamp goes on them before they are put in 
the file. There is, I think, litthe need to dwell on the 
other requirements dealing with procedure on dis- 
pensing. They are plainly stated in the Regulations. 

* A person must not dispense a prescription which is 
marked “cancelled”; 

Must not dispense a prescription if he has reason to 
believe it is not genuine; 

Must label the bottle or package with a prescription 
number and all the other requirements of the Pharmacy 
Regulations; 

Must keep a prescription book available at the place 
at which the drug is dispensed and produce it to any 
authorised person; 

Must not dispense a prescription which is illegible or 
defaced or appears to have been altered: 

Must not dispense a prescription for a D.D. which is 
dated more than six months prior to its presentation; 

Must hold a prescription which he suspects is forged 
or fraudulent, anding that he does not dis- 
pense it. 

The Dangerous Drugs Register: 

It has been made very clear that there has, in the 
past, been widespread neglect of the Regulations re- 
quiring records of all transactions in Dangerous Drugs 
to be kept in the manner set out in the Regulations. 

It may be thought by some that this is a relatively 
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unimportant provision, but it is not so in law, which 
provides substantial penalties for non-observance. 

It is interesting to note that if the system of record- 
ing operated perfectly every grain or minim of a 
Dangerous Drug which came into the country could be 
traced to its ultimate destination. 

All imports and exports are recorded in the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Customs and traced to the import- 
ing house. Most rigid supervision over manufacturers 
is maintained. 

Wholesalers and distributors are required to send 
monthly returns to the Collector of Custorfis in each 
State, and these returns are collated and tabulated so 
that in any capital city, theoretically at least, there is in 
the possession of Customs a complete statement of 
Dangerous Drugs sent to and received by each doctor, 
dentist, chemist, veterinary surgeon and other type of 
user, 

The wholesaler is required to keep records of his dis- 
posals to provide this information, and so on down 
through to the Dangerous Drugs Register of the indi- 
vidual chemist the record is maintained. 

From this it can be seen that for the purpose of check- 
ing and supervision the Police or the Pharmacy Board 
Inspectors can ascertain what supplies are received by 
the chemist, and from that information check into his 
D.D. Register. 

It should not be necessary to go into eiaborate detail 
about the recording that is required. Summarised briefly 
the requirements are:— 

(1) The standard form of Dangerous Drugs Register 
must be kept. As you know this calls for sectionising 
according to the drugs used — a separate page or sec- 
tion for each individual drug or form of a drug. 

The only departure from the standard form is that 
(see Reg. 24) a chemist in lieu of keeping the Register 
in the exact form specified may enter separately in the 
Register particulars identifying such entry with the cor- 
responding entry in the Poisons Book or Prescription 
Book kept by him, provided .the entries made in the 
Prescription Book are in the proper sequence and con- 
tain the name of the person for whom the prescription 
was ,issued, the date on which the medicine was dis- 
pensed, the number of the prescriptions, and such other 
requirements as are prescribed by the Regulations. 


(Avoids duplication.) 

(2) Date of transaction required. 

(3) Name and address of the person for whom ob- 
tained. 

(4) Full particulars of all Dangerous Drugs dis- 
posed of. 

(5) Continuing balance. 

If a business is acquired as a going concern an in- 
ventory must be taken of all Dangerous Drugs and 
appropriate records made. 

) If the Dangerous Drugs Register is lost or des- 
troyed a statutory declaration must be made and sent 
to the Board. 

(7) All entries in ink. 

(8) All entries to be made on day of transaction or 
if not practicable on day immediately following. 

(9) Separate register for each place of business. 

(10) Register to be available for inspection at all 
reasonable times. 

(11) No untrue or false entries, no alterations, ob- 
literations or deletions. Corrections by means of mar- 
ginal or foot notes. 

In this particular part of the Regulations there is 
another reference to Police inspection (Reg. 22 (7), 
which is as follows:— 

“For the purpose of seeing that the provisions of 
these regulations are being onserved, he (i.e., phar- 
maceutical chemist or other authorised person) shall 
produce his register books and records and supply 


all information in regard to his possession, manu- 
facture and purchase of dangerous drugs, of stocks 
thereof held and of transactions therein on appli- 
cation to an officer of the police force or to any per- 
son specially authorised in writing by the Board in 
that behalf.” 


Prescribing for Addiction: 

Regulation 16 provides that a medical practitioner, 
registered dentist, or registered veterinary surgeon shall 
not, (a) knowingly give a prescription for a Dangerous 
Drug merely for the purpose of addiction, or (b) know- 
ingly supply or administer a Dangerous Drug merely for 
the purpose of addiction. 

This prohibition relates only to medical practitioners, 
dentists or veterinary surgeons, but the chemist is in- 
volved as he is identified in nearly every instance with 
the supply. 

He may unwittingly be a party to an offence and this, 
of course, is to be avoided. The Drug Squad officers 
have a theory, about which I have no comment to make, 
that unless a person is suffering from some grave physi- 
cal ailment involving treatment with narcotics any 
treatment which involves increasing doses of Dangerous 
Drugs is necessarily prescribing for the purpose of 
addiction. 

This is perhaps more a medical than a legal prob- 
lem, but the Police have in recent times uncovered at 
least two instances of prescribing for addiction, al- 
though such prescribing was probably not done know- 
ingly. In both cases controlled supplies were being 
prescribed for victims of the drug nabit. Over the 
years dosage had been increased. hesosts were given 
almost automatically and possibly without full exami- 
nation and inquiry each time as to patient’s condition. 
In both of these cases it was found that all of the drugs 
supplied were not being used by the patient, but were 
being shared with relatives who had also become 
addicted. 

The chemist certainly is in a difficult position. What 
is the position of a chemist who dispenses a prescrip- 
tion which has been written merely for addiction? 

If there are no circumstances which should arouse 
suspicion and if the prescription is written completely 
in accordance with the Regulations, I think he escapes. 
It is therefore in the interests of the chemist himself 
to observe closely the requirement of the Regulations 
that a prescription shall comply fully with the Regu- 
lations. In some cases this may appear to be exacting, 
but it can act as a safeguard. 

Must a chemist ower dispense a prescription which 
is presented to him? is question is frequently asked. 
There is no statutory obligation compelling a chemist 
to dispense a prescription which is presented to him, 
but very frequently there is a moral obligation and re- 
fusal cannot lightly be made. Always when dealing with 
Dangerous Drugs the exercise of discretion is needed. 
Remember, however, that in case of doubt, the Phar- 
macy Board is there for the purpose of advising. 


Storage of Poisons: 

Although we are not discussing tonight the provisions 
of the Poisons Act and Regulations, apart from 
Dangerous Drugs, the matter of storage of poisons must 
be mentioned because of confusion in the minds of some 
concerning storage of Dangerous Drugs as distinct from 
 onamagg not included in the Schedule of Dangerous 

rugs. 

Regulation 11, Poisons Regulations, requires a dealer 


‘in poisons to keep all poisons included in Part I of the 


Second Schedule in a poisons cupboard. 

The dimensions of the poison cupboard are specified 
in the Regulations. It must not be less than 2 ft. 6 in. 
wide, 1 ft. 6 in. deep and 3 ft. high, with the word 
A igual conspicuously painted or written on the out- 
side. 

A general dealer in poisons does not include a phar- 
maceutical chemist. It means a person carrying on busi- 
ness more than four miles away from the nearest 
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chemist and having a licence from the Board to sell 
poisons and poisonous substances. 

Although the Regulations do not require a chemist 
to keep a poisons cupboard there are certain provisions 
relating to the storage of poisons. 

Regulation 13 says that any poison in the possession 
of any person shall be kept separate and distinct from 
drugs and from goods of any kind suitable for food; and 

Regulation 14—shall be kept to one or other of these 
methods— 

(a) in a bottle or vessel tied, locked or otherwise 
secured in a manner different from that in which 
bottles containing non-poisonous articles are 
secured; 

(b) in a bottle rendered distinguishable by touch, etc.; 

(c) in a bottle, etc., kept in a room or cupboard set 
apart for dangerous articles. 

By inference drawn from Regulation 11, referred to 
above, “Any poison” means any poison included in 
Part I of the Second Schedule. 

At the conclusion of the address a number of ques- 
tions from members was answered by Mr. H. A. Braith- 
waite, President of the Pharmacy Board, who elabo- 
rated some of the points made by Mr. Kent — particu- 
larly in relation to Board Policy. 


MONTHLY MEETING OF THE COUNCIL. 


The Council of the Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria 
met at 360 Swanston street, Melbourne, on April 1, at 
9.45 a.m, 

Present.—Mr. A. G. Davis (President) in the Chair, 
Mrs. P. A. Crawford, Messrs. S. J. Baird, L. A. Hamon, 
A. L. Hull, F. W. Johnston, L. i V. G. Morieson, 
E. Scott, I. J. Thompson, G. H. illiams, and the 
Secretary. 

Election of President.—After the confirmation of the 
Minutes, Mr. Davis announced that his term of office 
as President had expired, and it was not his intention 
to stand for re-election. He therefore called on the 
Secretary to take the Chair for the purpose of calling 
for nominations for the office. 

The Secretary, on taking the Chair, called for nomi- 
nations for the office of President for the ensuing year. 

Mr. Davis said it gave him pleasure to nominate their 
Vice-President, Mr, I. J. Thompson, whose capabilities 
needed no emphasis. Mr. Thompson had served in 
many spheres of official pharmacy, and could be relied 
upon to perform the duties of President with the dignity 
and efficiency the position demanded. 

There being no further nominations, the Secretary 
declared Mr. Thompson elected for the ensuing year. 

On taking the Chair, Mr. Thompson thanked the 
members for their confidence in electing him. He 
realised the importance of his new office, and was 
aware of the obligations and duties that attended the 
office. He would do his best to carry out those duties 
faithfully and with satisfaction to the Council. 

Mr. Thompson said he was reminded that the Council 
was now 97 years of age, and he could not but think 
of the many distinguished and respected men who had 
held the office of President, and who by their sacrifice 
and love for pharmacy had contributed greatly to the 
advancement of the profession. 

Mr. Thompson said his first act as President was to

Hospital Dispensing.—The Secretary said this matter 
had occupied much time during the month. The Hos- 
pitals and Charities Commission had sent a circular 
to all country hospitals in which there was no Phar- 
macy Department suggesting they negotiate with local’ 
chemists in regard to the supply of pharmaceutical 
requirements. An earlier suggestion from the Society 
that a standard agreement covering all such hospitals 
be drawn up had been rejected. 


The terms of agreement suggested by the Hospitals 
Commission had been studied by the Hospital Dispens- 
ing Committee, and although some of the terms were 
acceptable, others were not. A circular tendering 
advice to chemists concerned had been issued. 

A deputation consisting of the Immediate Past Pre- 
sident (Mr. Davis), the State President of the Guild 
(Mr. lliffe), Mr. G. L. Belleville and the Secretary had 
waited on the Minister for Health in protest against 
the action of the Commission in terminating the agree- 
ment which had been in operation, and directing that 
Pharmaceutical Benefits for intermediate and private 
patients in future be supplied from Hospital Dispen- 
saries where such existed. The Minister appeared to 
be sympathetic, and promised to have the matter fully 
investigated. 

Many aspects of this matter were discussed by the 
Council, and it was resolved that a copy of circulars 
issued from the Hospital Dispensing Committee be sent 
to all members in business in the State for their in- 
formatian. 

Hospital Benefits Association.—The Secretary reported 
that the request of the Guild for representation on the 
H.B.A. Executive had been considered, and a Sub- 
Committee appointed to consider means by which this 
could be brought about. 

It was further reported that the H.B.A. Medical 
Scheme would operate from April 20. All chemists 
would be informed, and would receive advertising 
ecards and new enrolment forms. Rates for the new 
scheme had been announced. It was emphasised that 
there should be no suggestion made that Common- 
wealth Benefits should be payable until the Association 
had been approved for that purpose and until the Com- 
monwealth Minister actually announced the operation 
of the Commonwealth Scheme. 

Proposed Church Service.—The President said that a 
large number of forms had been returned from mem- 
bers signifying approval of the proposal for Annual 
Church Services at St. Paul’s and St. Patrick’s Cathe- 
drals. On the suggestion of the President it was re- 
solved that consideration of the proposal be deferred 
until the next meeting. 

Financial.-The Honorary Treasurer submitted the 
Monthly Financial Statement, and accounts totalling 


£4397/11/6 were passed*for payment. 


A.P.F.—Mr. Johnson gave details of Mr. Hornby’s 
work for the month, and referred to a suggestion that 
benefit would result if a course of lectures in pre- 
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scribing and prescriptions could be arranged for young 
medical graduates. Members of the Council expressed 
the view that such a proposal needed careful considera- 
tion, and should be discussed with Dr. Stanton before 
any definite recommendation was adopted. 


Mr. Johnson said he thought the first step would be 
to refer the proposal to the A.P.F. Committee. 

Evening Lectures.—A proposal that a course of 
evening lectures for members be conducted during 1953 
was referred to the Education Committee. 

Advertising of Professional Services.—A leaflet which 
in the opinion of a member conflicted with the reso- 
lution adopted by the Council concerning advertising 
of professional services was tabled and discussed, afte: 
which it was resolved that action in this matter be 
left in the hands of the Executive.

Legal Defence.—During the month an inquest was 
held into the death of a baby who had taken from a 
garbage tin and eaten some tablets discarded by his 
mother. The member who had dispensed the prescrip- 
tion about 18 months previously was called as a witness 
at the inquest. The member subsequently advised that 
the inquest passed off without incident or publicity, and 
he thanked the P.D.L. for having airanged legal repre- 
sentation on his behalf. He added: “It is on occasions 
like this that membership of P.D.L. becomes a very real 
comfort to the pharmacist.” 


P.P, List in Society Year Book.—Following an inquiry 
by the Guild, it was resolved that the P.D.L. renew its 
earlier offer to participate equally with the Guild in 
meeting the additional cost involved in having this list 
printed in the Year Book of the Pharmaceutical Society 
of Victoria.

Legal Advice.—On the satisfactory conclusion of a 
matter concerning wages payable to a female shop 
assistant, the member wrote thanking the P.D.L. for 
the prompt attention given to his problem. 


A country member made inquiries by telephone: (1) 
Can I keep my shop open after hours to dispense a pre- 
scription? Answer: No. (2) Can I dispense a prescrip- 
tion after hours? Answer: Yes, provided the door of the 
pharmacy is kept locked. (3) Can you give me the 
name of someone to price repatriation prescriptions? 
Answer: Referred to Guild office. 


Payment of Wages.—An enquiry on this subject had 
been referred to one of the P.D.L. solicitors, and he had 
replied: “It is not necessary to obtain a signature for 
wages paid, although it is necessary to keep a wages 
book which shows the amount paid to each employee. 
If a signature is obtained from the employee, a stamp 
must be affixed if the amount of wages exceeds £5.” 


Possible Claims.—An assistant’s error in deciphering 
the instructions on the prescription resulted in some 
tablets being labelled ‘“Take 3 three times a day” instead 
of “Take 3 at night.” No harm was suffered by the 
patient after one administration, and the member’s call 
on the doctor removed any cause of misunderstanding. 

Another matter, involving a claim following the dis- 
pensing of a specialist’s "gecmpe ee was in hand and 
negotiations proceeding through legal channels. 


Constitution.—A letter dated April 10 from the N.S.W.
